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Admission 

Admission  to  Elon  College  is  based  on 
the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  scores,  rank 
in  graduating  high  school  class,  and  high 
school  officials'  recommendations  and 
personality  ratings. 

Much  time  and  effort  can  be  saved  in 
applying  for  admission  if  the  following 
general  steps  are  taken: 

1.  File  a  completed  application  and  pay  an 
application  fee  of  $10.  This  should  be 
done  early  in  the  senior  year  of  high 
school. 

2.  Provide  the  College  with  College  Board 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  scores. 

3.  Supply  other  information  which  may  be 
requested  by  the  College  in  order  to 
help  the  Committee  on  Admissions 
make  its  decision. 


Facilities 

The  campus  is  designed  and  equipped 
to  serve  its  living  and  learning  community. 
Buildings  housing  the  classrooms  and 
laboratories  have  been  extensively 
renovated  and  new  equipment  and 
furniture  have  been  provided.  The  McEwen 
Dining  Hall,  William  S.  Long  Student 
Center,  Library  Building,  Harper  Center, 
and  nine  dormitories  have  been  completed 
since  1956.  Scheduled  for  completion  are 
a  new  classroom-office  building  in  January 
1970  and  in  the  spring,  a  new  physical 
education  facility  which  will  include  an 
olympic-size  swimming  pool. 


Campus  Life 

Campus  life  is  an  essential  part  of  the 
four-year  education  at  Elon.  The  faculty 
and  administration  encourage 
extracurricular  organizations  on  campus, 
including  a  number  of  social  and 
professional  clubs,  honor  and  honorary 
societies,  and  service  organizations.  Elon 
has  a  Student  Government  Association 
which  sponsors  many  social  and  cultural 
events.  College-sponsored  publications  for 
students  include  a  weekly  newspaper,  THE 
MAROON  AND  GOLD;  a  literary  magazine, 
COLONNADES;  and  the  College  yearbook, 
PHI  PSI  CLI.  In  addition  to  having  a 
well-rounded,  intramural  program,  the 
College  is  a  member  of  the  Carolinas 
Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference  and  the 
National  Association  of  Intercollegiate 
Athletics,  and  competes  in  football, 
basketball,  baseball,  tennis,  track  and  golf.

Expenses  and  Financial  Aid 

Costs  for  tuition,  fees,  room  and  board 
for  1970-71  amount  from  $1675  to 
$1825;  for  commuters  the  total  is  $1050, 
and  for  evening  classes  the  charge  is 
$35.00  per  semester  hour.  Opportunities 
for  financial  assistance  to  students  are 
provided  through  scholarships,  loan  funds, 
and  part-time  employment.  Awards  are 
made  on  the  basis  of  individual  need,  the 
capabilities  and  willingness  of  the  student, 
and  his  academic  standing  and  work  load. 


Degrees  and  Special  Programs 

Elon  College  offers  two  degrees.  The 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  is  given  with 
majors  in  the  following  areas:  accounting, 
biology,  business  administration,  business 
education,  chemistry,  economics, 
elementary  education,  English,  French, 
history,  mathematics,  music,  philosophy, 
physical  education,  physics,  political 
science,  religion,  religious  education, 
social  science  and  Spanish.  The  Bachelor 
of  Science  degree  is  given  in  chemistry 
and  radiologic  technology. 


Student  Services 

A  number  of  services  are  available  to 
aid  and  to  encourage  the  personal 
development  of  each  student. 

In  the  guidance  program  freshmen 
confer  with  one  of  the  academic 
counselors  during  registration  and  at 
regular  intervals;  sophomores,  juniors, 
and  seniors  are  assigned  faculty  advisers 
in  their  major  fields  of  study. 

All  students  are  encouraged  to  attend 
religious  activities  of  the  College  and 
programs  for  cultural  and  intellectual 
enrichment  offered  on  the  campus. 
Students  who  attend  these  events  may 
receive  academic  credit,  provided 
specified  attendance  requirements  are 
met. 

The  Placement  Office  assists  seniors  and 
alumni  in  finding  employment  after 
graduation.  Campus  interviews  are 
arranged  with  visiting  representatives  of 
industry,  business,  and  educational  and 
governmental  agencies. 


In  addition  to  elementary  education, 
programs  are  offered  for  secondary  school 
certification  in  the  following  areas: 
business  education,  chemistry,  English, 
French,  history,  mathematics,  music, 
physical  education,  physics,  social  science, 
and  Spanish. 

Five  special  programs  are  offered  which 
include  pre-law,  pre-medical  or  pre-dental, 
pre-laboratory  technician,  pre-nursing  and 
terminal  business  courses.  In  addition, 
evening  classes  are  offered  during  fall  and 
spring  semesters.

Aims  and  Objectives 

The  Charter  of  Elon  College  states, 
"The  objects  of  the  corporation  are  to 
provide  equipment  and  facilities 
necessary  to  the  well-being  and  success 
of  a  college  offering  Christian  training 
and  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts, 
sciences  and/or  any  specific  field  of 
higher  education  and  learning  that  may 
appear  expedient  or  useful.  .  .  ." 

As  a  church-related  college,  Elon  College 
believes  that  it  is  its  responsibility  to 
promote  the  church  vocations  as  well  as 
to  offer  instruction  designed  to  provide  a 
thorough  and  sound  pre-theological 
education. 

Historically  the  College  has  played  a 
significant  role  in  teacher  education.  A 
program  of  instruction  and  experiences 


designed  to  prepare  teachers  for 
elementary  and  secondary  schools 
continues  to  be  a  major  objective  of  the 
College. 

Elon  College  senses  a  definite 
responsibility  to  the  community  in  which 
it  is  located  and  seeks  to  provide  cultural 
and  educational  opportunities  for  the 
citizens  of  the  area. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
charter,  it  is  the  aim  of  Elon  College  to 
help  each  student  to  acquire: 

1.  A  philosophy  of  life  which  is  founded 
upon  and  motivated  by  the  beliefs  and 
spiritual  values  of  the  historic 
Christian  Church,  and  which  will  be 
reflected  throughout  his  life  in  terms 
of  high  ethical  standards,  wholesome 
attitudes,  and  significant  religious 
insights  and  devotion. 

2.  An  understanding  of  his 
responsibilities  and  rights  as  a  citizen 
in  a  democratic  culture,  a  recognition 
of  the  intrinsic  worth  of  other 
individuals,  and  an  intelligent 
awareness  of  world  cultures, 
conditions,  events,  and  issues. 

3.  A  love  of  learning  sufficient  to  promote 
his  continued  intellectual  and  cultural 
growth  which  comes  out  of  sharing  in 
an  invigorating  intellectual  and 
cultural  climate  during  his  college 
career. 

4.  A  basic  knowledge  in  the  humanities, 
natural  sciences,  and  social  sciences, 
and  an  appreciation  of  the  mutual 
relationships  existing  among  these 
areas. 

5.  An  understanding  of  the  content  and 
an  achievement  of  competence  in  the 
procedures  of  at  least  one  field  of 


knowledge  as  preparation  sufficient  for 
graduate  or  professional  study. 

6.  The  ability  to  think  critically,  logically, 
and  creatively,  and  to  communicate 
effectively  by  means  of  the  written  and 
spoken  language. 

7.  A  sensibility  to  esthetic  values  through 
experience  and  study  in  the  fine  arts 
and  through  opportunity  to  develop 
competence  and  excellence  in  the 
performing  arts. 

8.  A  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  health 
and  physical  fitness,  and  skills  useful 
for  participation  in  wholesome 
recreational  activities. 


9.  A  recognition  of  his  abilities  and 
aptitudes  through  counseling  and 
guidance  in  the  choice  of  an 
appropriate  vocation. 


Faculty 

Faculty  members  of  Elon  College  are 
dedicated  teachers,  chosen  because  of 
their  academic  preparation,  individual 
initiative,  and  potential  for  development. 
The  educational  background  of  the 
faculty  is  represented  by  undergraduate 
and  graduate  degrees  from  many 
outstanding  institutions.  Elon  has  a  good 
faculty  which  is  devoted  to  its  task. 


History 

Elon  College  was  chartered  on  March 
11,  1889,  "to  afford  instruction  in  the 
liberal  arts  and  sciences."  Its 
establishment  was  the  result  of 
determination  on  the  part  of  the 
Christian  Church  to  have  a  school  which 
would  prepare  young  people  for 
leadership  in  the  churches. 

The  Christian  Church  was  formed  in 
1794  by  the  Reverend  James  O'Kelly  and 
a  group  of  dissenters  from  the  Methodist 
Church  who  organized  the  first 
democratically  governed  church  to  arise 
on  American  soil  and  named  it 
"Christian,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  party 
and  sectarian  names." 

Two  schools  were  forerunners  of  Elon 
College:  The  Graham  Normal  Institute, 
established  in  1865  at  Graham,  North 
Carolina;  and  the  Suffolk  Collegiate 
Institute,  established  in  1872  at  Suffolk, 
Virginia.  The  Southern  Christian 
Convention,  in  an  extraordinary  session 
in  Graham,  North  Carolina,  in  1888  voted 
to  establish  a  college.  The  name  "Elon," 
the  Hebrew  word  for  oak,  was  selected 
for  the  institution,  which  opened  its 
doors  in  1890  with  108  students. 

In  1931,  the  Christian  Churches  merged 
with  the  Congregational  Church  to  form 
the  Congregational  Christian 
denomination.  The  Southern  Convention 
of  Congregational  Christian  Churches 
supported  the  College  until  the  formation 
of  the  United  Church  of  Christ  by  the 
merger  of  the  Congregational  Christian 
Churches  and  the  Evangelical  and 
Reformed  Church  in  1965.  Elon  is  now 
affiliated  with  the  Southern  Conference  of 
the  United  Church  of  Christ. 


In  recent  years  great  strides  have  been 
made  by  the  College  to  improve  the 
physical  plant  in  order  to  provide 
additional  facilities;  to  enrich  and 
strengthen  its  academic  program;  and  to 
give  increased  emphasis  and  meaning  to 
its  role  as  a  Christian  college  that  Elon 
College  may  give  even  greater 
opportunities  and  render  greater  service 
to  the  young  men  and  women  who  seek 
to  further  their  education  at  the  College. 

Campus  and  Buildings 

The  Elon  campus  is  beautiful, 
spacious,  and  rich  in  stalwart  native  oak 
trees.  Shrubbery,  concrete  and  brick 
walks,  driveways,  and  a  massive  brick 
wall,  enclosing  twenty-five  acres  of  the 
campus,  contribute  to  its  attractive 
appearance.

Elon  College  is  in  the  town  of  Elon 
College,  N.C.,  a  community  4  miles  west 
of  Burlington,  17  miles  east  of 


Greensboro,  and  64  miles  west  of 
Raleigh.  It  is  on  the  North  Carolina 
division  of  the  Southern  Railway  and  is 
accessible  to  air  line  services  at 
Greensboro.  It  is  also  served  by  the 
Carolina  Coach  Company,  which  affords 
bus  services  to  all  parts  of  the  country, 
and  by  Burlington  city  buses,  which  pass 
the  campus  each  hour.  The  telegraph 
address  is  Burlington  and  the  College  is 
served  by  the  Burlington  telephone 
exchange.  The  number  is  584-9711,  Area 
Code  919.

Scholastic  Sessions 

The  College's  regular  session  is 
divided  into  a  4-1-4  calendar.  The  fall 
semester  is  a  four-month  term,  ending 
prior  to  Christmas  holidays,  followed  by  a 
one-month  winter  term  and  a  four-month 
spring  term.  It  also  offers  evening  classes 
on  a  regular  basis  and  a  summer  school 
session  of  two  terms  of  five  weeks  each. 

Evening  Classes 

In  1948  adult  education  classes  were 
initiated,  primarily  for  teachers  in  the 
Elon  College  area.  Four  years  later 
courses  for  veterans  were  begun,  and  in 
1954  the  College  established  evening 
classes  on  a  regular  basis,  offering  the 
regular  liberal  arts  program.  Classes  are 
scheduled  in  accordance  with  student 
demand. 

Summer  School 

The  Summer  School  offers  courses  for 
regular  students  and  for  recent  high 


school  graduates  who  wish  to  accelerate 
completion  of  the  four-year  college 
program,  and  professional  training  for 
public  school  teachers  who  wish  further 
study  for  purposes  of  certification  or 
toward  the  bachelor's  degree. 

The  Summer  School  is  an  integral  part  of 
the  instructional  program  of  the  College, 
and  courses  are  carefully  selected  from 
those  taught  in  the  regular  academic 
sessions.  Instruction  is  by  regular 
members  of  the  faculty. 

There  are  two  summer  terms  of  five 
weeks  each,  and  students  may  attend 
either  one  term  or  both  terms.  Six 
semester  hours  are  considered  a  full 
course  load  for  each. 

In  general,  admission  and  degree 
requirements,  administrative  regulations, 
student  self-government  and  honor 
system,  although  subject  to  some 
modification  in  the  summer,  are  basically 
the  same  for  the  Summer  School  as  for 
the  regular  sessions. 


Admission 


Admission  Procedures 

Students  desiring  to  enter  Elon  should 
write  to  the  Director  of  Admissions  for  an 
application  form.  A  full  statement  of  the 
student's  high  school  record  and  the 
recommendation  of  the  principal  or  the 
guidance  director  is  obtained  by  the 
College.  Admission  to  the  College  is 
based  on  (a)  the  high  school  record  with 
emphasis  on  the  student's  rank  in  class 
or  previous  college  work  in  the  case  of 
transfer  students,  (b)  the 
recommendations,  (c)  scores  on  tests 
administered  by  the  high  school,  and  (d) 
scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  of 
the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 
The  College  recommends  personal 
interviews  with  the  Director  of 
Admissions. 


A  student  applying  for  admission  for  the 
fall  semester  should  have  his  completed 
application  submitted  to  the  College  by 
March  1.  A  student  applying  for 
admission  for  the  spring  semester  should 
have  his  completed  application  submitted 
by  December  1.  The  completed 
application  should  be  returned  to  the 
Admissions  Office,  accompanied  by  an 
application  fee  of  ten  dollars,  which  is 
not  refundable.  Upon  notice  of 
acceptance,  a  deposit  of  fifty  dollars 
is  due.  In  order  to  reserve  a  dormitory 
room,  a  student  pays  a  room  reservation 
fee  of  fifty  dollars.  Acceptance  fees 
and  room  reservation  fees  are  not 
refundable  for  the  fall  semester  after 
May  1,  and  for  the  spring  semester 
after  December  15  except  upon  a 
doctor's  certificate  of  inability  to  enter. 
Acceptance  and  room  reservation  fees 
are  applied  to  the  student's  account 
when  he  enters  school. 


Entrance  Requirements 

For  admission  to  Elon  College  as  a 
candidate  for  a  degree,  the  applicant 
must  be  a  graduate  of  an  accredited 
four-year  high  school  and  must  satisfy  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  and  Credits  as 
to  his  intellectual,  physical,  emotional, 
social,  and  moral  fitness  to  undertake  the 
academic  work  at  the  College. 

Admission  to  freshman  status  and  degree 
candidacy  requires  secondary  school 
work  in  the  following  subject  matter 
areas  and  no  fewer  than  the  following 
number  of  units  in  these  areas:  English, 
4;  one  foreign  language,  2;  mathematics, 
2;  history,  1;  and  science,  1.  Two  units  in 


algebra  or  one  each  in  algebra  and  plane 
geometry  satisfy  the  mathematics 
requirement.  Additional  units  will  be 
accepted  from  the  following  areas,  with 
the  number  in  a  given  area  not  more 
than  that  indicated:  Bible,  2;  economics 
or  social  science,  1;  English,  4;  French, 
2;  German,  2;  history,  4;  Latin,  4; 
mathematics,  4;  music,  1;  science,  4; 
Spanish,  2;  vocational  subjects,  3. 

No  credit  toward  the  foreign  language 
requirement  is  allowed  for  fewer  than  2 
units  of  a  foreign  language. 

Entrance  Examinations 

Applicants  for  admission  to  Elon 
College  are  required  to  submit  their 
scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  of 
the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 

The  Scholastic  Aptitude  and  Achievement 
tests  are  given  at  testing  centers 
throughout  the  United  States  and,  upon 
sufficient  notice,  in  foreign  countries  on 
designated  dates  in  November, 
December,  January,  March,  May,  and 
July.  Advanced  Placement  tests  are  given 
at  the  testing  centers  in  May. 

The  Scholastic  Aptitude  test  is  scheduled 
for  morning,  and  it  is  recommended  that 
applicants  wishing  to  enter  at  the 
beginning  of  the  summer  or  fall  semester 
take  the  test  in  November  or  December, 
preferably  in  November. 

The  applicant  should  have  test  results 
sent  directly  to  the  College. 

The  student  should  write  directly  to  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board, 
P.O.  Box  592,  Princeton,  N.J.,  for  the 
Bulletin  of  Information,  which  contains 
an  application  blank,  lists  of  testing 


centers  and  dates,  and  rules  on 
applications,  fees,  reports,  and  the 
conduct  of  testing. 

Acceptance  On  Condition 

Students  who  have  been  graduated 
from  a  secondary  school  but  do  not  meet 
the  requirements  in  subject  matter  areas 
and  units  may  be  accepted  on  condition. 
The  maximum  deficiency  is  two  units  and 
must  be  removed  at  Elon  before  the 
beginning  of  the  sophomore  year. 
Students  entering  with  a  deficiency  may 
not  be  able  to  complete  degree 
requirements  in  eight  regular  semesters. 

Special  Students 

The  College  admits  a  limited  number 
of  special  students.  These  include: 

1.  Those  who  wish  only  private 
instruction  in  the  Department  of  Fine 
Arts.  They  are  admitted  if  instructors 
are  able  to  schedule  lessons  for  them. 

2.  Persons  21  years  of  age  or  older  who 
are  not  high  school  graduates  or 
candidates  for  a  degree  but  wish  to 
take  class  work.  Such  applicants  are 
accepted  on  the  basis  of  maturity, 
seriousness  of  purpose,  and 
background  sufficient  to  do  the  class 
work  desired.  Techniques  for 
measuring  these  criteria  are 
determined  by  departmental  chairmen, 
who  report  their  findings  and 
recommendations  to  the  Committee  on 
Admissions  and  Credits. 

3.  College  graduates  who  are  interested 
in  study  at  the  College.  They  are 
admitted  if  they  fulfill  the 
requirements  for  admission  to  the 
desired  courses. 


Advanced  Placement 

Applicants  for  admission  to  freshman 
status  may  be  placed  in  advanced  classes 
in  fields  in  which  they  have  demonstrated 
superior  ability  and  understanding.  This 
is  done  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  upon 
recommendation  of  the  departmental 
chairmen. 

Elon  participates  in  the  Advanced 
Placement  program  of  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board.  Through 
satisfactory  achievement  in  Advanced 
Placement  tests,  freshmen  may  receive  a 
limited  amount  of  credit  or  advanced 
placement  in  the  following  fields:  biology, 
chemistry,  English,  history,  Latin, 
mathematics,  and  physics. 

Applicants  who  seek  advanced  placement 
should  submit  an  application  form,  write 
the  Dean  of  the  College  at  an  early  date 
that  they  wish  advanced  placement,  and 
arrange  with  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  for  the  Advanced 
Placement  tests. 

Admission  Requirements  for 
Transfer  Students 

A  student  wishing  to  transfer  to  Elon 
College  must  be  able  to  meet  admission 
requirements  in  effect  at  the  time  of  his 
application  and  to  provide  proof  of  his 
eligibility  to  return  to  the  institution  from 
which  he  is  transferring. 

Transferable  Credits 

Credit  is  given  for  satisfactory  work  in 
accredited  institutions  in  so  far  as  it 
parallels  the  work  offered  at  Elon. 
However,  no  transfer  credit  is  allowed  for 
a  course  in  which  the  grade  is  below  that 
of"C." 


Expenses  and 
Financial  Aid 


General  Costs 

Elon  College  invests  in  its  educational 
program  for  the  student  approximately 
the  same  amount  that  he  is  asked  to  pay 
for  his  college  education.  This  is  possible 
because  of  endowment  funds  and  other 
sources  of  revenue. 

The  cost  of  attending  Elon  is  reasonable. 
A  resident  student's  tuition,  room,  board, 
and  books  (estimated  cost  is  $45  to  $70) 
for  the  scholastic  year  amount  to  from 
$1720  to  $1895.  For  a  non-resident 
student,  the  cost  of  a  year's  tuition  and 
books  is  from  $1095  to  $1120.  The 
student  taking  12  semester  hours  of 


work  in  the  evening  classes  pays  total 
annual  fees  of  $840.  With  books  added, 
his  cost  is  from  $885  to  $910. 

Of  the  estimated  $70  for  books,  the 
student  needs  about  $35  for  purchases 
from  the  bookstore  at  the  opening  of  the 
fall  semester. 

Student  Government  Association  fee  of 
$10.00  per  semester  is  required  of  all 
full-time  students  during  registration  and 
is  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Student 
Government  Association.  The  fee  covers 
activities  of  that  organization. 

These  estimates  do  not  include  fees  for 
special  courses  and  special  laboratory 
work,  which  depend  upon  the  course  of 
study  undertaken,  nor  personal  expenses, 
which  vary  with  the  individual  student. 
For  the  student  who  must  earn  money 
toward  his  college  expenses,  there  are  a

Costs  Covered  By  Tuition 

Included  in  the  tuition  fees  are  costs 
of  registration,  use  of  the  library, 
recreation  facilities,  student  publications, 
health  service,  post  office  box,  laboratory 
fees,  and  12  to  15  semester  hours  of 
work,  inclusive,  each  semester.  No 
charge  is  made  for  band  or  choir. 
Full-time  students  (those  who  pay  full 
fees)  are  covered  by  accident  and  health 
insurance  which  becomes  effective  two 
days  before  the  opening  of  the  college 
year  and  continues  through  two  days 
after  school  closes. 
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Budget  Payment  Plans 

A  revolving  credit  program  designed 
by  Education  Funds,  Inc.,  of  Providence, 
Rhode  Island,  enables  parents  to  meet 
college  costs  in  monthly  installments. 
The  parent  may  establish  a  line  of  credit 
upon  which  he  draws  for  tuition,  room 
and  board,  fees,  and  any  other 
educational  expenses.  This  line  of  credit 
may  cover  from  one  to  four  years  of 
education  and  can  be  completely 
protected  by  life  and  disability  insurance, 
offered  at  attractive  group  rates. 
Insurance,  if  elected,  becomes  effective 
as  soon  as  a  line  of  credit  is  established. 
However,  no  repayment  is  required  until 
EFI's  disbursement  exceeds  one  full 
payment.  For  additional  information, 
write  either  the  College  business  office  or 
Education  Funds,  Inc.,  10  Dorrance 
Street,  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  02903. 

Several  banks,  some  savings  and  loan 
associations,  and  other  financing 
institutions  have  developed  plans  to 
assist  parents  in  financing  the  education 
of  their  sons  and  daughters.  Parents  who 
are  interested  in  such  plans  and  wish 
additional  information  should  consult 
such  private  institutions.  The  College  will 
be  happy  to  render  any  possible 
assistance. 


Application,  Acceptance, 
and  Room  Reservation  Fees 

Each  prospective  student  pays  an 
application  fee  of  $10  when  his 
application  for  admission  is  submitted. 
This  fee  is  not  refundable  under  any 
condition. 

An  acceptance  fee  of  $50  is  due  when 
the  applicant  is  accepted  for  admission. 
In  order  to  reserve  a  dormitory  room,  a 


student  pays  a  room  reservation  fee  of 
$50.  Acceptance  fees  and  room 
reservation  fees  are  not  refundable  after 
May  1  except  upon  a  doctor's  certificate 
of  inability  to  enter.  Acceptance  and 
room  reservation  fees  are  applied  to  the 
student's  account  when  he  enters  school. 

Business  Education  Course 

When  a  student  takes  the  entire 
one-year  Business  Education  course, 
which  includes  English,  accounting, 
shorthand,  typewriting,  office  machines, 
and  office  management,  the  cost  is  the 
same  as  for  any  other  full-time  load. 
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Special  Fees 

Fine  Arts  Courses 

For  extension   and    part-time   students,   special   fees   are   charged   for  piano,    organ,    voice,    band    and 
orchestral  instruments,  and  art  courses.  The  fees  for  each  semester  are  as  follows:

A  student's  transcript  may  be  withheld  if  his  financial  obligations  to  the  College  have  not  been  fulfilled. 
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Refunds 

1.  Courses  dropped  after  6  class  hours 
are  payable  in  full. 

2.  Evening  courses  dropped  within  two 
weeks  after  classes  begin  are  subject 
to  a  rebate  of  50  percent  of  the  cost 
involved.  All  courses  are  payable  in 
full  after  two  weeks  of  classes.  The 
student  who  withdraws  from  school  in 
the  allowed  two-week  period  is  eligible 
for  a  prorated  refund. 

3.  Tuition  and  fees  are  refunded  on  a 
pro  rata  basis  in  case  of  withdrawal 
from  the  College  or  course  during  the 
first  6  class  hours  of  the  semester, 
provided  the  student  receives 
permission  from  the  Dean  of  Students 
and  checks  out  through  the  Business 
Office  at  time  of  withdrawal.  Refunds 
after  the  first  six  class  hours  are  made 
on  a  pro  rata  basis  when  a  student 
withdraws  from  college  because  of 
illness  and  presents  a  statement  from 
the  attending  physician.  Any  part  of  a 
week  will  be  considered  as  a  full  week 
for  the  purpose  of  charging  tuition  and 
fees. 

4.  Charges  for  room  and  board  are  made 
for  the  semester  for  which  the  student 
enrolls,  and  refunds  are  made  on  a 
pro  rata  basis  for  board  only,  provided 
the  student  receives  permission  from 
the  Dean  of  Students  and  checks  out 
through  the  Business  Office  at  time  of 
withdrawal.  No  reduction  in  board 
charges  is  made  for  absences  of  less 
than  two  full  consecutive  weeks.  When 
a  student  is  permitted  to  withdraw  and 
adjustments  are  involved  for  board, 
any  part  of  a  week  will  be  considered 
as  a  full  week  for  purposes  of  board 
charges. 


5.  Refunds  for  private  lessons  in  music 
and  art  are  made  on  a  pro  rata  basis 
only  when  the  student  withdraws  from 
college  because  of  illness  and  presents 
a  statement  from  the  attending 
physician. 

6.  In  the  event  that  a  student  does  not 
fulfill  graduation  requirements,  he  is 
entitled  to  a  refund  of  $12.50  of  the 
graduation  fee.  A  student  who  does 
not  fulfill  requirements  for  a 
secretarial  certificate  is  entitled  to  a 
refund  of  $3.25  of  the  certificate  fee. 

The  College  reserves  the  right  to  change 
any  and  all  fees. 

Scholarships 

In  recognition  of  outstanding  high 
school  seniors,  Elon  provides 
opportunities  for  financial  assistance 
through  its  scholarships  and  self-help 
programs.  The  Financial  Aid  Officer 
administers  the  scholarships  and 
self-help  programs. 

Applications  (forms  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Financial  Aid  Officer)  should  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  Scholarships 
Committee  before  April  1,  and  awards 
are  made  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
academic  year.  The  awarding  of 
scholarships  and  self-help  positions  is 
based  on  academic  achievement,  need, 
and  recommendations.  The  renewal  of 
scholarships  and  self-help  positions  is 
contingent  upon  satisfactory  work  in 
college. 

In  order  that  it  may  help  as  many 
deserving  students  as  possible,  the 
College  generally  makes  only  one  award 
of  any  kind  to  an  individual. 
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Student  Employment 

College  Work-Study.  Students  from 
low-income  families  who  need  a  job  to  help 
pay  for  college  expenses  are  potentially 
eligible  for  employment  by  their  colleges 
under  federally  supported  Work-Study 
Programs.  Students  may  work  up  to  15 
hours  weekly  while  attending  classes  full 
time.  During  the  summer  or  other 
vacation  periods,  students  may  work  full 
time  under  this  program.  To  work  under 
this  program,  a  student  must  be  in  good 
standing  and  enrolled  on  a  full-time 
basis. 

Student  Self-Help  Program.  This 
program  is  maintained  by  the  College  to 
provide  students  part-time  employment 
on  campus  to  help  defray  their  college 
expenses. 

Off-Campus  Employment.  The  College 
strives  to  help  as  many  students  as 
possible  find  part-time  employment  in  the 
surrounding  community. 
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Student  Life 


Student  Personnel  Services 

Counseling  Services  The  College 
maintains  a  counseling  staff,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Dean  of  Instruction,  to 
assist  students  in  vocational  and 
educational  guidance.  Psychological 
testing  and  vocational  information  are 
available  through  this  office.  Students 
desiring  assistance  are  urged  to  consult 
members  of  the  counseling  staff. 

Advisory  Program  Members  of  the 
counseling  staff  serve  as  academic 
advisers  for  each  freshman  and  will 
continue  to  serve  as  advisers  for  these 
students  until  they  become  sophomores.  At 


that  time,  these  students  will  be  assigned 
advisers  from  their  major  department. 
Transfer  students  are  assigned  advisers 
from  their  major  department.  The 
advisers  assist  their  advisees  with 
registration  and  meet  with  them 
periodically  during  the  year  for 
counseling. 

Placement  Services  The  Placement 
Office,  which  assists  seniors  and  alumni 
in  finding  employment  after  graduation, 
is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director 
of  Financial  Aid  and  Placement.  Campus 
interviews  are  arranged  with  visiting 
representatives  of  industry,  business,  and 
educational  and  governmental  agencies. 
Credentials  of  students  registering  with 
the  office  are  made  available  to 
interested  employers  on  a  confidential 
basis.  No  charge  is  made  for  this  service, 
except  for  official  copies  of  the  student's 
college  transcript. 

Health  Services  The  medical  fee,  which 
is  included  in  the  general  fee,  covers  all 
emergency,  dispensary,  and  routine 
nursing  services,  and  treatment  by  the 
College  physician.  This  fee  does  not 
cover  cases  in  which  a  physician,  other 
than  the  College  physician,  is  called. 

For  each  school  year,  effective  two  days 
before,  and  terminating  two  days  after,  a 
plan  of  students'  accident  and  health 
insurance  is  provided.  The  cost  is 
included  in  the  regular  college  fees. 

Campus  Living  Dormitories  are 
modern  and  attractive.  Each  room 
accommodates  two  students  and  is 
furnished  with  single  beds,  bureaus, 
desks,  and  chairs.  The  student  brings 
pillow,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  blankets,  bed 
spreads,  towels  and  such  other  articles 
as  a  waste  basket,  rugs,  and  lamps. 
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Dormitories  are  opened  the  day  before 
freshman  orientation  begins  and  are 
closed  the  day  after  the  spring  semester 
ends.  They  are  closed  during  Christmas 
and  spring  vacations.  In  the  summer,  the 
dormitories  are  opened  the  day  before 
the  first  session  begins,  and  are  closed 
the  day  of  commencement.  All  students 
are  required  to  room  in  the  dormitories 
unless  they  are  living  with  their  parents 
or  relatives. 

Students  have  access  to  laundry  facilities 
in  the  dormitories.  A  commercial  laundry 
and  dry  cleaners  are  adjacent  to  the 
campus. 

Meals  are  served  in  the  College  dining 
hall,  which  is  opened  for  the  evening 
meal  before  the  first  day  of  freshman 
orientation  and  is  closed  after  the 
evening  meal  of  the  last  day  of  final 
examinations.  For  vacation  periods,  it  is 
closed  after  the  evening  meal  of  the  last 
day  of  classes  and  is  opened  with  the 
evening  meal  the  day  before  classes  are 
resumed. 


General  student  affairs  are  handled 
through  the  Student  Senate,  composed  of 
members  elected  by  the  student  body. 
The  heart  of  Student  Government  is  the 
Honor  System,  initiated  by  the  student 
body  and  approved  by  the  faculty  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College.  The 
system  is  a  code  of  student  living,  under 
which  it  is  assumed  that  each  student  is 
a  lady  or  gentleman  and  will  act  as  one. 
Its  essential  principle  is  that  the  handling 
of  offenses  is  a  matter  of  student 
direction.  Consideration  of  breaches 
against  the  Honor  Code  is  a  function  of 
the  Honor  Court,  which  may  recommend 
that  a  student  found  guilty  of  a 
dishonorable  offense,  such  as  lying, 
cheating,  or  stealing,  be  required  to 
withdraw  from  the  College  immediately. 

Each  student  who  enrolls  at  Elon  accepts 
the  obligations  of  the  Honor  System  and 
should  recognize  the  full  responsibility  of 
the  Honor  Court  for  handling  offenses 
under  the  code. 


Freshman  Orientation 

All  Freshmen  are  invited  to  the  campus 
during  July  for  a  two-day  orientation 
program.  During  this  period,  Freshmen 
are  preregistered  for  the  fall  term. 
Discussions,  lectures  and  assemblies 
are  held  to  assist  the  student  in 
preparing  for  the  beginning  of  his 
college  life. 

Student  Government 

Students  of  Elon  College  govern 
themselves  through  a  well  established 
program  which  has  the  full  support  and 
cooperation  of  the  faculty  and 
administration. 


Religious  Life 

Elon  College  is  a  church-related 
institution  and  is  concerned  with  its 
obligation  to  maintain  a  Christian 
academic  community.  Each  student  is 
required  to  take  two  courses  in  religion 
as  partial  fulfillment  of  study  for  the 
bachelor's  degree.  Majors  are  offered  in 
religion,  philosophy,  and  religious 
education. 

The  College  provides  the  services  of  a 
campus  minister  and  a  chaplain. 
Religious  chapel  is  held  four  times  each 
week,  giving  a  student  the  opportunity  to 
attend  chapel  at  any  period  convenient  to 
his  schedule. 
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A  student  is  encouraged  to  attend  the 
religious  activities  of  his  church.  The 
Elon  College  Community  Church,  just  off 
the  campus,  is  the  College  church,  which 
is  open  to  all  students  for  worship.  There 
is  a  special  Sunday  School  class  for 
students.  Many  students  and  faculty 
teach  in  the  local  church  or  sing  in  the 
choir.  Most  denominations  have  churches 
within  a  few  miles  of  the  campus. 

Denominational  groups  meet  regularly  for 
Bible  study,  group  discussions,  service 
projects,  and  social  activities.  All 
students  are  invited  to  participate  in  the 
fellowship. 

A  ministerial  association  for  all  students 
preparing  for  full-time  church  vocations 
meets  weekly.  This  group  sponsors  daily 
morning  devotions,  provides  assistance 
to  local  churches,  sends  deputation 
teams  to  local  churches,  and  gives 
direction  in  various  areas  of  church 
vocations. 

Cultural  Life 

Each  year  a  variety  of  programs  is 
offered  for  the  cultural  and  intellectual 
enrichment  of  the  campus. 

The  Lyceum  Series  brings  outstanding 
artists  and  performers  to  the  campus 
during  the  year. 

The  Liberal  Arts  Forum,  sponsored  by  the 
Student  Government  Association, 
schedules  a  number  of  lectures  and 
presents  an  annual  Spring  Symposium. 

A  number  of  distinguished  scholars 
appear  on  campus  under  the  Visiting 
Scholars  Program  of  the  Piedmont 
University  Center,  an  inter-institutional 
effort  dedicated  to  the  enrichment  of  the 
offerings  of  the  member  institutions. 


There  are  also  recitals  in  Whitley 
Memorial  Auditorium  by  members  of  the 
Music  Department  faculty  and  advanced 
students  in  music.  Each  year  before  the 
beginning  of  the  Christmas  holidays,  the 
Elon  Singers  present  Handel's  oratorio, 
Messiah. 

Social  Clubs 

There  are  four  social  clubs  for  men 
students  and  four  for  women.  Fraternities 
include  Tau  Kappa  Epsilon,  lota  Tau 
Kappa,  Kappa  Psi  Nu,  and  Sigma  Phi 
Beta;  sororities  are  Beta  Omicron  Beta, 
Delta  Upsilon  Kappa,  Tau  Zeta  Phi,  and 
Pi  Kappa  Tau. 
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Honor  Societies 

Alpha  Chi  The  objective  of  this 
national  scholastic  society  is  the 
stimulation,  development,  and 
recognition  of  scholarship  and  those 
elements  of  character  that  make 
scholarship  effective  for  good.  To  be 
eligible  for  membership,  a  student  must 
be  a  junior  or  senior,  must  be  of  good 
standing,  and  must  have  distinguished 
himself  by  academic  accomplishments  of 
a  high  order. 

Pi  Gamma  Mu  The  North  Carolina 
Alpha  chapter  of  Pi  Gamma  Mu,  National 
Social  Science  Honor  Society,  was 
chartered  in  1929  and  is  one  of  four  in 
North  Carolina.  Pi  Gamma  Mu  is  a 
member  of  the  Association  of  College 
Honor  Societies.  Students  and  faculty 
members  who  attain  distinction  in  the 
social  sciences  at  Elon  are  eligible  for 
nomination  to  membership.  Nominations 
usually  are  made  twice  a  year. 


Service  Organizations 

Alpha  Phi  Omega  This  is  a  national 
Collegiate  Service  Fraternity  which 
presents  a  program  of  leadership, 
friendship  and  service.  Its  membership  is 
composed  of  men  with  a  background  or 
relationship  to  scouting  or  exploring. 
Members  must  qualify  through  service  to 
the  campus  and  continue  this  service  as 
long  as  they  remain  in  the  chapter. 

Circle  K  This  is  a  service  organization 
for  college  students  sponsored  by 
Kiwanis  International. 


Sigma  Mu  Sigma  Men  students  who 
have  shown  evidence  of  campus 
leadership  and  are  willing  to  subscribe  to 
the  principles  of  American  democracy, 
constitutional  government,  and  the 
improvement  of  college  morale  and 
campus  activities  are  eligible  for 
membership  in  this  national  fraternity.  It 
is  governed  by  Masonic  principles. 

Who's  Who 

A  committee  composed  of  members  of 
the  faculty,  administration,  and  student 
body  each  year  elects  students  to  be 
listed  in  the  national  publication  Who's 
Who  in  American  Colleges  and 
Universities.  Selection  is  made  on  the 
basis  of  scholarship,  participation  and 
leadership  in  academic  and 
extracurricular  activities,  citizenship  and 
service  to  the  College,  and  promise  of 
future  usefulness. 

Athletics 

Intramurals  The  purpose  of  the 
intramural  program  is  to  give  all  students 
an  opportunity  for  healthful  activity  and 
recreation.  Men  play  touch  football, 
soccer,  basketball,  volleyball,  tennis, 
table  tennis,  shuffleboard,  softball, 
horseshoes,  bowling,  and  badminton,  and 
have  track  and  field  events.  Women 
participate  in  volleyball,  tennis,  table 
tennis,  basketball,  softball,  archery, 
shuffleboard,  and  badminton. 

Names  of  winning  teams  and  individuals 
are  inscribed  on  permanent  trophies; 
individual  awards  are  given  in 
shuffleboard,  tennis,  and  other  sports. 
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The  Intramural  Council,  composed  of 
representatives  of  all  social  clubs, 
dormitories,  and  the  day  student  group, 
is  an  advisory  group  for  the  Director  of 
Physical  Education  and  his  staff  and 
works  to  promote  the  program. 

The  Women's  Athletic  Association  is  the 
advisory  and  promotional  group  for 
intramural  athletics  for  women.  It  is 
supervised  by  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education  for  Women. 

Intercollegiate  As  a  member  of  the 
Carolinas  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Conference  and  the  National  Association 
of  Intercollegiate  Athletics,  Elon  has 
teams  which  compete  with  teams  from 
other  colleges  in  football,  basketball, 
baseball,  tennis,  golf,  and  track. 
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Student  Organizations 

Class  Organizations  Each  class  has  its 
own  organization  and  elects  its  officers 
and  representatives  to  the  Student 
Government  each  year. 

Alpha  Psi  Omega  Outstanding  students 
in  dramatic  productions  are  invited  to 
join  the  local  chapter  of  this  national 
society. 

Mathatians  Students  who  plan  to  enter 
the  Christian  ministry,  religious 
education,  social  service  or  medical 
missions  form  the  Mathatians,  which 
meets  each  week  for  group  discussions  to 
discuss  special  problems  in  connection 
with  church  vocations  and  to  plan  and 
take  part  in  service  and  field  projects. 


Elon  Band  The  Elon  College  Band  is 
composed  of  three  units:  the  Marching 
Band;  the  Concert  Band;  and  the  stage 
band,  the  Emanons  of  Elon.  One  credit 
hour  a  semester  is  given  for  participation 
in  the  band.  Two  of  the  credit  hours  may 
be  substituted  for  the  requirement  in 
physical  education.  Membership  in  the 
band  is  open  to  all  members  of  the 
student  body. 

"E"  Men's  Club  The  "E"  Men's  Club 
is  the  varsity  athletic  organization.  All 
students  who  have  been  awarded  an  "E" 
for  participation  in  intercollegiate 
athletics  are  members. 

Elon  Players  The  Elon  Players 
organization  is  composed  of  students 
interested  in  writing  and  producing  plays. 
This  group  is  a  member  of  the  North 
Carolina  Dramatic  Association. 

The  Elon  Singers  The  Elon  Singers,  the 
student  mixed  chorus,  present  concerts 
of  sacred  and  secular  music  at  the 
College  and  in  various  communities  in 
North  Carolina  and  other  states  and  sing 
for  College  convocations  and  vesper 
services.  Membership,  which  gives  one 
credit  hour  a  semester,  is  open  to  all 
students.

College-Community  Orchestra  is  made  up 
of  students  and  townspeople  who  enjoy 
active  participation  in  a  symphonic-type 
musical  organization.  Weekly  rehearsals 
are  held,  with  full-length  concerts  given 
in  the  fall  and  spring  and  other 
appearances  at  such  occasions  as  the 
annual  presentation  of  Handel's  Messiah. 
One  credit  hour  a  semester  is  granted 
student  participants. 
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Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Management  This  is  a  club  open  to  all 
students  in  Business  Administration  or 
related  fields.  Its  purposes  are  to  sponsor 
programs  for  the  betterment  of  all 
students  and  to  promote  the  business, 
social,  and  economic  welfare  of  the 
individual  members  of  this  organization. 

Departmental  Groups  In  addition  to 
the  above-named  organizations  there  are 
the  following  departmental  groups:  The 
Business  Education  Club,  the  French 
Club,  the  German  Club,  the  Ionian 
Society,  the  Physical  Education  Majors 
Club,  and  the  Spanish  Club.  These  clubs 
are  active  in  promoting  the  interests  of 
their  respective  departments. 


Publications 

Elon  Colonnades  This  is  the  College 
literary  magazine.  It  is  written  and 
printed  at  least  once  each  year  by 
students  interested  in  creative 
expression,  both  verse  and  prose.  The 
Colonnades  office  is  located  in  the 
William  S.  Long  Student  Center. 

Maroon  and  Gold  The  class  in 
journalism  publishes  the  College 
newspaper,  Maroon  and  Gold.  Students 
who  do  not  take  journalism  may  write  for 
the  newspaper  as  an  extracurricular 
activity.  Headquarters  for  the  Maroon 
and  Gold  are  located  in  the  William  S. 
Long  Student  Center. 

Phi  Psi  CM  The  College  Annual  is 
edited  by  members  of  the  student  body. 
Its  name  commemorates  the  three  former 
literary  societies.  The  Phi  Psi  CM  office  is 
located  in  the  William  S.  Long  Student 
Center. 


Traditional  Events 

Faculty  Reception  A  reception  for  the 
freshman  class  is  held  at  the  President's 
home  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 

Founders  Day  A  convocation  honoring 
the  founders  of  Elon  College  is  held  in 
the  spring  of  each  year. 

Homecoming  Homecoming  takes  place 
in  the  fall,  bringing  back  to  the  campus 
many  former  students.  Entertainment 
includes  a  parade,  a  football  game,  and 
the  homecoming  dance.  Students  take 
great  pride  in  decorating  the  campus  for 
the  occasion.  Awards  are  made  for  the 
best  decorations. 

Parents  Day  At  some  time  during  the 
year  parents  are  invited  to  visit  the 
campus  and  participate  in  several  events 
planned  especially  for  them. 
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General  Regulations 


Registration 

Students  must  register  on  certain 
designated  days  in  September,  January, 
and  February.  Registration  information  is 
made  available  to  all  students. 


Physical  Examination 

Every  new  student  is  required  to  have 
a  physical  examination  prior  to 
registration  and  must  show  evidence  of 
having  taken  polio  shots.  Through  the 
cooperation  of  the  Alamance  County 
Tuberculosis  Association,  every  student 
is  given  a  free  chest  X-ray. 

Classification 

Classifications  are  made  at  the 
beginning  of  the  college  year  in 
September. 

A  sophomore  must  have  removed  all 
entrance  conditions  and  completed  24 
hours  of  work  toward  a  degree. 

A  junior  must  have  completed  54 
semester  hours  and  a  senior  84  semester 
hours  of  work  toward  a  degree. 
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Schedule  of  Studies 

Twelve  hours  of  college  work  are 
considered  the  normal  student  load  for 
freshmen.  The  normal  student  load  for 
upperclassmen  is  considered  to  be  fifteen 
hours  of  college  work. 

During  the  one-month  winter  term,  three 
hours  of  college  work  are  the  normal  load 
for  all  students. 


Auditing  Courses 

Those  who  wish  to  attend  certain 
courses  regularly  without  doing  the 
assigned  preparation  or  receiving  credit 
may  do  so  with  the  approval  of  the 
Registrar.  The  cost  is  $25.00  for  each 
course. 


Change  of  Course 

Registration  is  for  an  entire  course, 
and  a  student  who  begins  a  course  must 
continue  it  except  in  unusual 
circumstances.  Continuous  subjects  must 
be  pursued  to  completion  to  earn  credit 
toward  a  degree.  Unless  the  student  and 
his  adviser  consider  it  essential,  a 
student  should  not  change  his  schedule 
after  registration.  No  course  may  be 
entered  after  10  percent  of  its  scheduled 
class  meetings  have  been  held. 


Dropping  Courses 

There  is  no  cut-off  date  for  official 
withdrawal  from  classes  up  to  the 
beginning  of  examination  period  at  the 
end  of  the  semester.  However,  a  course 
dropped  with  official  permission  of  the 
Registrar  will  be  graded  WP  (passing  at 
time  of  withdrawal)  or  WF  (failing  at  time 


of  withdrawal).  A  course  dropped  without 
official  permission  of  the  Registrar  is 
automatically  graded  WF. 


Probation 

At  least  "C"  average  (grade  point 
average  of  2.00)  is  necessary  to  satisfy 
the  College's  academic  requirements. 
Records  of  students  whose  grades  fall 
below  this  average  in  any  term  are 
reviewed  by  the  Committee  on  Academic 
Standing,  which  may  suspend,  warn,  or 
place  these  students  on  probation. 

Those  on  academic  probation  are 
expected  to  make  a  term  average  of  "C" 
in  their  first  probationary  semester  and  a 
cumulative  average  of  "C"  in  two 
probationary  semesters,  except  that 
beginning  students  who,  despite 
academic  difficulties,  prove  themselves 
capable  of  doing  college  work  are  not 
required  to  achieve  the  cumulative  "C" 
average. 

The  committee  removes  from  probation 
those  who  make  satisfactory  progress 
and  asks  those  who  do  not  show 
adequate  improvement  to  discontinue 
their  studies.  One  academic  term  must 
elapse  before  students  dropped  for 
failure  to  maintain  normal  academic 
progress  are  eligible  for  reinstatement. 
Requests  for  reinstatement  are  sent  to 
the  Director  of  Admissions.  A  student 
who  is  suspended  a  second  time  for 
academic  reasons  is  normally  not 
readmitted  to  the  college  for  further 
study. 

When  a  student  is  suspended,  placed  or 
continued  on  probation,  removed  from 
probation,  or  warned,  he  and  his  parents 
receive  official  notification. 
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Continuance  in  College 

Maintenance  of  a  satisfactory  grade  of 
scholarship  and  evidence  of  the  ability  to 
appreciate  and  to  cooperate  with  the 
ideals  and  standards  of  the  College  are 
necessary  for  continuance  at  Elon. 


Dismissal 

The  College  reserves  the  right  to 
suspend  or  dismiss  any  student  when  it 
believes  such  action  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  College  and/or  the 
student.  This  may  be  done  by  the 


Administrative  Cabinet  of  the  College  in 
executive  session  without  the  necessity  of 
stating  specific  charges  or  reasons. 

Withdrawal 

A  student  who  withdraws  is  expected 
to  confer  with  his  adviser  and  clear 
through  the  offices  of  the  Dean  of 
Students,  the  Dean  of  the  College,  and 
the  Business  Manager. 
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Absences  From  Class 

Since  students  must  attend  classes 
regularly  in  order  to  derive  maximum 
benefit  from  their  courses,  the  College 
strictly  and  fairly  enforces  rules 
governing  class  absences.  Students  are 
responsible  for  knowing  the  attendance 
regulations.  The  following  is  the  general 
plan  of  the  attendance  regulations: 

Any  student  who  has  excessive  absences 
in  any  class  is  reported  by  the  faculty 
member  to  the  Dean  of  Instruction. 
Members  of  the  counseling  staff  will 
confer  with  the  student.  If  the  absences 
are  not  excusable,  the  student  will  be 
warned,  and  his  parents  and  his  faculty 
adviser  will  be  apprised  of  the  situation. 
If  unwarranted  absences  continue,  the 
Dean  of  Instruction  may  recommend  to 
the  Absence  Committee  that  the  student 
be  suspended  from  the  class  or  from 
the  College. 

Further  details  of  the  attendance 
regulations  are  available  in 
mimeographed  form  and  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Students 
or  the  Office  of  the  Registrar. 


Attendance  at  Religious  and 
Cultural  Events 

All  students  are  encouraged  to  attend 
religious  activities  of  the  College  and 
programs  for  cultural  and  intellectual 
enrichment  offered  on  the  campus. 
Students  who  attend  these  events  may 
receive  academic  credit.  Attendance  at  a 
minimum  of  30  such  events  per  year  will 
earn  one  semester  hour's  credit. 


The  third  and  fourth  hours  earned  will 
count  as  junior-senior  credit  hours. 

Students  attending  these  programs  are 
expected  to  dress  appropriately  and  to 
conduct  themselves  as  ladies  and 
gentlemen. 

A  schedule  of  religious  and  cultural 
events  is  published  weekly. 

Academic  Reports 

Students  are  graded  at  mid-semester 
as  well  as  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 
Mid-semester  grades  serve  as  progress 
reports  and  are  not  entered  on  students' 
permanent  records. 

Dean's  List 

The  purpose  of  the  Dean's  List  is  to 
recognize  and  encourage  excellence  in 
academic  work.  A  student  who  has  an 
average  of  "B"  or  above  in  a  minimum  of 
12  semester  hours  in  any  semester  is 
placed  on  the  Dean's  List  for  the 
following  semester. 

Absence  From  Tests  and 
Examinations 

Students  who  miss  scheduled  tests 
and  examinations  without  excusable 
reasons  may  not  make  up  such 
assignments.  Authorization  to  make  up 
tests  missed  for  excusable  reasons  is 
obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Registrar. 
Authorization  to  make  up  final 
examinations  missed  for  excusable 
reasons  is  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the 
Dean  of  Instruction. 
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Grading  System  and  Quality  Points 

Graduation  is  dependent  upon  quality 
as  well  as  upon  quantity  of  work  done.  A 
student  earns  quality  points  as  well  as 
semester  hours  if  his  level  of 
performance  does  not  fall  below  that  of 
"D." 

Letter  grades  are  used.  They  are 
interpreted  in  the  table  below,  with  the 
quality  points  for  each  hour  of  credit 
shown  at  right.

The  minimum  passing  grade  is  "D." 
Grades  "E"  and  "F"  indicate  failure,  the 
former  conditioned  and  the  latter 
absolute.  The  grade  "E"  carries  with  it 
the  privilege  of  one  re-examination  at  the 
time  appointed  by  the  College.  If  the 
student  removes  the  condition,  the  grade 
is  "D."  The  grades  of  "E"  and  "I"  are 
changed  to  "F"  if  work  is  not  completed 
satisfactorily  within  one  calendar  year  of 
the  time  the  grades  are  given. 

Grades  of  "S"  and  "U"  are  used  only  in 
band,  choir,  orchestra,  and  service 
courses  in  physical  education. 
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Grades  of  "A,"  "B,"  "C,"  "D,"  and  "F" 
are  permanent  grades  and  may  not  be 
changed  except  in  case  of  error.  After  an 
instructor  has  certified  a  grade  to  the 
Registrar,  he  may  change  it  before  the 
end  of  the  next  regular  grading  period. 
The  change  must  be  made  in  writing  and 
have  the  written  approval  of  the 
department  chairman. 


Work  at  Other  Institutions 

Students  who  plan  to  take  courses  at 
other  institutions  during  summer 
sessions  or  by  correspondence  must  have 


the  prior  written  permission  of  the 
Registrar.  He  will  give  such  permission 
for  work  only  in  fully  accredited 
institutions  after  receiving  a  written 
statement  from  the  chairman  of  the 
department  in  which  the  student  is 
majoring.  Credit  is  allowed  only  for 
courses  of  college  level  which  also  are 
allowed  toward  graduation  by  the 
institution  conducting  the  summer 
school.  After  completion  of  such  courses, 
the  student  presents  an  official  transcript 
of  his  record  to  the  Registrar.  The 
maximum  credit  permitted  for 
correspondence  instruction  is  twelve 
semester  hours.

Requirements

Degree  Requirements 

Elon  College  offers  two  degrees, 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science 
in  Chemistry. 

Basic  requirements  for  these  degrees  are 
a  minimum  of  126  semester  hours  of 
credit,  48  of  which  must  be  taken  in  the 
junior  and  senior  years  and  on  the 
junior-senior  level.  Each  student  must 
have  twice  as  many  quality  points  as 
credit  hours  attempted. 

There  are  a  number  of  specific 
requirements.  These  are: 

1.  Satisfactory  work  in  one  major  subject. 

2.  Completion  of  a  comprehensive 
examination  in  the  major  field  in  the 
senior  year. 

3.  Completion  of: 

a.  English  111,  113,  211,  213 

b.  History,  6  semester  hours 

c.  Religion,  6  semester  hours 

d.  Economics,  Geography,  Political 
Science,  Sociology,  6  semester 
hours 

e.  Fine  Arts  211 

f.  Physical  Education  111,  112,  121 

g.  Electives  recommended  by  the 
major  department.

6.  One  full  academic  year  of  study  at 
Elon,  including  the  last  term  before 
graduation.

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Students  who  have  not  had  two  years  of 
foreign  language  in  high  school  must 
make  up  this  deficiency  by  taking  the 
first  year  of  a  language  without  credit. 
Those  who  have  had  two  years  of  one 
foreign  language  in  high  school  may  not 
take  an  elementary  course  in  the  same 
language  for  credit.  Those  who  have  had 
two  high  school  units  in  one  foreign 
language  may  undertake  a  second 
language  with  credit.  All  degree 
candidates  must  begin  their  foreign 
language  study  not  later  than  the  first 
semester  of  the  sophomore  year. 

In  the  case  of  students  coming  from 
lands  where  English  is  not  the  native 
tongue,  the  requirements  in  foreign 
language  shall  be  deemed  fulfilled  by 
completion  of  the  general  education 
requirement  in  English. 

Requirements  in  Economics,  Geography, 
Political  Science,  and  Sociology  may  be 
satisfied  by  taking  6  semester  hours  of 
work  in  one  or  two  of  these  fields. 

Physical  Education  111,  112  must  be 
taken  during  the  first  year.  Students  who 
have  had  one  year  of  active  duty  in 
military  service  will  receive  credit  for  P.E. 
Ill,  112,  and  121  (or  the  outstanding 
balance  of  this  requirement)  by  bringing 
copy  of  their  DD-214  Form  to  the 
Registrar's  Office  for  verification.  One  or 
two  semesters  of  band  may  be 
substituted  for  one  or  two  semesters  of 
P.E.  Ill  or  112. 

A  student  has  the  privilege  of  graduating 
under  the  provisions  of  the  catalog  under 
which  he  enters  provided  that  he 
completes  his  course  Of  study  within  5 
years.  After  the  interval  of  5  years  his 
credits  will  be  subject  to  review  by  a 
faculty  committee. 


It  is  the  student's  responsibility  to  be 
familiar  with  the  above  requirements  for 
graduation. 

The  Major 

No  later  than  the  beginning  of  the 
junior  year,  each  candidate  for  a 
Bachelor's  degree  must  select  a  major 
from  one  of  the  following  areas: 
Accounting,  Biology,  Business 
Administration,  Business  Education, 
Chemistry,  Economics,  Elementary 
Education,  English,  French,  History, 
Mathematics,  Music,  Philosophy,  Physical 
Education,  Physics,  Political  Science, 
Religion,  Religious  Education,  Social 
Science,  and  Spanish. 

Before  the  beginning  of  the  junior  year, 
the  student  must  complete  at  least  6 
semester  hours  of  "B"  quality  work  in 
the  field  he  chooses  for  his  major; 
otherwise  he  must  have  special 
permission  from  the  head  of  the 
department  before  he  is  accepted  as  a 
major.  More  than  one  major  may  be 
elected.  An  average  grade  of  "C"  in  the 
major  field  is  required  for  graduation. 

All  students  are  encouraged  to  take  6 
semester  hours  in  American  history,  6  in 
European  history,  and  3  in  public 
speaking.  Those  who  plan  graduate  work 
leading  to  the  Ph.D.  degree  should  take 
both  French  and  German. 

No  more  than  12  semester  hours  in  art 
and  applied  music  may  be  credited 
toward  the  Bachelor's  degree.

Graduation  With  Honors 

Candidates  for  graduation  with  an 
average  of  3.87  or  more  quality  points 
for  each  credit  hour  are  graduated 
summa  cum  laude;  those  with  3.67  or 
above,  magna  cum  laude;  and  those  with 
3.33  or  above,  cum  laude. 


Comprehensive  Examination  and 
Senior  Essay 

Each  senior  is  required  to  take  a 
comprehensive  examination  in  his  major 
field  or,  at  the  discretion  of  his  major 
department,  to  write  an  essay. 

The  comprehensive  examination, 
according  to  the  judgment  of  the 
department,  may  be  written,  oral,  or  a 
combination  of  the  two.  It  does  not 
exceed  two  hours,  if  oral,  or  three  hours, 
if  written,  and  is  prepared  and 
administered  by  the  membership  of  the 
department.  The  chairman  of  the  major 
department  acts  as  chairman  for  the 
examination. 

If  a  student  twice  fails  the  comprehensive 
examination,  he  must  complete  nine 
semester  hours  of  additional  work  in  his 
major  field  or  related  fields,  at  the 
discretion  of  his  major  department, 
before  he  is  allowed  to  take  it  again.  The 
work  may  include  courses  previously 
taken. 

A  major  department  may  require  an 
essay  in  lieu  of  the  comprehensive 
examination.  In  this  case,  the  subject  is 
submitted  to  the  department  no  later 
than  October  14  of  the  senior  year,  and 
the  first  draft  is  due  no  later  than 
December  1.  Three  typewritten  copies  of 
this  paper  must  be  submitted  to  the 
reading  committee  on  or  before  February 


24,  and  the  committee  must  conduct  an 
oral  examination  on  the  paper  no  later 
than  March  1.  The  examination  does  not 
exceed  one  hour. 


Graduate  Record  Examination 

All  students  must  take  the  Area  and 
Advanced  tests  of  the  Graduate  Record 
Examination  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
in  which  they  expect  to  be  graduated. 
Departments  of  instruction  are  permitted 
to  substitute  the  appropriate  advanced 
tests  of  this  examination  in  fulfillment  of 
the  requirements  of  the  comprehensive 
examination.  Results  of  the  Graduate 
Record  Examination  are  used  in  the 
counseling  program  of  the  major 
department,  the  Office  of  the  Dean,  and 
the  Placement  Office.  A  student  who 
takes  the  Graduate  Record  Examination  a 
second  time  must  pay  the  cost  of  such 
examination.

The  curriculums  of  the  Department  of 
Business  include  the  following  areas  of 
study:  Accounting,  Business 
Administration,  and  Business  Education. 
Each  of  these  areas  of  study  allows  the 
student  to  develop  a  competency  in  a 
special  field  of  interest  within  a  liberal 
arts  framework  and  prepares  him  to  meet 
the  changing  complexities  of  life  and 
leadership  in  the  business  community. 
The  basic  curriculum  required  of  all 
undergraduates  of  the  College  introduces 
the  student  to  the  humanities,  social 
sciences,  physical  and  biological 
sciences,  and  the  fine  arts. 

The  increased  scope  of  government  and 
business  activities  has  greatly  extended 
the  field  of  accounting  and  has  created 
an  unprecedented  demand  for 
accountants  both  in  government  and  in 
industry.  This  curriculum  has  been 
designed  to  meet  that  demand. 

The  business  administration  curriculum 
offers  the  student  an  opportunity  to  study 
all  phases  of  business  operation.  It  is 
particularly  suited  for  (1)  those  students 
who  are  planning  to  operate  their  own 
businesses  and  are  seeking  a  broad 
business  background,  (2)  those  who  are 
preparing  for  positions  in  large 
organizations  with  training  programs  in 
which  specialization  is  taught  after 
employment,  and  (3)  those  who  desire  a 
general  business  background  at  the 
undergraduate  level  prior  to  taking  more 
specialized  graduate  work.  It  meets  the 
requirements  for  advanced  study  in 
professional  schools  of  law, 
merchandising,  economics,  or  public 
administration. 


Teachers  of  business  subjects  at  the 
secondary  level  are  prepared  in  teacher 
training,  which  meets  the  requirements 
of  the  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  for  teaching 
certification.  A  semester  of  practice 
teaching  is  part  of  the  program. 

A  great  deal  of  day-to-day  responsibility 
in  large  offices  is  in  the  hands  of 
secretarial  assistants  and  private 
secretaries  to  top  executives.  Those 
students  in  the  business  education 
curriculum  who  do  not  choose  to  become 
certified  for  teaching  may  take  an 
alternate  set  of  courses  qualifying  them 
to  become  office  administrators. 

Programs  offering  certification  in  the 
business  skill  subjects  are  available  in  a 
one-year  or  two-year  course  of  study. 
These  prepare  students  to  become 
qualified  as  general  office  secretaries.  If 
students  who  complete  these  programs 
elect  to  re-apply  and  continue  in  one  of 
the  four-year  programs,  the  majority  of 
the  previous  coursework  is  credited 
toward  the  degree  in  Business  Education. 

The  Department  of  Business 
Administration  is  located  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  Alamance  Building.  Modern 
calculating  machines  including  an 
electronic  desk  computer,  electric 
typewriters,  dictating  equipment,  and 
copying  machines  are  available  in  the 
laboratories.  Data  processing  equipment 
is  available  on  a  limited  basis  in 
cooperation  with  the  College's  data 
processing  department.  The  laboratories 
are  open  extra  hours  on  certain  evenings 
with  senior  student  assistants  on  duty. 
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Department  of  Economics 

The  economics  major  is  designed  to 
provide  training  for  careers  in  three 
professional  areas:  government, 
education,  and  business.  It  also 
accommodates  the  student  who,  though 
not  particularly  interested  in  strictly 
professional  training,  desires  a  general 
acquaintance  with  social  and  economic 
organization. 

The  quantitative  training  available  for  the 
economics  major,  especially  in  statistics 
courses  and  economics  seminars,  will 
generally  equip  the  student  to  cope  with 
modern  business  managerial  problems. 
For  those  economics  majors  interested  in 
employment  in  government  and 
education,  it  is  desirable  to  contemplate 
at  least  one  year  of  graduate  work. 

Equipment,  such  as  office  machines  and 
calculators,  is  available.  This  enables  the 
economics  major  to  work  with  and  to 
solve  practical  statistical  and  economic 
problems. 


Department  of  Education  and 
Psychology 

The  primary  purposes  of  the 
Department  of  Education  and  Psychology 
are  to  provide  preparation  in  educational 
and  psychological  foundations  and  to 
supervise  student  teaching  experiences 
for  those  students  desiring  to  become 
elementary  or  secondary  public  school 
teachers.  The  Department  directs  these 
students  through  a  Teacher  Education 
Program  approved  by  the  North  Carolina 
State  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
Students  seeking  certification  for 
elementary  teaching  major  in  Elementary 
Education,  while  those  seeking  secondary 


school  certification  major  in  a  subject 
area.  In  addition,  the  Department  offers 
courses  in  Education  and  Psychology 
which  are  available  to  all  students. 

The  Department  has  a  well  equipped 
curriculum  laboratory  which  contains  a 
wide  selection  of  professional  books, 
public  school  textbooks,  workbooks, 
standardized  tests,  audio-visual 
equipment  and  materials,  and  other 
materials  used  in  public  schools. 

Faculty  members  in  the  Department  who 
teach  methods  courses  and  who 
supervise  student  teachers  have  had 
experience  in  teaching  and  in 
administration  in  the  public  schools. 
Members  of  the  Department  serve  on  a 
Teacher  Education  Committee  which 
functions  as  a  study  group  for  the 
Teacher  Education  curriculum  and  as  a 
screening  committee  for  candidates  for  a 
Teacher  Education  Program. 

Department  of  English 

The  purposes  of  the  Department  of 
English  are  to  help  the  student  develop  a 
clear,  forceful,  and  natural  style  of 
writing;  to  introduce  the  student  to  the 
major  literary  types;  to  help  him  relate 
literature  and  the  arts  in  general  to  life 
as  he  knows  it;  and,  finally,  to  lead  him 
to  a  love  of  literature  and  the  arts  by 
increasing  his  capacities  for  critical 
evaluation. 

The  Department  includes  two  programs 
of  study:  one  program  leads  to  the  A.B. 
degree  with  certification  for  teaching  in 
the  secondary  schools;  the  other  program 
emphasizes  the  liberal  arts  and 
culminates  in  the  A.B.  degree.  Related 
areas  of  study  within  the  Department  are 
drama  and  speech. 
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The  Department  is  constantly  expanding 
its  library  holdings  and  is  developing  a 
useful  collection  of  recordings  of  literary 
works.  It  also  makes  use  of  microfilm 
equipment  housed  in  the  new  library  and 
audio-visual  aids  of  various  kinds. 

Mindful  of  the  need  to  keep  abreast  of 
positive  developments  in  the  art  of 
teaching,  the  Department  of  English  has 
instituted  courses  taught  by  team 
teachers  and  in  some  courses  has  begun 
to  adopt  an  inter-disciplinary  approach  to 
literature.  New  courses  in  literature  have 
been  developed  for  the  winter  term  which 
will  be  of  particular  interest  to  the 
advanced  student. 

The  Department  of  English  is  the  largest 
department  at  Elon  College,  and  it 
reaches  all  students  through  its  freshmen 
and  sophomore  courses.  Extensive  study 
in  language  and  literature  prepares  the 
English  major  for  teaching  or  graduate 
work. 


Department  of  Fine  Arts 

The  Department  of  Fine  Arts,  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  College,  exists  within 
the  framework  of  the  liberal  arts  program 
of  the  College.  All  students  in  the  College 
are  offered  the  opportunity  to  develop 
appreciation,  knowledge,  and  skills  in  the 
visual  arts  and  music.  All  courses  and 
activities  in  these  areas  are  open  to  any 
full-time  student  without  payment  of 
special  fees. 

Elon  does  not  offer  a  major  in  art. 
However,  course  offerings  meet  the 
needs  of  students  who  wish  to  study  art 
as  a  means  of  enhancing  the  appreciation 
and  enjoyment  of  art  as  a  part  of  their 
general  cultural  development,  as  a 
foundation  which  could  serve  as  the 
basis  for  later  specialization,  or  as  an 
avenue  for  personal  self-expression. 
Classroom  and  studio  areas  for  art  study 
are  located  on  the  first  floor  of  Carlton 
Building. 

The  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  with  a  major 
in  music  is  available  to  students  who 
wish  to  make  music  their  profession.  The 
sequence  of  courses  and  activities 
leading  to  the  degree  may  be  chosen  so 
as  to  provide  specialized  training  for 
those  planning  careers  as  performers, 
teachers,  or  directors  of  music  at  all 
levels  in  the  public  schools,  private 
studio  teachers,  or  church  organists  or 
choirmasters,  or  those  wishing  to 
continue  their  professional  education  in 
graduate  school.  Instruction  is  given  in 
all  keyboard,  band,  and  orchestral 
instruments  and  voice,  with  ensemble 
experience  available  in  choir,  band, 
orchestra,  opera,  and  chamber  groups. 

Equipment  for  the  study  and  practice  of 
music  is  excellent.  There  are  three 
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concert  grand  pianos  in  addition  to 
studio  and  practice  instruments;  a 
45-rank  pipe  organ,  with  two  smaller 
organs  soon  to  be  installed;  stereophonic 
recording  and  sound-reproducing 
equipment;  and  an  excellent  collection  of 
books,  records,  and  scores.  Included 
among  the  latter  are  the  complete  works 
of  such  composers  as  Bach,  Mozart, 
Beethoven,  and  Schubert.  Facilities  for 
music  study  are  in  the  Carlton  Building 
and  in  Whitley  Building,  where  the 
College  auditorium  also  is  located. 


Department  of  Foreign  Languages 

The  purposes  of  the  Department  of 
Foreign  Languages  are  to  develop  an 
improved  understanding  of  the  nature 
and  function  of  language;  ability  to 
understand  and  communicate  with  those 
of  other  tongues;  understanding  and 
command  of  one's  native  tongue;  the 
broadening  of  one's  intellectual  horizons 
together  with  a  deepening  appreciation  of 
one's  own  heritage  through  the  study  of 
another's;  and  sharpened  perception  of, 
and  increased  insight  into,  the  ideological 
differences  between  peoples  and  their 
causes. 

The  Department  offers  courses  leading  to 
majors  in  French  and  Spanish,  with 
additional  study  available  in  German, 
Latin,  and  Greek. 

The  Department  of  Foreign  Languages  is 
housed  on  the  top  floor  of  the  Mooney 
Building.  There  is  a  28-place 
listen-and-respond  laboratory  with  tape 
library  for  aural-oral  work.  Four  classrooms 
are  supplemented  by  a  seminar  room 
housing  a  small  departmental  library  for 
the  convenience  of  staff  and  students. 


The  curriculum  of  the  Department  is 
designed  to  meet  several  needs, 
including  the  training  of  teachers  of 
Romance  languages  and  the  preparation 
of  those  specializing  in  other  fields  for 
graduate  research  or  other  professional 
use  or  for  travel. 


Department  of  Mathematics 

The  Department  of  Mathematics, 
housed  in  the  Duke  Science  Building, 
offers  a  sound  and  contemporary 
curriculum  in  mathematics.  Emphasis  is 
placed  upon  the  areas  of  algebra  and 
analysis,  with  attention  also  given  to 
geometry  and  number  theory.  While  due 
consideration  is  given  to  applications  of 
mathematics,  a  special  effort  is  made  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  theoretical 
aspects  of  mathematics  through  a 
reasonable  amount  of  rigor  and 
abstraction. 

In  addition  to  the  required  courses  in 
mathematics  and  the  general  College 
requirements  for  graduation,  a  student 
majoring  in  mathematics  is  required  to 
take  courses  in  physics  and  is 
encouraged  to  elect  courses  in  other 
natural  sciences,  logic,  statistics, 
economics,  and  further  courses  in 
mathematics.  Upon  completion  of  his 
major  the  student  is  prepared  to  pursue 
graduate  work  in  mathematics  or  to 
assume  one  of  the  many  job 
opportunities  available  in  industry  for 
persons  with  a  knowledge  of  this  subject. 

Through  a  dedicated  staff  the  department 
meets  the  needs  of  a  variety  of  students. 
Special  interests  of  these  staff  members 
include  algebra,  number  theory,  and 
combinatorial  analysis. 
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The  curriculum  is  designed  to 
complement  other  departments  requiring 
particular  courses  in  mathematics. 
Working  in  conjunction  with  the 
Department  of  Education,  the 
Department  of  Mathematics  offers 
courses  required  of  those  students  who 
seek  teaching  certification  at  either  the 
elementary  or  secondary  school  level. 

A  special  topics  course  offered  during  the 
winter  term  affords  the  senior 
mathematics  major  an  opportunity  to 
explore  new  areas  of  mathematics  or  to 
study  in  depth  some  of  the  topics  which 
are  lightly  touched  upon  in  the  regular 
courses. 

Department  of  Natural  Sciences 

The  Department  of  Natural  Sciences 
aims  to  serve  the  entire  student  body. 
The  Department  offers  programs  for 
majors  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
Degree  in  biology,  chemistry,  and 
physics,  and  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
Degree  in  chemistry.  For  persons  not 
majoring  in  the  natural  sciences, 
specially  designed  courses  are  offered  in 
which  a  study  of  fundamental  principles 
is  combined  with  considerations  of  the 
effects  of  science  upon  society.  These 
special  courses,  as  well  as  other  course 
offerings  in  the  natural  sciences,  may  be 
taken  to  satisfy  general  education 
requirements  for  graduation. 

The  Department  is  housed  in  the  Duke 
Science  Building,  with  facilities  for 
physics  being  located  on  the  first  floor, 
those  for  biology  on  the  second  floor,  and 
those  for  chemistry  and  geology  on  the 
third  floor.  Duke  Science  Building  was 


renovated  in  1966;  at  that  time  the  entire 
Department  was  almost  completely 
supplied  with  new  equipment  and 
instrumentation. 

Graduates  in  biology,  chemistry,  and 
physics  are  prepared  to  pursue  graduate 
study,  to  enter  related  industrial  and 
medical  fields,  or,  when  appropriate 
professional  education  courses  are  taken, 
to  teach  in  secondary  school. 

Department  of  Philosophy  and 
Religion 

The  Department  of  Philosophy  and 
Religion  combines  the  concerns  of  the 
humanities  as  a  broad  educational 
discipline  with  the  more  practical  need 
for  trained  and  effective  leaders  in  the 
Christian  Church  and  the  world 
community.  Development  of  critical 
thinking  and  objective  evaluation  is 
stressed  in  presenting  the  content  of 
Western  Christian  and  philosophical 
traditions  and  world  religions.  Questions 
involving  relationships  among  various 
fields  of  knowledge  are  explored  with  a 
view  to  making  educational  experiences 
meaningful  and  relevant.  Special  effort  is 
made  to  help  the  individual  student  to 
develop  a  well  examined  philosophy  of 
life. 

The  Department  offers  the  following 
majors:  philosophy,  religion,  and 
religious  education.  Each  of  these  is 
designed  to  prepare  the  student  for 
graduate  studies  in  the  special  area  of 
his  choice.  Graduating  majors  pursue 
such  varied  careers  as  law,  medicine, 
counseling,  personnel  and  social  work, 
teaching,  and  church-related  vocations. 
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In  addition  to  his  special  academic 
training,  each  member  of  the  teaching 
staff  has  had  practical  experience  serving 
in  religious  and  social  institutions.  This 
experience  enables  him  to  promote  the 
combined  objectives  of  the  department 
and  to  assist  students  in  making  their 
vocational  choices. 

By  means  of  seminars  and  supervised 
field  work,  students  are  introduced  to 
some  of  the  activities,  situations,  and 
problems  with  which  they  will  be  dealing 
in  pursuing  their  chosen  vocations. 

Department  of  Physical  Education 

A  major  purpose  of  the  Department  of 
Physical  Education  is  to  organize  and 
administer  the  programs  of  physical 
education  and  intramural  sports  open  to 
all  students.  In  addition,  it  administers 
those  curricula  designed  for  students 
who  wish  to  become  teachers  of  health 
and  physical  education,  to  coach  athletic 
teams,  and  to  become  directors  of 
intramural  and  interscholastic  athletic 
programs. 

Physical  education  courses  are  required 
of  all  students  as  a  part  of  the  general 
education  requirements  of  the  College. 
These  courses  provide  the  student  with 
basic  rules  and  skills  of  a  number  of 
games  and  activities,  and  emphasize 
proper  health  habits  and  attitudes. 


The  major  in  physical  education  receives 
training  and  instruction  in  theory, 
methods,  organization,  and 
administration  of  games,  recreational 
activities,  and  athletic  programs. 
Emphasis  is  also  placed  upon  the 
principles  of  hygiene,  the  study  of  human 
anatomy  and  physiology  as  related  to 
exercise  and  personal  health  problems, 
and  the  physical  growth  and  development 
of  the  human  organism. 

The  Alumni  Memorial  Gymnasium  seats 
4250  for  basketball  games,  and  it  has 
25,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  for 
offices,  classrooms,  dressing  and  shower 
rooms  for  both  men  and  women,  laundry 
room,  storage  room,  and  a  playing  area 
large  enough  for  three  intramural 
basketball  games  to  be  played  at  the 
same  time. 

Under  construction  is  an  annex  to  the 
gymnasium  which  will  provide  additional 
facilities  for  physical  education.  Included 
in  the  annex  are  an  olympic-size  indoor 
swimming  pool,  additional  classrooms, 
and  offices. 

Outdoor  athletic  fields  have  adequate 
space  for  football,  baseball,  soccer,  and 
track. 
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Department  of  Social  Sciences 

The  Department  of  Social  Sciences 
offers  a  variety  of  liberal  arts  studies 
designed  to  provide  a  broader  intellectual 
and  cultural  background  for  all  students. 
For  interested  students,  majors  in  history 
and  political  science,  and  courses  leading 
to  secondary  school  certification  in 
history  and  the  social  sciences  are 
available.  Geography  and  sociology  are 
related  subject  areas.  Classroom 
lectures,  field  trips,  visiting  scholars, 
visual  aids,  symposia,  and  small 
discussion  groups  are  utilized  in  the 
instructional  program.  Classes  are 
conducted  in  well  equipped  classrooms 
and  in  a  seminar  room  especially 
designed  and  furnished  for  the 
Department. 

As  an  innovation  in  teaching  procedure 
whereby  the  students  receive  individual 
attention  and  assistance,  the  Department 
has  instituted  a  lecture-seminar  approach 
in  some  classes.  In  these  classes,  two 


hours  each  week  are  given  over  to 
lectures.  For  the  third  hour  the  large 
group  is  divided  into  small  discussion 
seminars  led  by  an  assistant  under  the 
supervision  of  the  instructor. 

Advanced  students  are  encouraged  to  do 
independent  study  and  research  in 
special  courses  planned  for  the  intensive 
study  of  selected  topics  and  historical 
periods.  During  the  winter  term,  qualified 
students  are  given  the  opportunity  for 
study  in  England.  Courses  offered  abroad 
permit  the  student  to  visit,  examine,  and 
assess  the  political,  economic,  and  social 
processes  of  modern  Britain  and  how 
they  came  to  be. 

Graduate  majors  from  this  department 
are  prepared  for  a  variety  of  fields  of 
employment  as  well  as  for  further  studies 
in  graduate  schools. 

Department  of  Home  Economics 

Home  Economics  courses  are  planned 
toward  meeting  the  needs  of  any  student 
who  is  concerned  with  the  improvement 
of  contemporary  family  living. 

Clothing  selection  and  construction, 
housing  and  home  furnishings,  food 
preparation  and  service,  family  relations, 
and  child  development  are  areas  in  which 
the  student  may  focus  his  study. 

This  non-major  department  offers 
electives  to  all  students  interested  in  an 
opportunity  to  survey  the  cultural  and 
practical  values  which  can  be  derived 
from  homemaking-education  courses. 

The  Home  Economics  Department, 
housed  on  the  third  floor  of  Alamance 
Building,  consists  of  a  lecture  room,  a 
foods  laboratory,  a  clothing  laboratory, 
and  a  living-dining  room. 
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Profile  of  Elon 

To  make  possible  ever-widening  and 
enriching  opportunities  in  higher 
education,  Elon  College  has  created 
effective  academic  programs,  attracted  a 
good  faculty,  and  established  a  sound 
basis  for  financial  operations. 

The  College  operates  on  the  4-1-4 
calendar,  which  provides  a  four-month 
fall  semester  ending  prior  to  Christmas 
holidays,  a  one-month  winter  term,  and  a 
four-month  spring  semester.  During  the 
one-month  term,  the  student  takes  only 
one  course,  and  the  professor  teaches 
one  course.  Thus,  there  is  opportunity  for 
concentrated  work,  innovative  teaching, 
and  intensive  study. 

The  impact  of  the  institution  is  apparent. 
Each  year  students  from  more  than 
twenty-five  states  and  several  foreign 
countries  study  at  Elon.  Teachers, 
doctors,  ministers,  lawyers,  and  people  in 
other  professions  who  are  Elon  alumni 
serve  in  almost  every  part  of  the  country. 
Their  contributions  as  responsible, 
productive  citizens  are  especially 
noteworthy. 

Although  Elon  takes  justifiable  pride  in 
its  many  significant  accomplishments,  it 
recognizes  a  pressing  need  for  continuing 
study  and  re-evaluation  of  its  objectives 
and  requirements. 

Having  experienced  a  decade  of 
remarkable  accomplishment,  the  College 
is  continuing  its  development  to  help 
meet  its  stated  objectives.  The  future  of 
industry,  government,  education,  and 
religion  depends  on  highly  educated 
leadership,  and  Elon  College  will  continue 
to  strive  to  provide  this  type  of 
education. 
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current  issues  and  problems 


In  order  to  provide  students  with  the  opportunity 
for  discussion  and  systematic  study  of  current  issues 
and  problems,  the  faculty  at  Elon  College  has  ap- 
proved for  next  year  the  offering  of  a  program  of 
Current  Issues  and  Problems  on  a  seminar-study 
group  format.  A  number  of  topics  of  concern  in  con- 
temporary society  will  be  selected  by  a  faculty- 
student  committee  and  discussion  groups  will  be 
formed  on  each  of  the  topics.  At  least  two  faculty 
members  from  different  academic  disciplines  will 
serve  as  resource  persons  and  generally  coordinate  the 
work  in  each  of  the  groups.  Faculty  and  students  will 
study  and  work  together  on  issues  of  interest  and 
concern  to  them — both  with  the  aims  of  gathering 
data,  identification  of  the  complexities,  and  learning 
of  the  alternatives  available  on  these  issues.  Each 
student  may  register  for  one  topic  of  his  choice  per 
semester,  without  regard  to  class  standing,  and  upon 
completion  of  the  semester  will  receive  one  semester 
hour's  credit.  A  maximum  of  four  semester  hours  may 
be  used  toward  meeting  graduation  requirements. 

Dr.  John  Sullivan  has  been  employed  as  coordina- 
tor of  studies  for  this  program.  Dr.  Sullivan  will  work 
with  the  faculty-student  committee  which  will  select 
the  topics  for  study.  He  will  also  recruit  faculty  par- 
ticipants, help  in  providing  resource  materials  and 
coordinate  the  overall  activities  of  the  program. 

Dr.  Sullivan  is  well  qualified  for  such  a  program, 
both  in  educational  preparation  and  background  ex- 
perience. Dr.  Sullivan  attended  Da  La  Salle  Academy 
in  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  and  Our  Lady  of  Provi- 
dence Seminary,  Warwick,  Rhode  Island.  He  received 
the  BA.  and  M.A.  degrees  in  Philosophy  from  Catholic 
University  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  received  the 
J.C.D.  degree  in  Canon  Law  from  Lateran  University 
in  Rome,  Italy.  In  1968  he  attended  an  NTL  Institute 
of  Applied  Behavorial  Science,  Laboratory  in  Basic 
Human  Relations.  He  was  formerly  administrative 
assistant  to  Bernard  P.  Gallagher,  president  of  World 
Wide  Publications,  Inc.,  and  publisher  of  The  Gal- 
lagher Report,  The  Gallagher  Presidents'  Report,  and 
The  Gallagher  Sales  Executives'  Report.  Prior  to  his 
association  with  World  Wide  Publications,  Dr.   Sul- 
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livan  served  as  executive  secretary  to  the  Bishop  of 
Providence  and  assistant  chancellor  for  the  Rhode 
Island  Diocese  of  the  Catholic  Church. 


The  topics  which  will  be  considered  during  the 
fall  have  been  selected  on  the  basis  of  interest  as 
shown  from  the  returns  of  the  questionnaires  sent  to 
all  students.    The  topics  are  as  follows : 


1.  War  and  Peace 

Focus  primarily  on  the  Indo-China  conflict  — 
how  the  situation  arose,  what  the  present  situ- 
ations are,  what  avenues  of  solution  are  avail- 
able. 

2.  Ecology 

The  problems  of  environment  in  their  human 
and  physical  dimensions.  Pollution  —  effects, 
attitudes,  technology. 

3.  Personal  Growth 

Concern  with  personal  enrichment  and  greater 
self  and  group  understanding. 

4.  Education  and  Educational  Reform 

The  aims  of  education  and  the  relationship  of 
education  to  life.  The  school  community,  its 
values  and  goals,  its  influence  on  the  educa- 
tional process. 

5.  Racial  and  Poverty  Questions 
Psychological  and  economic  factors  involved. 
Family   life,   work   life,   community  attitudes. 

6.  The  Drug  Experience 

Attempt  to  understand  the  rise  in  drug  experi- 
mentation, alternatives  beyond  the  drug  ex- 
perience. Drugs  and  their  effect  on  human 
development. 

A  special  registration  day  for  these  topics  will  be 
held  on  September  16.  At  that  time  those  students 
who  wish  to  register  for  the  topics  may  do  so.  Addi- 
tional information  will  be  given  to  students  in  the  fall.

budget  payment  plans 


A  revolving  credit  program  designed  by  Educa- 
tion Funds,  Inc.,  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  enables  parents 
to  meet  college  costs  in  monthly  installments.  The 
parent  may  establish  a  line  of  credit  upon  which  he 
draws  for  tuition,  room  and  board,  fees,  and  any  other 
educational  expenses.  This  line  of  credit  may  cover 
from  one  to  four  years  of  education  and  can  be  com- 
pletely protected  by  life  and  disability  insurance, 
offered  at  group  rates.  Insurance,  if  elected,  becomes 
effective  as  soon  as  a  line  of  credit  is  established. 
However,  no  repayment  is  required  until  EFI's  dis- 
bursement exceeds  one  full  payment.  For  additional 
information,  write  either  the  College  business  office  or 
EFI  Management  Corporation,  36  S.  Wabash,  Room 
1000,  Chicago,  Illinois  60603 

Also,  a  convenient  monthly  payment  plan  is  being 
offered  through  EFI  Management  Corporation  for 
those  parents  who  desire  to  budget  the  annual  cost  of 
tuition  or  tuition,  room,  and  board  in  10  monthly  in- 
stallments. Payment  under  this  budgeting  plan  com- 
mences April  1,  and  cost  is  $20.  Any  parent  entering 
the  program  at  a  later  date  must  make  up  back  pay- 
ments. Each  month  a  notice  of  the  amount  that  is  to 
be  paid  is  sent.  If,  after  entering  the  program,  the 
student  is  awarded  a  scholarship  or  financial  aid,  this 
amount  will  be  applied  to  his  account  and  the  necessary 
adjustment  made.  All  refunds  will  be  made  according 
to  the  school's  refund  policy  as  stated  in  the  catalog. 
If  a  student  does  not  register,  all  monies  collected  for 
that  term  will  be  refunded.  Application  available  upon 
request.

Each  new  or  readmitted  student  is  required  to 
have  a  complete  physical  examination  before  coming 
to  school  in  September.

Student  Services 

A  number  of  services  are  available  to 
aid  and  to  encourage  the  personal 
development  of  each  student. 

In  the  guidance  program  freshmen 
confer  with  one  of  the  academic 
counselors  during  registration  and  at 
regular  intervals;  sophomores,  juniors, 
and  seniors  are  assigned  faculty  advisers 
in  their  major  fields  of  study. 

All  students  are  encouraged  to  attend 
religious  activities  of  the  College  and 
programs  for  cultural  and  intellectual 
enrichment  offered  on  the  campus. 
Students  who  attend  these  events  may 
receive  academic  credit,  provided 
specified  attendance  requirements  are 
met. 

The  Placement  Office  assists  seniors  and 
alumni  in  finding  employment  after 
graduation.  Campus  interviews  are 
arranged  with  visiting  representatives  of 
industry,  business,  and  educational  and 
governmental  agencies. 


In  addition  to  elementary  education, 
programs  are  offered  for  secondary  school 
teacher  certification  in  the  following  areas: 
business  education,  chemistry,  English, 
French,  history,  mathematics,  music, 
physical  education,  physics,  social  science, 
and  Spanish. 

Five  special  programs  are  offered  which 
include  pre-law,  pre-medical  or  pre-dental, 
pre-laboratory  technician,  pre-nursing  and 
terminal  business  courses.  In  addition, 
evening  classes  are  offered  during  fall  and 
spring  semesters.

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Introduction 


Aims  and  Objectives 

The  Charter  of  Elon  College  states, 
"The  objects  of  the  corporation  are  to 
provide  equipment  and  facilities 
necessary  to  the  well-being  and  success 
of  a  college  offering  Christian  training 
and  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts, 
sciences  and/or  any  specific  field  of 
higher  education  and  learning  that  may 
appear  expedient  or  useful.  .  .  ." 

As  a  church-related  college,  Elon  College 
believes  that  it  is  its  responsibility  to 
promote  the  church  vocations  as  well  as 
to  offer  instruction  designed  to  provide  a 
thorough  and  sound  pre-theological 
education. 

Historically  the  College  has  played  a 
significant  role  in  teacher  education.  A 
program  of  instruction  and  experiences 


designed  to  prepare  teachers  for 
elementary  and  secondary  schools 
continues  to  be  a  major  objective  of  the 
College. 

Elon  College  senses  a  definite 
responsibility  to  the  community  in  which 
it  is  located  and  seeks  to  provide  cultural 
and  educational  opportunities  for  the 
citizens  of  the  area. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
charter,  it  is  the  aim  of  Elon  College  to 
help  each  student  to  acquire: 

1.  A  philosophy  of  life  which  is  founded 
upon  and  motivated  by  the  beliefs  and 
spiritual  values  of  the  historic 
Christian  Church,  and  which  will  be 
reflected  throughout  his  life  in  terms 
of  high  ethical  standards,  wholesome 
attitudes,  and  significant  religious 
insights  and  devotion. 

2.  An  understanding  of  his 
responsibilities  and  rights  as  a  citizen 
in  a  democratic  culture,  a  recognition 
of  the  intrinsic  worth  of  other 
individuals,  and  an  intelligent 
awareness  of  world  cultures, 
conditions,  events,  and  issues. 

3.  A  love  of  learning  sufficient  to  promote 
his  continued  intellectual  and  cultural 
growth  which  comes  out  of  sharing  in 
an  invigorating  intellectual  and 
cultural  climate  during  his  college 
career. 

4.  A  basic  knowledge  in  the  humanities, 
natural  sciences,  and  social  sciences, 
and  an  appreciation  of  the  mutual 
relationships  existing  among  these 
areas. 

5.  An  understanding  of  the  content  and 
an  achievement  of  competence  in  the 
procedures  of  at  least  one  field  of 


knowledge  as  preparation  sufficient  for 
graduate  or  professional  study. 

6.  The  ability  to  think  critically,  logically, 
and  creatively,  and  to  communicate 
effectively  by  means  of  the  written  and 
spoken  language. 

7.  A  sensibility  to  esthetic  values  through 
experience  and  study  in  the  fine  arts 
and  through  opportunity  to  develop 
competence  and  excellence  in  the 
performing  arts. 

8.  A  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  health 
and  physical  fitness,  and  skills  useful 
for  participation  in  wholesome 
recreational  activities. 


9.  A  recognition  of  his  abilities  and 
aptitudes  through  counseling  and 
guidance  in  the  choice  of  an 
appropriate  vocation. 


Faculty 

Faculty  members  of  Elon  College  are 
dedicated  teachers,  chosen  because  of 
their  academic  preparation,  individual 
initiative,  and  potential  for  development. 
The  educational  background  of  the 
faculty  is  represented  by  undergraduate 
and  graduate  degrees  from  many 
outstanding  institutions.  Elon  has  a  good 
.faculty  which  is  devoted  to  its  task. 
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History 

Elon  College  was  chartered  on  March 
11,  1889,  "to  afford  instruction  in  the 
liberal  arts  and  sciences."  Its 
establishment  was  the  result  of 
determination  on  the  part  of  the 
Christian  Church  to  have  a  school  which 
would  prepare  young  people  for 
leadership  in  the  churches. 

The  Christian  Church  was  formed  in 
1794  by  the  Reverend  James  O'Kelly  and 
a  group  of  dissenters  from  the  Methodist 
Church  who  organized  the  first 
democratically  governed  church  to  arise 
on  American  soil  and  named  it 
"Christian,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  party 
and  sectarian  names." 

Two  schools  were  forerunners  of  Elon 
College:  The  Graham  Normal  Institute, 
established  in  1865  at  Graham,  North 
Carolina;  and  the  Suffolk  Collegiate 
Institute,  established  in  1872  at  Suffolk, 
Virginia.  The  Southern  Christian 
Convention,  in  an  extraordinary  session 
in  Graham,  North  Carolina,  in  1888  voted 
to  establish  a  college.  The  name  "Elon," 
the  Hebrew  word  for  oak,  was  selected 
for  the  institution,  which  opened  its 
doors  in  1890  with  108  students. 

In  1931,  the  Christian  Churches  merged 
with  the  Congregational  Church  to  form 
the  Congregational  Christian 
denomination.  The  Southern  Convention 
of  Congregational  Christian  Churches 
supported  the  College  until  the  formation 
of  the  United  Church  of  Christ  by  the 
merger  of  the  Congregational  Christian 
Churches  and  the  Evangelical  and 
Reformed  Church  in  1965.  Elon  is  now 
affiliated  with  the  Southern  Conference  of 
the  United  Church  of  Christ. 


In  recent  years  great  strides  have  been 
made  by  the  College  to  improve  the 
physical  plant  in  order  to  provide 
additional  facilities;  to  enrich  and 
strengthen  its  academic  program;  and  to 
give  increased  emphasis  and  meaning  to 
its  role  as  a  Christian  college  that  Elon 
College  may  give  even  greater 
opportunities  and  render  greater  service 
to  the  young  men  and  women  who  seek 
to  further  their  education  at  the  College. 

Campus  and  Buildings 

The  Elon  campus  is  beautiful, 
spacious,  and  rich  in  stalwart  native  oak 
trees.  Shrubbery,  concrete  and  brick 
walks,  driveways,  and  a  massive  brick 
wall,  enclosing  twenty-five  acres  of  the 
campus,  contribute  to  its  attractive 
appearance. 

The  campus  is  designed  and  equipped  to 
serve  its  living  and  learning  community. 
Buildings  housing  the  classrooms  and 
laboratories  have  been  extensively 
renovated  and  new  equipment  and 
furniture  have  been  provided.  The 
McEwen  Dining  Hall,  William  S.  Long 
Student  Center,  Library  Building,  Harper 
Center,  and  nine  dormitories  have  been 
completed  since  1956.  Recently  completed 
are  a  new  office-classroom  building,  and 
a  new  physical  education  facility  which 
contains  an  olympic-size  swimming  pool. 
The  present  living  and  dining  facilities 
serve  a  resident  student  body  of 
approximately  1,000. 
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Travel  Information 

Visitors  to  the  College  are  welcome  at 
all  times.  The  administrative  offices  are 
open  Monday  through  Friday  from  8  A.M. 
until  5  P.M.  Office  hours  on  Saturday  are 
from  8:00  A.M.  until  12:00  noon. 
Administrative  officers  and  members  of 
the  faculty  are  available  at  other  times  by 
appointment  made  in  advance. 

Elon  College  is  in  the  town  of  Elon 
College,  N.C.,  a  community  4  miles  west 
of  Burlington,  17  miles  east  of 


Greensboro,  and  64  miles  west  of 
Raleigh.  It  is  on  the  North  Carolina 
division  of  the  Southern  Railway  and  is 
accessible  to  air  line  services  at 
Greensboro.  It  is  also  served  by  the 
Carolina  Coach  Company,  which  affords 
bus  services  to  all  parts  of  the  country, 
and  by  Burlington  city  buses,  which  pass 
the  campus  each  hour.  The  telegraph 
address  is  Burlington  and  the  College  is 
served  by  the  Burlington  telephone 
exchange.  The  number  is  584-9711,  Area 
Code  919. 
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Scholastic  Sessions 

The  College's  regular  session  is 
divided  into  a  4-1-4  calendar.  The  fall 
semester  is  a  four-month  term,  ending 
prior  to  Christmas  holidays,  followed  by  a 
one-month  winter  term  and  a  four-month 
spring  term.  It  also  offers  evening  classes 
on  a  regular  basis  and  a  summer  school 
session  of  two  terms  of  five  weeks  each. 

Evening  Classes 

In  1948  adult  education  classes  were 
initiated,  primarily  for  teachers  in  the 
Elon  College  area.  Four  years  later 
courses  for  veterans  were  begun,  and  in 
1954  the  College  established  evening 
classes  on  a  regular  basis,  offering  the 
regular  liberal  arts  program.  Classes  are 
scheduled  in  accordance  with  student 
demand. 

Summer  School 

The  Summer  School  offers  courses  for 
regular  students  and  for  recent  high 


school  graduates  who  wish  to  accelerate 
completion  of  the  four-year  college 
program,  and  professional  training  for 
public  school  teachers  who  wish  further 
study  for  purposes  of  certification  or 
toward  the  bachelor's  degree. 

The  Summer  School  is  an  integral  part  of 
the  instructional  program  of  the  College, 
and  courses  are  carefully  selected  from 
those  taught  in  the  regular  academic 
sessions.  Instruction  is  by  regular 
members  of  the  faculty. 

There  are  two  summer  terms  of  five 
weeks  each,  and  students  may  attend 
either  one  term  or  both  terms.  Six 
semester  hours  are  considered  a  full 
course  load  for  each. 

In  general,  admission  and  degree 
requirements,  administrative  regulations, 
student  self-government  and  honor 
system,  although  subject  to  some 
modification  in  the  summer,  are  basically 
the  same  for  the  Summer  School  as  for 
the  regular  sessions. 


Admission 


Admission  Procedures 

Students  desiring  to  enter  Elon  should 
write  to  the  Director  of  Admissions  for  an 
application  form.  A  full  statement  of  the 
student's  high  school  record  and  the 
recommendation  of  the  principal  or  the 
guidance  director  is  obtained  by  the 
College.  Admission  to  the  College  is 
based  on  (a)  the  high  school  record  with 
emphasis  on  the  student's  rank  in  class 
or  previous  college  work  in  the  case  of 
transfer  students,  (b)  the 
recommendations,  (c)  scores  on  tests 
administered  by  the  high  school,  and  (d) 
scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  of 
the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 
The  College  recommends  personal 
interviews  with  the  Director  of 
Admissions. 


A  student  applying  for  admission  for  the 
fall  semester  should  have  his  completed 
application  submitted  to  the  College  by 
March  1.  A  student  applying  for 
admission  for  the  spring  semester  should 
have  his  completed  application  submitted 
by  December  1.  The  completed 
application  should  be  returned  to  the 
Admissions  Office,  accompanied  by  an 
application  fee  of  ten  dollars,  which  is 
not  refundable.  Upon  notice  of 
acceptance,  a  deposit  of  fifty  dollars 
is  due.  In  order  to  reserve  a  dormitory 
room,  a  student  pays  a  room  reservation 
fee  of  fifty  dollars.  Acceptance  fees 
and  room  reservation  fees  are  not 
refundable  for  the  fall  semester  after 
May  1,  and  for  the  spring  semester 
after  December  15  except  upon  a 
doctor's  certificate  of  inability  to  enter. 
Acceptance  and  room  reservation  fees 
are  applied  to  the  student's  account 
when  he  enters  school. 


Entrance  Requirements 

For  admission  to  Elon  Coilege  as  a 
candidate  for  a  degree,  the  applicant 
must  be  a  graduate  of  an  accredited 
four-year  high  school  and  must  satisfy  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  and  Credits  as 
to  his  intellectual,  physical,  emotional, 
social,  and  moral  fitness  to  undertake  the 
academic  work  at  the  College. 

Admission  to  freshman  status  and  degree 
candidacy  requires  secondary  school 
work  in  the  following  subject  matter 
areas  and  no  fewer  than  the  following 
number  of  units  in  these  areas:  English, 
4;  one  foreign  language,  2;  mathematics, 
2;  history,  1;  and  science,  1.  Two  units  in 
algebra  or  one  each  in  algebra  and  plane 
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geometry  satisfy  the  mathematics 
requirement.  Additional  units  will  be 
accepted  from  the  following  areas,  with 
the  number  in  a  given  area  not  more 
than  that  indicated:  Bible,  2;  economics 
or  social  science,  1;  English,  4;  French, 
2;  German,  2;  history,  4;  Latin,  4; 
mathematics,  4;  music,  1;  science,  4; 
Spanish,  2;  vocational  subjects,  3. 

No  credit  toward  the  foreign  language 
requirement  is  allowed  for  fewer  than  2 
units  of  a  foreign  language. 


Entrance  Examinations 

Applicants  for  admission  to  Elon 
College  are  required  to  submit  their 
scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  of 
the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 

The  Scholastic  Aptitude  and  Achievement 
tests  are  given  at  testing  centers 
throughout  the  United  States  and,  upon 
sufficient  notice,  in  foreign  countries  on 
designated  dates  in  November, 
December,  January,  March,  May,  and 
July.  Advanced  Placement  tests  are  given 
at  the  testing  centers  in  May. 

The  Scholastic  Aptitude  test  is  scheduled 
for  morning,  and  it  is  recommended  that 
applicants  wishing  to  enter  at  the 
beginning  of  the  summer  or  fall  semester 
take  the  test  in  November  or  December, 
preferably  in  November. 

The  applicant  should  have  test  results 
sent  directly  to  the  College. 

The  student  should  write  directly  to  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board, 
P.O.  Box  592,  Princeton,  N.J.,  for  the 
Bulletin  of  Information,  which  contains 
an  application  blank,  lists  of  testing 
centers  and  dates,  and  rules  on 


applications,  fees,  reports,  and  the 
conduct  of  testing. 

Acceptance  On  Condition 

Students  who  have  been  graduated 
from  a  secondary  school  but  do  not  meet 
the  requirements  in  subject  matter  areas 
and  units  may  be  accepted  on  condition. 
The  only  deficiency  allowed  is  a  maximum 
of  two  units  in  a  foreign  language,  and 
must  be  removed  at  Elon  before  the 
beginning  of  the  sophomore  year. 
Students  entering  with  a  deficiency  may 
not  be  able  to  complete  degree 
requirements  in  eight  regular  semesters. 

Special  Students 

The  College  admits  a  limited  number 
of  special  students.  These  include: 

1.  Those  who  wish  only  private 
instruction  in  the  Department  of  Fine 
Arts.  They  are  admitted  if  instructors 
are  able  to  schedule  lessons  for  them. 

2.  Persons  21  years  of  age  or  older  who 
are  not  high  school  graduates  or 
candidates  for  a  degree  but  wish  to 
take  class  work.  Such  applicants  are 
accepted  on  the  basis  of  maturity, 
seriousness  of  purpose,  and 
background  sufficient  to  do  the  class 
work  desired.  Techniques  for 
measuring  these  criteria  are 
determined  by  departmental  chairmen, 
who  report  their  findings  and 
recommendations  to  the  Committee  on 
Admissions  and  Credits. 

3.  College  graduates  who  are  interested 
in  study  at  the  College.  They  are 
admitted  if  they  fulfill  the 
requirements  for  admission  to  the 
desired  courses. 


Advanced  Placement 

Applicants  for  admission  to  freshman 
status  may  be  placed  in  advanced  classes 
in  fields  in  which  they  have  demonstrated 
superior  ability  and  understanding.  This 
is  done  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  upon 
recommendation  of  the  departmental 
chairmen. 

Elon  participates  in  the  Advanced 
Placement  program  of  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board.  Through 
satisfactory  achievement  in  Advanced 
Placement  tests,  freshmen  may  receive  a 
limited  amount  of  credit  or  advanced 
placement  in  the  following  fields:  biology, 
chemistry,  English,  history,  Latin, 
mathematics,  and  physics. 

Applicants  who  seek  advanced  placement 
should  submit  an  application  form,  write 
the  Dean  of  the  College  at  an  early  date 
that  they  wish  advanced  placement,  and 
arrange  with  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  for  the  Advanced 
Placement  tests. 


Admission  Requirements  for 
Transfer  Students 

A  student  wishing  to  transfer  to  Elon 
College  must  be  able  to  meet  admission 
requirements  in  effect  at  the  time  of  his 
application  and  to  provide  proof  of  his 
eligibility  to  return  to  the  institution  from 
which  he  is  transferring. 

Transferable  Credits 

Credit  is  given  for  satisfactory  work  in 
accredited  institutions  in  so  far  as  it 
parallels  the  work  offered  at  Elon. 
However,  no  transfer  credit  is  allowed  for 
a  course  in  which  the  grade  is  below  that 
of  "C." 


Expenses  and 
Financial  Aid 


General  Costs 

Elon  College  invests  in  its  educational 
program  for  the  student  approximately 
the  same  amount  that  he  is  asked  to  pay 
for  his  college  education.  This  is  possible 
because  of  endowment  funds  and  other 
sources  of  revenue. 

The  cost  of  attending  Elon  is  reasonable. 
A  resident  student's  tuition,  room,  board, 
and  books  (estimated  cost  is  $50  to  $75) 
for  the  scholastic  year  amount  to  from 
$1872  to  $2047.  For  a  non-resident 
student,  the  cost  of  a  year's  tuition  and 
books  is  from  $1160  to  $1185.  The 
student  taking  12  semester  hours  of 


work  in  the  evening  classes  pays  total 
annual  fees  of  $888.  With  books  added, 
his  cost  is  from  $938  to  $963. 

Of  the  estimated  $75  for  books,  the 
student  needs  about  $40  for  purchases 
from  the  bookstore  at  the  opening  of  the 
fall  semester. 

Student  Government  Association  fee  is 
required  of  all  full-time  students  during 
registration  and  is  payable  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Student  Government 
Association.  The  fee  covers  activities  of 
that  organization. 

These  estimates  do  not  include  fees  for 
special  courses  and  special  laboratory 
work,  which  depend  upon  the  course  of 
study  undertaken,  nor  personal  expenses, 
which  vary  with  the  individual  student. 
For  the  student  who  must  earn  money 
toward  his  college  expenses,  there  are  a

Costs  Covered  By  Tuition 

Included  in  the  tuition  fees  are  costs 
of  registration,  use  of  the  library, 
recreation  facilities,  student  publications, 
health  service,  post  office  box,  laboratory 
fees,  and  12  to  15  semester  hours  of 
work,  inclusive,  each  semester.  No 
charge  is  made  for  band  or  choir. 
Full-time  students  (those  who  pay  full 
fees)  are  covered  by  accident  and  health 
insurance  which  becomes  effective  two 
days  before  the  opening  of  the  college 
year  and  continues  through  two  days 
after  school  closes. 
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Budget  Payment  Plans 

A  revolving  credit  program  designed 
by  Education  Funds,  Inc.,  of  Chicago, 
Illinois,  enables  parents  to  meet  college 
costs  in  monthly  installments.  The  parent 
may  establish  a  line  of  credit  upon  which 
he  draws  for  tuition,  room  and  board,  fees, 
and  any  other  educational  expenses.  This 
line  of  credit  may  cover  from  one  to  four 
years  of  education  and  can  be  completely 
protected  by  life  and  disability  insurance, 
offered  at  group  rates.  Insurance,  if 
elected,  becomes  effective  as  soon  as  a 
line  of  credit  is  established.  However,  no 
repayment  is  required  until  EFI's 
disbursement  exceeds  one  full  payment. 
For  additional  information,  write  either  the 
College  business  office  or  EFI  Management 
Corporation,  36  S.  Wabash,  Room  1000, 
Chicago,  Illinois  60603. 

Also,  a  convenient  monthly  payment  plan 
is  being  offered  through  EFI  Management 
Corporation  for  those  parents  who  desire 
to  budget  the  annual  cost  of  tuition  or 
tuition,  room,  and  board  in  10  monthly 
installments.  Payment  under  this 
budgeting  plan  commences  April  1,  and 
the  cost  is  $20.  Any  parent  entering  the 
program  at  a  later  date  must  make  up 
back  payments.  Each  month  a  notice  is 
sent  of  the  amount  that  is  to  be  paid.  If, 
after  entering  the  program,  the  student  is 
awarded  a  scholarship  or  financial  aid, 
this  amount  will  be  applied  to  his  account 
and  the  necessary  adjustment  made.  All 
refunds  will  be  made  according  to  the 
school's  refund  policy  as  stated  in  the 
catalog.  If  a  student  does  not  register,  all 
monies  collected  for  that  term  will  be 
refunded.  Application  is  available  upon 
request. 

Several  banks,  some  savings  and  loan 
associations,  and  other  financing 
institutions  have  developed  plans  to 


assist  parents  in  financing  the  education 
of  their  sons  and  daughters.  Parents  who 
are  interested  in  such  plans  and  wish 
additional  information  should  consult 
such  private  institutions.  The  College  will 
be  happy  to  render  any  possible 
assistance. 

Application,  Acceptance, 
and  Room  Reservation  Fees 

Each  prospective  student  pays  an 
application  fee  of  $10  when  his 
application  for  admission  is  submitted. 
This  fee  is  not  refundable  under  any 
condition. 

An  acceptance  fee  of  $50  is  due  when 
the  applicant  is  accepted  for  admission. 
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In  order  to  reserve  a  dormitory  room,  a 
student  pays  a  room  reservation  fee  of 
$50.  Acceptance  fees  and  room 
reservation  fees  are  not  refundable  after 
May  1  except  upon  a  doctor's  certificate 
of  inability  to  enter.  Acceptance  and 
room  reservation  fees  are  applied  to  the 
student's  account  when  he  enters  school. 


Business  Education  Course 

When  a  student  takes  the  entire 
one-year  Business  Education  course, 
which  includes  English,  accounting, 
shorthand,  typewriting,  office  machines, 
and  office  management,  the  cost  is  the 
same  as  for  any  other  full-time  load. 


Special  Fees

Refunds 

1.  Courses  dropped  after  6  class  hours 
are  payable  in  full. 

2.  Evening  courses  dropped  within  two 
weeks  after  classes  begin  are  subject 
to  a  rebate  of  50  percent  of  the  cost 
involved.  All  courses  are  payable  in 
full  after  two  weeks  of  classes.  The 
student  who  withdraws  from  school  in 
the  allowed  two-week  period  is  eligible 
for  a  prorated  refund. 

3.  Tuition  and  fees  are  refunded  on  a 
pro  rata  basis  in  case  of  withdrawal 
from  the  College  or  course  during  the 
first  6  class  hours  of  the  semester, 
provided  the  student  receives 
permission  from  the  Dean  of  Students 
and  checks  out  through  the  Business 
Office  at  time  of  withdrawal.  Refunds 
after  the  first  six  class  hours  are  made 
on  a  pro  rata  basis  when  a  student 
withdraws  from  college  because  of 
illness  and  presents  a  statement  from 
the  attending  physician.  Any  part  of  a 
week  will  be  considered  as  a  full  week 
for  the  purpose  of  charging  tuition  and 
fees. 

4.  Charges  for  room  and  board  are  made 
for  the  semester  for  which  the  student 
enrolls,  and  refunds  are  made  on  a 
pro  rata  basis  for  board  only,  provided 
the  student  receives  permission  from 
the  Dean  of  Students  and  checks  out 
through  the  Business  Office  at  time  of 
withdrawal.  No  reduction  in  board 
charges  is  made  for  absences  of  less 
than  two  full  consecutive  weeks.  When 
a  student  is  permitted  to  withdraw  and 
adjustments  are  involved  for  board, 
any  part  of  a  week  will  be  considered 
as  a  full  week  for  purposes  of  board 
charges. 


5.  Refunds  for  private  lessons  in  music 
and  art  are  made  on  a  pro  rata  basis 
only  when  the  student  withdraws  from 
college  because  of  illness  and  presents 
a  statement  from  the  attending 
physician. 

6.  In  the  event  that  a  student  does  not 
fulfill  graduation  requirements,  he  is 
entitled  to  a  refund  of  $12.50  of  the 
graduation  fee.  A  student  who  does 
not  fulfill  requirements  for  a 
secretarial  certificate  is  entitled  to  a 
refund  of  $3.25  of  the  certificate  fee. 

The  College  reserves  the  right  to  change 
any  and  all  fees. 


Financial  Aid 

In  recognition  of  outstanding  high 
school  seniors,  Elon  provides 
opportunities  for  financial  assistance 
through  its  scholarships  and  self-help 
programs.  The  Financial  Aid  Officer 
administers  the  scholarships  and 
self-help  programs. 

Entering  freshmen  may  gain 
consideration  for  all  types  of  financial 
assistance  by  obtaining  Parents' 
Confidential  Statement  forms  from  their 
high  schools,  having  their  parents 
complete  the  forms  and  submitting  them 
to  the  College  Scholarship  Service  in 
Princeton,  New  Jersey,  preferably  before 
February  1  of  the  year  of  expected  fall 
enrollment.  The  Financial  Aid  Office  at 
Elon  College  receives  from  CSS  a  copy  of 
the  Parents'  Confidential  Statement  and  a 
financial  need  analysis  report  for  each 
applicant.  These  data  aid  in  determining 
the  amount  of  assistance  to  be  offered  by 
the  College. 
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Upperclassmen  ordinarily  must  apply  for 
financial  assistance  each  year.  The 
renewal  of  financial  aid  is  contingent  upon 
satisfactory  work  in  college.  One 
application  enables  the  student  to  be 
considered  for  all  the  available  types  of 
financial  assistance  for  which  he  is 
eligible,  including  scholarships,  loans  and 
work  assignments.  Each  recipient  must 
have  a  satisfactory  record  of  achievement 
and  citizenship. 

In  order  that  it  may  help  as  many 
deserving  students  as  possible,  the 
College  generally  makes  only  one  award 
of  any  kind  to  an  individual. 

Student  Employment 

College  Work-Study.  Students  from 
low-income  families  who  need  a  job  to  help 


pay  for  college  expenses  are  potentially 
eligible  for  employment  by  their  colleges 
under  federally  supported  Work-Study 
Programs.  Students  may  work  up  to  15 
hours  weekly  while  attending  classes  full 
time.  During  the  summer  or  other 
vacation  periods,  students  may  work  full 
time  under  this  program.  To  work  under 
this  program,  a  student  must  be  in  good 
standing  and  enrolled  on  a  full-time 
basis. 

Student  Self-Help  Program.  This 
program  is  maintained  by  the  College  to 
provide  students  part-time  employment 
on  campus  to  help  defray  their  college 
expenses. 

Off-Campus  Employment.  The  College 
strives  to  help  as  many  students  as 
possible  find  part-time  employment  in  the 
surrounding  community. 
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Student  Life 


Student  Personnel  Services 

Counseling  Services  The  College 
maintains  a  counseling  staff,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Dean  of  Instruction,  to 
assist  students  in  vocational  and 
educational  guidance.  Psychological 
testing  and  vocational  information  are 
available  through  this  office.  Students 
desiring  assistance  are  urged  to  consult 
members  of  the  counseling  staff. 

Advisory  Program  Members  of  the 
counseling  staff  serve  as  academic 
advisers  for  each  freshman  and  will 
continue  to  serve  as  advisers  for  these 
students  until  they  become  sophomores.  At 


that  time,  these  students  will  be  assigned 
advisers  from  their  major  department. 
Transfer  students  are  assigned  advisers 
from  their  major  department.  The 
advisers  assist  their  advisees  with 
registration  and  meet  with  them 
periodically  during  the  year  for 
counseling. 

Placement  Services  The  Placement 
Office,  which  assists  seniors  and  alumni 
in  finding  employment  after  graduation, 
is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director 
of  Financial  Aid  and  Placement.  Campus 
interviews  are  arranged  with  visiting 
representatives  of  industry,  business,  and 
educational  and  governmental  agencies. 
Credentials  of  students  registering  with 
the  office  are  made  available  to 
interested  employers  on  a  confidential 
basis.  No  charge  is  made  for  this  service, 
except  for  official  copies  of  the  student's 
college  transcript. 

Health  Services  The  medical  fee,  which 
is  included  in  the  general  fee,  covers  all 
emergency,  dispensary,  and  routine 
nursing  services,  and  treatment  by  the 
College  physician.  This  fee  does  not 
cover  cases  in  which  a  physician,  other 
than  the  College  physician,  is  called. 

For  each  school  year,  effective  two  days 
before,  and  terminating  two  days  after,  a 
plan  of  students'  accident  and  health 
insurance  is  provided.  The  cost  is 
included  in  the  regular  college  fees. 

Campus  Living  Dormitories  are 
modern  and  attractive.  Each  room 
accommodates  two  students  and  is 
furnished  with  single  beds,  bureaus, 
desks,  and  chairs.  The  student  brings 
pillow,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  blankets,  bed 
spreads,  towels  and  such  other  articles 
as  a  waste  basket,  rugs,  and  lamps. 
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Dormitories  are  opened  the  day  before 
freshman  orientation  begins  and  are 
closed  the  day  after  the  spring  semester 
ends.  They  are  closed  during  Christmas 
and  spring  vacations.  In  the  summer,  the 
dormitories  are  opened  the  day  before 
the  first  session  begins,  and  are  closed 
the  day  of  commencement.  All  students 
are  required  to  room  in  the  dormitories 
unless  they  are  living  with  their  parents 
or  relatives. 

Students  have  access  to  laundry  facilities 
in  the  dormitories.  A  commercial  laundry 
and  dry  cleaners  are  adjacent  to  the 
campus. 

Meals  are  served  in  the  College  dining 
hall,  which  is  opened  for  the  evening 
meal  before  the  first  day  of  freshman 
orientation  and  is  closed  after  the 
evening  meal  of  the  last  day  of  final 
examinations.  For  vacation  periods,  it  is 
closed  after  the  evening  meal  of  the  last 
day  of  classes  and  is  opened  with  the 
evening  meal  the  day  before  classes  are 
resumed. 


General  student  affairs  are  handled 
through  the  Student  Senate,  composed  of 
members  elected  by  the  student  body. 
The  heart  of  Student  Government  is  the 
Honor  System,  initiated  by  the  student 
body  and  approved  by  the  faculty  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College.  The 
system  is  a  code  of  student  living,  under 
which  it  is  assumed  that  each  student  is 
a  lady  or  gentleman  and  will  act  as  one. 
Its  essential  principle  is  that  the  handling 
of  offenses  is  a  matter  of  student 
direction.  Consideration  of  breaches 
against  the  Honor  Code  is  a  function  of 
the  Honor  Court,  which  may  recommend 
that  a  student  found  guilty  of  a 
dishonorable  offense,  such  as  lying, 
cheating,  or  stealing,  be  required  to 
withdraw  from  the  College  immediately. 

Each  student  who  enrolls  at  Elon  accepts 
the  obligations  of  the  Honor  System  and 
should  recognize  the  full  responsibility  of 
the  Honor  Court  for  handling  offenses 
under  the  code. 


Freshman  Orientation 

All  Freshmen  are  invited  to  the  campus 
during  July  for  a  two-day  orientation 
program.  During  this  period,  Freshmen 
are  preregistered  for  the  fall  term. 
Discussions,  lectures  and  assemblies 
are  held  to  assist  the  student  in 
preparing  for  the  beginning  of  his 
college  life. 

Student  Government 

Students  of  Elon  College  govern 
themselves  through  a  well  established 
program  which  has  the  full  support  and 
cooperation  of  the  faculty  and 
administration. 


Religious  Life 

Elon  College  is  a  church-related 
institution  and  is  concerned  with  its 
obligation  to  maintain  a  Christian 
academic  community.  Each  student  is 
required  to  take  two  courses  in  religion 
as  partial  fulfillment  of  study  for  the 
bachelor's  degree.  Majors  are  offered  in 
religion,  philosophy,  and  religious 
education. 

The  College  provides  the  services  of  a 
campus  minister  and  a  chaplain. 
Religious  chapel  is  held  four  times  each 
week,  giving  a  student  the  opportunity  to 
attend  chapel  at  any  period  convenient  to 
his  schedule. 
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A  student  is  encouraged  to  attend  the 
religious  activities  of  his  church.  The 
Elon  College  Community  Church,  just  off 
the  campus,  is  the  College  church,  which 
is  open  to  all  students  for  worship.  There 
is  a  special  Sunday  School  class  for 
students.  Many  students  and  faculty 
teach  in  the  local  church  or  sing  in  the 
choir.  Most  denominations  have  churches 
within  a  few  miles  of  the  campus. 

Denominational  groups  meet  regularly  for 
Bible  study,  group  discussions,  service 
projects,  and  social  activities.  All 
students  are  invited  to  participate  in  the 
fellowship. 

A  ministerial  association  for  all  students 
preparing  for  full-time  church  vocations 
meets  weekly.  This  group  sponsors  daily 
morning  devotions,  provides  assistance 
to  local  churches,  sends  deputation 
teams  to  local  churches,  and  gives 
direction  in  various  areas  of  church 
vocations. 

Cultural  Life 

Each  year  a  variety  of  programs  is 
offered  for  the  cultural  and  intellectual 
enrichment  of  the  campus. 

The  Lyceum  Series  brings  outstanding 
artists  and  performers  to  the  campus 
during  the  year. 

The  Liberal  Arts  Forum,  sponsored  by  the 
Student  Government  Association, 
schedules  a  number  of  lectures  and 
presents  an  annual  Spring  Symposium. 

A  number  of  distinguished  scholars 
appear  on  campus  under  the  Visiting 
Scholars  Program  of  the  Piedmont 
University  Center,  an  inter-institutional 
effort  dedicated  to  the  enrichment  of  the 
offerings  of  the  member  institutions. 
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There  are  also  recitals  in  Whitley 
Memorial  Auditorium  by  members  of  the 
Music  Department  faculty  and  advanced 
students  in  music.  Each  year  before  the 
beginning  of  the  Christmas  holidays,  the 
Elon  Singers  present  Handel's  oratorio, 
Messiah. 


Social  Clubs 

There  are  four  social  clubs  for  men 
students  and  four  for  women.  Fraternities 
include  Tau  Kappa  Epsilon,  lota  Tau 
Kappa,  Kappa  Psi  Nu,  and  Sigma  Phi 
Beta;  sororities  are  Beta  Omicron  Beta, 
Delta  Upsilon  Kappa,  Sigma  Sigma  Sigma, 
and  Pi  Kappa  Tau. 
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Honor  Societies 

Alpha  Chi  The  objective  of  this 
national  scholastic  society  is  the 
stimulation,  development,  and 
recognition  of  scholarship  and  those 
elements  of  character  that  make 
scholarship  effective  for  good.  To  be 
eligible  for  membership,  a  student  must 
be  a  junior  or  senior,  must  be  of  good 
standing,  and  must  have  distinguished 
himself  by  academic  accomplishments  of 
a  high  order. 

Pi  Gamma  Mu  The  North  Carolina 
Alpha  chapter  of  Pi  Gamma  Mu,  National 
Social  Science  Honor  Society,  was 
chartered  in  1929  and  is  one  of  four  in 
North  Carolina.  Pi  Gamma  Mu  is  a 
member  of  the  Association  of  College 
Honor  Societies.  Students  and  faculty 
members  who  attain  distinction  in  the 
social  sciences  at  Elon  are  eligible  for 
nomination  to  membership.  Nominations 
usually  are  made  twice  a  year. 


Service  Organizations 

Alpha  Phi  Omega  This  is  a  national 
Collegiate  Service  Fraternity  which 
presents  a  program  of  leadership, 
friendship  and  service.  Its  membership  is 
composed  of  men  with  a  background  or 
relationship  to  scouting  or  exploring. 
Members  must  qualify  through  service  to 
the  campus  and  continue  this  service  as 
long  as  they  remain  in  the  chapter. 

Circle  K  This  is  a  service  organization 
for  college  students  sponsored  by 
Kiwanis  International. 


Sigma  Mu  Sigma  Men  students  who 
have  shown  evidence  of  campus 
leadership  and  are  willing  to  subscribe  to 
the  principles  of  American  democracy, 
constitutional  government,  and  the 
improvement  of  college  morale  and 
campus  activities  are  eligible  for 
membership  in  this  national  fraternity.  It 
is  governed  by  Masonic  principles. 

Who's  Who 

A  committee  composed  of  members  of 
the  faculty,  administration,  and  student 
body  each  year  elects  students  to  be 
listed  in  the  national  publication  Who's 
Who  in  American  Colleges  and 
Universities.  Selection  is  made  on  the 
basis  of  scholarship,  participation  and 
leadership  in  academic  and 
extracurricular  activities,  citizenship  and 
service  to  the  College,  and  promise  of 
future  usefulness. 

Athletics 

Intramurals  The  purpose  of  the 
intramural  program  is  to  give  all  students 
an  opportunity  for  healthful  activity  and 
recreation.  Men  play  touch  football, 
soccer,  basketball,  volleyball,  tennis, 
table  tennis,  shuffleboard,  softball, 
horseshoes,  bowling,  and  badminton,  and 
have  track  and  field  events.  Women 
participate  in  volleyball,  tennis,  table 
tennis,  basketball,  softball,  archery, 
shuffleboard,  and  badminton. 

Names  of  winning  teams  and  individuals 
are  inscribed  on  permanent  trophies; 
individual  awards  are  given  in 
shuffleboard,  tennis,  and  other  sports. 
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The  Intramural  Council,  composed  of 
representatives  of  all  social  clubs, 
dormitories,  and  the  day  student  group, 
is  an  advisory  group  for  the  Director  of 
Physical  Education  and  his  staff  and 
works  to  promote  the  program. 

The  Women's  Athletic  Association  is  the 
advisory  and  promotional  group  for 
intramural  athletics  for  women.  It  is 
supervised  by  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education  for  Women. 

Intercollegiate  As  a  member  of  the 
Carolinas  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Conference  and  the  National  Association 
of  Intercollegiate  Athletics,  Elon  has 
teams  which  compete  with  teams  from 
other  colleges  in  football,  basketball, 
baseball,  tennis,  golf,  and  track. 
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Student  Organizations 

Class  Organizations  Each  class  has  its 
own  organization  and  elects  its  officers 
and  representatives  to  the  Student 
Government  each  year. 

Alpha  Psi  Omega  Outstanding  students 
in  dramatic  productions  are  invited  to 
join  the  local  chapter  of  this  national 
society. 

Mathatians  Students  who  plan  to  enter 
the  Christian  ministry,  religious 
education,  social  service  or  medical 
missions  form  the  Mathatians,  which 
meets  each  week  for  group  discussions  to 
discuss  special  problems  in  connection 
with  church  vocations  and  to  plan  and 
take  part  in  service  and  field  projects. 


Elon  Band  The  Elon  College  Band  is 
composed  of  three  units:  the  Marching 
Band;  the  Concert  Band;  and  the  stage 
band,  the  Emanons  of  Elon.  One  credit 
hour  a  semester  is  given  for  participation 
in  the  band.  Two  of  the  credit  hours  may 
be  substituted  for  the  requirement  in 
physical  education.  Membership  in  the 
band  is  open  to  all  members  of  the 
student  body. 

"E"  Men's  Club  The  "E"  Men's  Club 
is  the  varsity  athletic  organization.  All 
students  who  have  been  awarded  an  "E" 
for  participation  in  intercollegiate 
athletics  are  members. 

Elon  Players  The  Elon  Players 
organization  is  composed  of  students 
interested  in  writing  and  producing  plays. 
This  group  is  a  member  of  the  North 
Carolina  Dramatic  Association. 

The  Elon  Singers  The  Elon  Singers,  the 
student  mixed  chorus,  present  concerts 
of  sacred  and  secular  music  at  the 
College  and  in  various  communities  in 
North  Carolina  and  other  states  and  sing 
for  College  convocations  and  vesper 
services.  Membership,  which  gives  one 
credit  hour  a  semester,  is  open  to  all 
students. 

Elon  College  Community  Orchestra  The 

College-Community  Orchestra  is  made  up 
of  students  and  townspeople  who  enjoy 
active  participation  in  a  symphonic-type 
musical  organization.  Weekly  rehearsals 
are  held,  with  full-length  concerts  given 
in  the  fall  and  spring  and  other 
appearances  at  such  occasions  as  the 
annual  presentation  of  Handel's  Messiah. 
One  credit  hour  a  semester  is  granted 
student  participants. 
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Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Management  This  is  a  club  open  to  all 
students  in  Business  Administration  or 
related  fields.  Its  purposes  are  to  sponsor 
programs  for  the  betterment  of  all 
students  and  to  promote  the  business, 
social,  and  economic  welfare  of  the 
individual  members  of  this  organization. 

Departmental  Groups  In  addition  to 
the  above-named  organizations  there  are 
the  following  departmental  groups:  The 
Business  Education  Club,  the  French 
Club,  the  German  Club,  the  Ionian 
Society,  the  Physical  Education  Majors 
Club,  the  Spanish  Club,  and  the  Student 
National  Education  Association.  These 
clubs  are  active  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  their  respective  departments. 

Publications 

Elon  Colonnades  This  is  the  College 
literary  magazine.  It  is  written  and 
printed  at  least  once  each  year  by 
students  interested  in  creative 
expression,  both  verse  and  prose.  The 
Colonnades  office  is  located  in  the 
William  S.  Long  Student  Center. 

Maroon  and  Gold  The  class  in 
journalism  publishes  the  College 
newspaper,  Maroon  and  Gold.  Students 
who  do  not  take  journalism  may  write  for 
the  newspaper  as  an  extracurricular 
activity.  Headquarters  for  the  Maroon 
and  Gold  are  located  in  the  William  S. 
Long  Student  Center. 

Phi  Psi  Cli  The  College  Annual  is 
edited  by  members  of  the  student  body. 
Its  name  commemorates  the  three  former 
literary  societies.  The  Phi  Psi  Cli  office  is 
located  in  the  William  S.  Long  Student 
Center. 


Traditional  Events 

Faculty  Reception  A  reception  for  the 
freshman  class  is  held  at  the  President's 
home  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 

Founders  Day  A  convocation  honoring 
the  founders  of  Elon  College  is  held  in 
the  spring  of  each  year. 

Homecoming  Homecoming  takes  place 
in  the  fall,  bringing  back  to  the  campus 
many  former  students.  Entertainment 
includes  a  parade,  a  football  game,  and 
the  homecoming  dance.  Students  take 
great  pride  in  decorating  the  campus  for 
the  occasion.  Awards  are  made  for  the 
best  decorations. 

Parents  Day  At  some  time  during  the 
year  parents  are  invited  to  visit  the 
campus  and  participate  in  several  events 
planned  especially  for  them. 
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General  Regulations 


Registration 

Students  must  register  on  certain 
designated  days  in  September,  January, 
and  February.  Registration  information  is 
made  available  to  all  students. 

Physical  Examination 

Every  new  student  is  required  to  have 
a  physical  examination  prior  to 
registration  and  must  show  evidence  of 
having  taken  polio  shots.  Through  the 
cooperation  of  the  Alamance  County 
Tuberculosis  Association,  every  student 
is  given  a  free  chest  X-ray. 

Classification 

Classifications  are  made  at  the 
beginning  of  the  college  year  in 
September. 

A  sophomore  must  have  removed  all 
entrance  conditions  and  completed  24 
hours  of  work  toward  a  degree. 

A  junior  must  have  completed  54 
semester  hours  and  a  senior  84  semester 
hours  of  work  toward  a  degree. 
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Schedule  of  Studies 

Twelve  hours  of  college  work  are 
considered  the  normal  student  load  for 
freshmen.  The  normal  student  load  for 
upperclassmen  is  considered  to  be  fifteen 
hours  of  college  work. 

During  the  one-month  winter  term,  three 
hours  of  college  work  are  the  normal  load 
for  all  students. 


Auditing  Courses 

Those  who  wish  to  attend  certain 
courses  regularly  without  doing  the 
assigned  preparation  or  receiving  credit 
may  do  so  with  the  approval  of  the 
Registrar.  The  cost  is  $25.00  for  each 
course. 


Change  of  Course 

Registration  is  for  an  entire  course, 
and  a  student  who  begins  a  course  must 
continue  it  except  in  unusual 
circumstances.  Continuous  subjects  must 
be  pursued  to  completion  to  earn  credit 
toward  a  degree.  Unless  the  student  and 
his  adviser  consider  it  essential,  a 
student  should  not  change  his  schedule 
after  registration.  No  course  may  be 
entered  after  10  percent  of  its  scheduled 
class  meetings  have  been  held. 


Dropping  Courses 

There  is  no  cut-off  date  for  official 
withdrawal  from  classes  up  to  the 
beginning  of  examination  period  at  the 
end  of  the  semester.  However,  a  course 
dropped  with  official  permission  of  the 
Registrar  will  be  graded  WP  (passing  at 
time  of  withdrawal)  or  WF  (failing  at  time 


of  withdrawal).  A  course  dropped  without 
official  permission  of  the  Registrar  is 
automatically  graded  WF. 

Probation 

At  least  "C"  average  (grade  point 
average  of  2.00)  is  necessary  to  satisfy 
the  College's  academic  requirements. 
Records  of  students  whose  grades  fall 
below  this  average  in  any  term  are 
reviewed  by  the  Committee  on  Academic 
Standing,  which  may  suspend,  warn,  or 
place  these  students  on  probation. 

Those  on  academic  probation  are 
expected  to  make  a  term  average  of  "C" 
in  their  first  probationary  semester  and  a 
cumulative  average  of  "C"  in  two 
probationary  semesters,  except  that 
beginning  students  who,  despite 
academic  difficulties,  prove  themselves 
capable  of  doing  college  work  are  not 
required  to  achieve  the  cumulative  "C" 
average. 

The  committee  removes  from  probation 
those  who  make  satisfactory  progress 
and  asks  those  who  do  not  show 
adequate  improvement  to  discontinue 
their  studies.  One  academic  term  must 
elapse  before  students  dropped  for 
failure  to  maintain  normal  academic 
progress  are  eligible  for  reinstatement. 
Requests  for  reinstatement  are  sent  to 
the  Director  of  Admissions.  A  student 
who  is  suspended  a  second  time  for 
academic  reasons  is  normally  not 
readmitted  to  the  college  for  further 
study. 

When  a  student  is  suspended,  placed  or 
continued  on  probation,  removed  from 
probation,  or  warned,  he  and  his  parents 
receive  official  notification. 
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Continuance  in  College 

Maintenance  of  a  satisfactory  grade  of 
scholarship  and  evidence  of  the  ability  to 
appreciate  and  to  cooperate  with  the 
ideals  and  standards  of  the  College  are 
necessary  for  continuance  at  Elon. 


Dismissal 

The  College  reserves  the  right  to 
suspend  or  dismiss  any  student  when  it 
believes  such  action  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  College  and/or  the 
student.  This  may  be  done  by  the 


Administrative  Cabinet  of  the  College  in 
executive  session  without  the  necessity  of 
stating  specific  charges  or  reasons. 

Withdrawal 

A  student  who  withdraws  is  expected 
to  confer  with  his  adviser  and  clear 
through  the  offices  of  the  Dean  of 
Students,  the  Dean  of  Instruction,  and 
the  Business  Manager. 
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Absences  From  Class 

Since  students  must  attend  classes 
regularly  in  order  to  derive  maximum 
benefit  from  their  courses,  the  College 
strictly  and  fairly  enforces  rules 
governing  class  absences.  Students  are 
responsible  for  knowing  the  attendance 
regulations.  The  following  is  the  general 
plan  of  the  attendance  regulations: 

Any  student  who  has  excessive  absences 
in  any  class  is  reported  by  the  faculty 
member  to  the  Dean  of  Instruction. 
Members  of  the  counseling  staff  will 
confer  with  the  student.  If  the  absences 
are  not  excusable,  the  student  will  be 
warned,  and  his  parents  and  his  faculty 
adviser  will  be  apprised  of  the  situation. 
If  unwarranted  absences  continue,  the 
Dean  of  Instruction  may  recommend  to 
the  Absence  Committee  that  the  student 
be  suspended  from  the  class  or  from 
the  College. 

Further  details  of  the  attendance 
regulations  are  available  in 
mimeographed  form  and  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Students 
or  the  Office  of  the  Registrar. 


Attendance  at  Religious  and 
Cultural  Events 

All  students  are  encouraged  to  attend 
religious  activities  of  the  College  and 
programs  for  cultural  and  intellectual 
enrichment  offered  on  the  campus. 
Students  who  attend  these  events  may 
receive  academic  credit.  Attendance  at  a 
minimum  of  30  such  events  per  year  will 
earn  one  semester  hour's  credit. 


The  third  and  fourth  hours  earned  will 
count  as  junior-senior  credit  hours. 

Students  attending  these  programs  are 
expected  to  dress  appropriately  and  to 
conduct  themselves  as  ladies  and 
gentlemen. 

A  schedule  of  religious  and  cultural 
events  is  published  weekly. 

Academic  Reports 

Students  are  graded  at  mid-semester 
as  well  as  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 
Mid-semester  grades  serve  as  progress 
reports  and  are  not  entered  on  students' 
permanent  records. 

Dean's  List 

The  purpose  of  the  Dean's  List  is  to 
recognize  and  encourage  excellence  in 
academic  work.  A  student  who  has  an 
average  of  "B"  or  above  in  a  minimum  of 
12  semester  hours  in  any  semester  is 
placed  on  the  Dean's  List  for  the 
following  semester. 

Absence  From  Tests  and 
Examinations 

Students  who  miss  scheduled  tests 
and  examinations  without  excusable 
reasons  may  not  make  up  such 
assignments.  Authorization  to  make  up 
tests  missed  for  excusable  reasons  is 
obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Registrar. 
Authorization  to  make  up  final 
examinations  missed  for  excusable 
reasons  is  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the 
Dean  of  Instruction. 
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Grading  System  and  Quality  Points 

Graduation  is  dependent  upon  quality 
as  well  as  upon  quantity  of  work  done.  A 
student  earns  quality  points  as  well  as 
semester  hours  if  his  level  of 
performance  does  not  fall  below  that  of 
"D." 

Letter  grades  are  used.  They  are 
interpreted  in  the  table  below,  with  the 
quality  points  for  each  hour  of  credit 
shown  at  right.

The  minimum  passing  grade  is  "D." 
Grades  "E"  and  "F"  indicate  failure,  the 
former  conditioned  and  the  latter 
absolute.  The  grade  "E"  carries  with  it 
the  privilege  of  one  re-examination  at  the 
time  appointed  by  the  College.  If  the 
student  removes  the  condition,  the  grade 
is  "D."  The  grades  of  "E"  and  "I"  are 
changed  to  "F"  if  work  is  not  completed 
satisfactorily  within  one  calendar  year  of 
the  time  the  grades  are  given. 

Grades  of  "S"  and  "U"  are  used  only  in 
the  Current  Issues  and  Problems  courses. 
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Grades  of  "A,"  "B,"  "C,"  "D,"  and  "F" 
are  permanent  grades  and  may  not  be 
changed  except  in  case  of  error.  After  an 
instructor  has  certified  a  grade  to  the 
Registrar,  he  may  change  it  before  the 
end  of  the  next  regular  grading  period. 
The  change  must  be  made  in  writing  and 
have  the  written  approval  of  the 
department  chairman. 


Work  at  Other  Institutions 

Students  who  plan  to  take  courses  at 
other  institutions  during  summer 
sessions  or  by  correspondence  must  have 


the  prior  written  permission  of  the 
Registrar.  He  will  give  such  permission 
for  work  only  in  fully  accredited 
institutions  after  receiving  a  written 
statement  from  the  chairman  of  the 
department  in  which  the  student  is 
majoring.  Credit  is  allowed  only  for 
courses  of  college  level  which  also  are 
allowed  toward  graduation  by  the 
institution  conducting  the  summer 
school.  After  completion  of  such  courses, 
the  student  presents  an  official  transcript 
of  his  record  to  the  Registrar.  The 
maximum  credit  permitted  for 
correspondence  instruction  is  twelve 
semester  hours. 
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Requirements 
For  Graduation 


Degree  Requirements 

Elon  College  offers  two  degrees, 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science 
in  Chemistry. 

Basic  requirements  for  these  degrees  are 
a  minimum  of  126  semester  hours  of 
credit,  48  of  which  must  be  taken  in  the 
junior  and  senior  years  and  on  the 
junior-senior  level.  Each  student  must 
have  twice  as  many  quality  points  as 
credit  hours  attempted. 

There  are  a  number  of  specific 
requirements.  These  are: 

1.  Satisfactory  work  in  one  major  subject. 

2.  Completion  of: 

a.  English  111,  113,  211,213 

b.  History,  6  semester  hours 

c.  Religion,  6  semester  hours 

d.  Economics,  Geography,  Political 
Science,  Sociology,  6  semester 
hours 

e.  Fine  Arts  211 

f.  Physical  Education:  any  two  courses 
100  through  114;  and  121 

g.  Electives  recommended  by  the 
major  department. 


3.  Completion  of  one  of  the  following: 

a.  Minimum  of  10  semester  hours  of 
one  foreign  language 

b.  Minimum  of  5  semester  hours  of 
one  foreign  language  and  two 
culture  courses  (to  be  selected  from 
French  341,  German  341,  Spanish 
341,  Foreign  Culture  341) 

c.  Minimum  of  5  semester  hours  in 
each  of  two  foreign  languages 

d.  Minimum  of  8  semester  hours  of 
one  foreign  language  and  one 
culture  course. 

4.  Completion  of  one  of  the  following: 

a.  12  semester  hours  in  Mathematics 

b.  Two  2-semester  courses  in  a  Natural 
Science 

c.  One  2-semester  course  in  each  of 
two  Natural  Sciences 

d.  One  2-semester  course  in  Natural 
Science  and  6  semester  hours  in 
Mathematics 

e.  Three  semesters  of  Mathematics 
and  one  semester  of  science 

f.  Biology  101,  Chemistry  101,  Physics 
101,  Mathematics  101 

g.  Four  semesters  of  Mathematics 
and/or  science,  in  any 
combination,  provided  that  catalog 
requirements  for  all  courses  are  met. 

All  candidates  for  secondary  school 
certification  must  have  two  semesters 
of  laboratory  science  and  at  least  one 
semester  of  Mathematics;  the  last 
semester  may  be  either  in 
Mathematics  or  science.  Candidates 
for  elementary  school  certification 
must  take  Mathematics  115,  and  116 
and  Natural  Science  171,  172. 

5.  One  full  academic  year  of  study  at 
Elon,  including  the  last  term  before 
graduation. 

6.  Participation  in  commencement 
exercises. 
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Students  who  have  not  had  two  years  of 
foreign  language  in  high  school  must 
make  up  this  deficiency  by  taking  the 
first  year  of  a  language  without  credit. 
Those  who  have  had  two  years  of  one 
foreign  language  in  high  school  may  not 
take  an  elementary  course  in  the  same 
language  for  credit.  Those  who  have  had 
two  high  school  units  in  one  foreign 
language  may  undertake  a  second 
language  with  credit.  All  degree 
candidates  must  begin  their  foreign 
language  study  not  later  than  the  first 
semester  of  the  sophomore  year. 

In  the  case  of  students  coming  from 
lands  where  English  is  not  the  native 
tongue,  the  requirements  in  foreign 
language  shall  be  deemed  fulfilled  by 
completion  of  the  general  education 
requirement  in  English. 

Requirements  in  Economics,  Geography, 
Political  Science,  and  Sociology  may  be 
satisfied  by  taking  6  semester  hours  of 
work  in  one  or  two  of  these  fields. 

Physical  Education  must  be  taken  during 
the  first  year.  Students  who  have  had  one 
year  of  active  duty  in  military  service  will 
receive  credit  for  the  Physical  Education 
requirement  (or  the  outstanding  balance 
of  this  requirement)  by  bringing  copy  of 
their  DD-214  Form  to  the  Registrar's 
Office  for  verification.  One  or  two 
semesters  of  band  may  be  substituted  for 
one  or  two  semesters  of  Physical 
Education. 

A  student  has  the  privilege  of  graduating 
under  the  provisions  of  the  catalog  under 
which  he  enters  provided  that  he 
completes  his  course  of  study  within  5 
years.  After  the  interval  of  5  years  his 
credits  will  be  subject  to  review  by  a 
faculty  committee. 


It  is  the  student's  responsibility  to  be 
familiar  with  the  above  requirements  for 
graduation. 

The  Major 

No  later  than  the  beginning  of  the 
junior  year,  each  candidate  for  a 
Bachelor's  degree  must  select  a  major 
from  one  of  the  following  areas: 
Accounting,  Biology,  Business 
Administration,  Business  Education, 
Chemistry,  Economics,  Elementary 
Education,  English,  French,  History, 
Mathematics,  Music,  Philosophy,  Physical 
Education,  Physics,  Political  Science, 
Religion,  Religious  Education,  Social 
Science,  and  Spanish. 

Before  the  beginning  of  the  junior  year, 
the  student  must  complete  at  least  6 
semester  hours  of  "B"  quality  work  in 
the  field  he  chooses  for  his  major; 
otherwise  he  must  have  special 
permission  from  the  head  of  the 
department  before  he  is  accepted  as  a 
major.  More  than  one  major  may  be 
elected.  An  average  grade  of  "C"  in  the 
major  field  is  required  for  graduation. 

All  students  are  encouraged  to  take  6 
semester  hours  in  American  history,  6  in 
European  history,  and  3  in  public 
speaking.  Those  who  plan  graduate  work 
leading  to  the  Ph.D.  degree  should  take 
both  French  and  German. 

No  more  than  12  semester  hours  in  art 
and  applied  music  may  be  credited 
toward  the  Bachelor's  degree. 
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Graduation  With  Honors 

Candidates  for  graduation  with  an 
average  of  3.87  or  more  quality  points 
for  each  credit  hour  are  graduated 
summa  cum  laude;  those  with  3.67  or 


above,  magna  cum  laude;  and  those  with 
3.33  or  above,  cum  laude.  The  average 
for  honors  is  computed  on  all  work 
attempted  in  college  whether  at  Elon  or 
another  institution.

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Department  of  Business 

The  curriculums  of  the  Department  of 
Business  include  the  following  areas  of 
study:  Accounting,  Business 
Administration,  and  Business  Education. 
Each  of  these  areas  of  study  allows  the 
student  to  develop  a  competency  in  a 
special  field  of  interest  within  a  liberal 
arts  framework  and  prepares  him  to  meet 
the  changing  complexities  of  life  and 
leadership  in  the  business  community. 
The  basic  curriculum  required  of  all 
undergraduates  of  the  College  introduces 
the  student  to  the  humanities,  social 
sciences,  physical  and  biological 
sciences,  and  the  fine  arts. 

The  increased  scope  of  government  and 
business  activities  has  greatly  extended 
the  field  of  accounting  and  has  created 
an  unprecedented  demand  for 
accountants  both  in  government  and  in 
industry.  This  curriculum  has  been 
designed  to  meet  that  demand. 

The  business  administration  curriculum 
offers  the  student  an  opportunity  to  study 
all  phases  of  business  operation.  It  is 
particularly  suited  for  (1)  those  students 
who  are  planning  to  operate  their  own 
businesses  and  are  seeking  a  broad 
business  background,  (2)  those  who  are 
preparing  for  positions  in  large 
organizations  with  training  programs  in 
which  specialization  is  taught  after 
employment,  and  (3)  those  who  desire  a 
general  business  background  at  the 
undergraduate  level  prior  to  taking  more 
specialized  graduate  work.  It  meets  the 
requirements  for  advanced  study  in 
professional  schools  of  law, 
merchandising,  economics,  or  public 
administration. 


Teachers  of  business  subjects  at  the 
secondary  level  are  prepared  in  teacher 
training,  which  meets  the  requirements 
of  the  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  for  teaching 
certification.  A  semester  of  practice 
teaching  is  part  of  the  program. 

A  great  deal  of  day-to-day  responsibility 
in  large  offices  is  in  the  hands  of 
secretarial  assistants  and  private 
secretaries  to  top  executives.  Those 
students  in  the  business  education 
curriculum  who  do  not  choose  to  become 
certified  for  teaching  may  take  an 
alternate  set  of  courses  qualifying  them 
to  become  office  administrators. 

Programs  offering  certification  in  the 
business  skill  subjects  are  available  in  a 
one-year  or  two-year  course  of  study. 
These  prepare  students  to  become 
qualified  as  general  office  secretaries.  If 
students  who  complete  these  programs 
elect  to  re-apply  and  continue  in  one  of 
the  four-year  programs,  the  majority  of 
the  previous  coursework  is  credited 
toward  the  degree  in  Business  Education. 

The  Department  of  Business 
Administration  is  located  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  Alamance  Building.  Modern 
calculating  machines  including  an 
electronic  desk  computer,  electric 
typewriters,  dictating  equipment,  and 
copying  machines  are  available  in  the 
laboratories.  Data  processing  equipment 
is  available  on  a  limited  basis  in 
cooperation  with  the  College's  data 
processing  department.  The  laboratories 
are  open  extra  hours  on  certain  evenings 
with  senior  student  assistants  on  duty. 
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Department  of  Economics 

The  economics  major  is  designed  to 
provide  training  for  careers  in  three 
professional  areas:  government, 
education,  and  business.  It  also 
accommodates  the  student  who,  though 
not  particularly  interested  in  strictly 
professional  training,  desires  a  general 
acquaintance  with  social  and  economic 
organization. 

The  quantitative  training  available  for  the 
economics  major,  especially  in  statistics 
courses  and  economics  seminars,  will 
generally  equip  the  student  to  cope  with 
modern  business  managerial  problems. 
For  those  economics  majors  interested  in 
employment  in  government  and 
education,  it  is  desirable  to  contemplate 
at  least  one  year  of  graduate  work. 

Equipment,  such  as  office  machines  and 
calculators,  is  available.  This  enables  the 
economics  major  to  work  with  and  to 
solve  practical  statistical  and  economic 
problems. 


Department  of  Education  and 

Psychology 

The  primary  purposes  of  the 
Department  of  Education  and  Psychology 
are  to  provide  preparation  in  educational 
and  psychological  foundations  and  to 
supervise  student  teaching  experiences 
for  those  students  desiring  to  become 
elementary  or  secondary  public  school 
teachers.  The  Department  directs  these 
students  through  a  Teacher  Education 
Program  approved  by  the  North  Carolina 
State  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
Students  seeking  certification  for 
elementary  teaching  major  in  Elementary 
Education,  while  those  seeking  secondary 


school  certification  major  in  a  subject 
area.  In  addition,  the  Department  offers 
courses  in  Education  and  Psychology 
which  are  available  to  all  students. 

The  Department  has  a  well  equipped 
curriculum  laboratory  which  contains  a 
wide  selection  of  professional  books, 
public  school  textbooks,  workbooks, 
standardized  tests,  audio-visual 
equipment  and  materials,  and  other 
materials  used  in  public  schools. 

Faculty  members  in  the  Department  who 
teach  methods  courses  and  who 
supervise  student  teachers  have  had 
experience  in  teaching  and  in 
administration  in  the  public  schools. 
Members  of  the  Department  serve  on  a 
Teacher  Education  Committee  which 
functions  as  a  study  group  for  the 
Teacher  Education  curriculum  and  as  a 
screening  committee  for  candidates  for  a 
Teacher  Education  Program. 

Department  of  English 

The  purposes  of  the  Department  of 
English  are  to  help  the  student  develop  a 
clear,  forceful,  and  natural  style  of 
writing;  to  introduce  the  student  to  the 
major  literary  types;  to  help  him  relate 
literature  and  the  arts  in  general  to  life 
as  he  knows  it;  and,  finally,  to  lead  him 
to  a  love  of  literature  and  the  arts  by 
increasing  his  capacities  for  critical 
evaluation. 

The  Department  includes  two  programs 
of  study:  one  program  leads  to  the  A.B. 
degree  with  certification  for  teaching  in 
the  secondary  schools;  the  other  program 
emphasizes  the  liberal  arts  and 
culminates  in  the  A.B.  degree.  Related 
areas  of  study  within  the  Department  are 
drama  and  speech. 
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The  Department  is  constantly  expanding 
its  library  holdings  and  is  developing  a 
useful  collection  of  recordings  of  literary 
works.  It  also  makes  use  of  microfilm 
equipment  housed  in  the  new  library  and 
audio-visual  aids  of  various  kinds. 

Mindful  of  the  need  to  keep  abreast  of 
positive  developments  in  the  art  of 
teaching,  the  Department  of  English  has 
instituted  courses  taught  by  team 
teachers  and  in  some  courses  has  begun 
to  adopt  an  inter-disciplinary  approach  to 
literature.  New  courses  in  literature  have 
been  developed  for  the  winter  term  which 
will  be  of  particular  interest  to  the 
advanced  student. 

The  Department  of  English  is  the  largest 
department  at  Elon  College,  and  it 
reaches  all  students  through  its  freshmen 
and  sophomore  courses.  Extensive  study 
in  language  and  literature  prepares  the 
English  major  for  teaching  or  graduate 
work. 
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Department  of  Fine  Arts 

The  Department  of  Fine  Arts,  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  College,  exists  within 
the  framework  of  the  liberal  arts  program 
of  the  College.  All  students  in  the  College 
are  offered  the  opportunity  to  develop 
appreciation,  knowledge,  and  skills  in  the 
visual  arts  and  music.  All  courses  and 
activities  in  these  areas  are  open  to  any 
full-time  student  without  payment  of 
special  fees. 

Elon  does  not  offer  a  major  in  art. 
However,  course  offerings  meet  the 
needs  of  students  who  wish  to  study  art 
as  a  means  of  enhancing  the  appreciation 
and  enjoyment  of  art  as  a  part  of  their 
general  cultural  development,  as  a 
foundation  which  could  serve  as  the 
basis  for  later  specialization,  or  as  an 
avenue  for  personal  self-expression. 
Classroom  and  studio  areas  for  art  study 
are  located  on  the  first  floor  of  Carlton 
Building. 

The  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  with  a  major 
in  music  is  available  to  students  who 
wish  to  make  music  their  profession.  The 
sequence  of  courses  and  activities 
leading  to  the  degree  may  be  chosen  so 
as  to  provide  specialized  training  for 
those  planning  careers  as  performers, 
teachers,  or  directors  of  music  at  all 
levels  in  the  public  schools,  private 
studio  teachers,  or  church  organists  or 
choirmasters,  or  those  wishing  to 
continue  their  professional  education  in 
graduate  school.  Instruction  is  given  in 
all  keyboard,  band,  and  orchestral 
instruments  and  voice,  with  ensemble 
experience  available  in  choir,  band, 
orchestra,  opera,  and  chamber  groups. 

Equipment  for  the  study  and  practice  of 
music  is  excellent.  There  are  three 
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concert  grand  pianos  in  addition  to 
studio  and  practice  instruments;  a 
45-rank  pipe  organ,  with  two  smaller 
organs  soon  to  be  installed;  a  two  manual 
harpsichord;  an  electronic  piano  laboratory 
for  eighteen  students;  stereophonic 
recording  and  sound-reproducing 
equipment;  and  an  excellent  collection  of 
books,  records,  and  scores.  Included 
among  the  latter  are  the  complete  works 
of  such  composers  as  Bach,  Mozart, 
Beethoven,  and  Schubert.  Facilities  for 
music  study  are  in  the  Carlton  Building 
and  in  Whitley  Building,  where  the 
College  auditorium  also  is  located. 

Department  of  Foreign  Languages 

The  purposes  of  the  Department  of 
Foreign  Languages  are  to  develop  an 
improved  understanding  of  the  nature 
and  function  of  language;  ability  to 
understand  and  communicate  with  those 
of  other  tongues;  understanding  and 
command  of  one's  native  tongue;  the 
broadening  of  one's  intellectual  horizons 
together  with  a  deepening  appreciation  of 
one's  own  heritage  through  the  study  of 
another's;  and  sharpened  perception  of, 
and  increased  insight  into,  the  ideological 
differences  between  peoples  and  their 
causes. 

The  Department  offers  courses  leading  to 
majors  in  French  and  Spanish,  with 
additional  study  available  in  German, 
Latin,  and  Greek. 

The  Department  of  Foreign  Languages  is 
housed  on  the  top  floor  of  the  Mooney 
Building.  There  is  a  28-place 
listen-and-respond  laboratory  with  tape 
library  for  aural-oral  work.  Four  classrooms 
are  supplemented  by  a  seminar  room 
housing  a  small  departmental  library  for 
the  convenience  of  staff  and  students. 


The  curriculum  of  the  Department  is 
designed  to  meet  several  needs, 
including  the  training  of  teachers  of 
Romance  languages  and  the  preparation 
of  those  specializing  in  other  fields  for 
graduate  research  or  other  professional 
use  or  for  travel. 


Department  of  Mathematics 

The  Department  of  Mathematics, 
housed  in  the  Duke  Science  Building, 
offers  a  sound  and  contemporary 
curriculum  in  mathematics.  Emphasis  is 
placed  upon  the  areas  of  algebra  and 
analysis,  with  attention  also  given  to 
geometry  and  number  theory.  While  due 
consideration  is  given  to  applications  of 
mathematics,  a  special  effort  is  made  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  theoretical 
aspects  of  mathematics  through  a 
reasonable  amount  of  rigor  and 
abstraction. 

In  addition  to  the  required  courses  in 
mathematics  and  the  general  College 
requirements  for  graduation,  a  student 
majoring  in  mathematics  is  required  to 
take  courses  in  physics  and  is 
encouraged  to  elect  courses  in  other 
natural  sciences,  logic,  statistics, 
economics,  and  further  courses  in 
mathematics.  Upon  completion  of  his 
major  the  student  is  prepared  to  pursue 
graduate  work  in  mathematics  or  to 
assume  one  of  the  many  job 
opportunities  available  in  industry  for 
persons  with  a  knowledge  of  this  subject. 

Through  a  dedicated  staff  the  department 
meets  the  needs  of  a  variety  of  students. 
Special  interests  of  these  staff  members 
include  algebra,  number  theory,  and 
combinatorial  analysis. 
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The  curriculum  is  designed  to 
complement  other  departments  requiring 
particular  courses  in  mathematics. 
Working  in  conjunction  with  the 
Department  of  Education,  the 
Department  of  Mathematics  offers 
courses  required  of  those  students  who 
seek  teaching  certification  at  either  the 
elementary  or  secondary  school  level. 

A  special  topics  course  offered  during  the 
winter  term  affords  the  senior 
mathematics  major  an  opportunity  to 
explore  new  areas  of  mathematics  or  to 
study  in  depth  some  of  the  topics  which 
are  lightly  touched  upon  in  the  regular 
courses. 

Department  of  Natural  Sciences 

The  Department  of  Natural  Sciences 
aims  to  serve  the  entire  student  body. 
The  Department  offers  programs  for 
majors  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
Degree  in  biology,  chemistry,  and 
physics,  and  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
Degree  in  chemistry.  For  persons  not 
majoring  in  the  natural  sciences, 
specially  designed  courses  are  offered  in 
which  a  study  of  fundamental  principles 
is  combined  with  considerations  of  the 
effects  of  science  upon  society.  These 
special  courses,  as  well  as  other  course 
offerings  in  the  natural  sciences,  may  be 
taken  to  satisfy  general  education 
requirements  for  graduation. 

The  Department  is  housed  in  the  Duke 
Science  Building,  with  facilities  for 
physics  being  located  on  the  first  floor, 
those  for  biology  on  the  second  floor,  and 
those  for  chemistry  and  geology  on  the 
third  floor.  Duke  Science  Building  was 


renovated  in  1966;  at  that  time  the  entire 
Department  was  almost  completely 
supplied  with  new  equipment  and 
instrumentation. 

Graduates  in  biology,  chemistry,  and 
physics  are  prepared  to  pursue  graduate 
study,  to  enter  related  industrial  and 
medical  fields,  or,  when  appropriate 
professional  education  courses  are  taken, 
to  teach  in  secondary  school. 

Department  of  Philosophy  and 
Religion 

The  Department  of  Philosophy  and 
Religion  combines  the  concerns  of  the 
humanities  as  a  broad  educational 
discipline  with  the  more  practical  need 
for  trained  and  effective  leaders  in  the 
Christian  Church  and  the  world 
community.  Development  of  critical 
thinking  and  objective  evaluation  is 
stressed  in  presenting  the  content  of 
Western  Christian  and  philosophical 
traditions  and  world  religions.  Questions 
involving  relationships  among  various 
fields  of  knowledge  are  explored  with  a 
view  to  making  educational  experiences 
meaningful  and  relevant.  Special  effort  is 
made  to  help  the  individual  student  to 
develop  a  well  examined  philosophy  of 
life. 

The  Department  offers  the  following 
majors:  philosophy,  religion,  and 
religious  education.  Each  of  these  is 
designed  to  prepare  the  student  for 
graduate  studies  in  the  special  area  of 
his  choice.  Graduating  majors  pursue 
such  varied  careers  as  law,  medicine, 
counseling,  personnel  and  social  work, 
teaching,  and  church-related  vocations.

In  addition  to  his  special  academic 
training,  each  member  of  the  teaching 
staff  has  had  practical  experience  serving 
in  religious  and  social  institutions.  This 
experience  enables  him  to  promote  the 
combined  objectives  of  the  department 
and  to  assist  students  in  making  their 
vocational  choices. 

By  means  of  seminars  and  supervised 
field  work,  students  are  introduced  to 
some  of  the  activities,  situations,  and 
problems  with  which  they  will  be  dealing 
in  pursuing  their  chosen  vocations. 

Department  of  Physical  Education 

A  major  purpose  of  the  Department  of 
Physical  Education  is  to  organize  and 
administer  the  programs  of  physical 
education  and  intramural  sports  open  to 
all  students.  In  addition,  it  administers 
those  curricula  designed  for  students 
who  wish  to  become  teachers  of  health 
and  physical  education,  to  coach  athletic 
teams,  and  to  become  directors  of 
intramural  and  interscholastic  athletic 
programs. 

Physical  education  courses  are  required 
of  all  students  as  a  part  of  the  general 
education  requirements  of  the  College. 
These  courses  provide  the  student  with 
basic  rules  and  skills  of  a  number  of 
games  and  activities,  and  emphasize 
proper  health  habits  and  attitudes. 


The  major  in  physical  education  receives 
training  and  instruction  in  theory, 
methods,  organization,  and 
administration  of  games,  recreational 
activities,  and  athletic  programs. 
Emphasis  is  also  placed  upon  the 
principles  of  hygiene,  the  study  of  human 
anatomy  and  physiology  as  related  to 
exercise  and  personal  health  problems, 
and  the  physical  growth  and  development 
of  the  human  organism. 

The  Alumni  Memorial  Gymnasium  seats 
4250  for  basketball  games,  and  it  has 
25,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  for 
offices,  classrooms,  dressing  and  shower 
rooms  for  both  men  and  women,  laundry 
room,  storage  room,  and  a  playing  area 
large  enough  for  three  intramural 
basketball  games  to  be  played  at  the 
same  time. 

An  annex  to  the  gymnasium  provides 
additional  facilities  for  physical  education. 
Included  in  the  annex  are  an  olympic-size 
indoor  swimming  pool,  additional 
classrooms,  offices,  physical  education 
basketball  court,  weight  training  room, 
handball  court  and  a  wrestling  room. 

Outdoor  athletic  fields  have  adequate 
space  for  football,  baseball,  soccer,  and 
track. 
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Department  of  Social  Sciences 

The  Department  of  Social  Sciences 
offers  a  variety  of  liberal  arts  studies 
designed  to  provide  a  broader  intellectual 
and  cultural  background  for  all  students. 
For  interested  students,  majors  in  history 
and  political  science,  and  courses  leading 
to  secondary  school  certification  in 
history  and  the  social  sciences  are 
available.  Geography  and  sociology  are 
related  subject  areas.  Classroom 
lectures,  field  trips,  visiting  scholars, 
visual  aids,  symposia,  and  small 
discussion  groups  are  utilized  in  the 
instructional  program.  Classes  are 
conducted  in  well  equipped  classrooms 
and  in  a  seminar  room  especially 
designed  and  furnished  for  the 
Department. 

As  an  innovation  in  teaching  procedure 
whereby  the  students  receive  individual 
attention  and  assistance,  the  Department 
has  instituted  a  lecture-seminar  approach 
in  some  classes.  In  these  classes,  two 


hours  each  week  are  given  over  to 
lectures.  For  the  third  hour  the  large 
group  is  divided  into  small  discussion 
seminars  led  by  an  assistant  under  the 
supervision  of  the  instructor. 

Advanced  students  are  encouraged  to  do 
independent  study  and  research  in 
special  courses  planned  for  the  intensive 
study  of  selected  topics  and  historical 
periods.  During  the  winter  term,  qualified 
students  are  given  the  opportunity  for 
study  in  England.  Courses  offered  abroad 
permit  the  student  to  visit,  examine,  and 
assess  the  political,  economic,  and  social 
processes  of  modern  Britain  and  how 
they  came  to  be. 

Graduate  majors  from  this  department 
are  prepared  for  a  variety  of  fields  of 
employment  as  well  as  for  further  studies 
in  graduate  schools. 

Department  of  Home  Economics 

Home  Economics  courses  are  planned 
toward  meeting  the  needs  of  any  student 
who  is  concerned  with  the  improvement 
of  contemporary  family  living. 

Clothing  selection  and  construction, 
housing  and  home  furnishings,  food 
preparation  and  service,  family  relations, 
and  child  development  are  areas  in  which 
the  student  may  focus  his  study. 

This  non-major  department  offers 
electives  to  all  students  interested  in  an 
opportunity  to  survey  the  cultural  and 
practical  values  which  can  be  derived 
from  homemaking-education  courses. 

The  Home  Economics  Department, 
housed  on  the  third  floor  of  Alamance 
Building,  consists  of  a  lecture  room,  a 
foods  laboratory,  a  clothing  laboratory, 
and  a  living-dining  room. 
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Elon  College  is  accredited  by

Profile  of  Elon 

To  make  possible  ever-widening  and 
enriching  opportunities  in  higher 
education,  Elon  College  has  created 
effective  academic  programs,  attracted  a 
good  faculty,  and  established  a  sound 
basis  for  financial  operations. 

The  College  operates  on  the  4-1-4 
calendar,  which  provides  a  four-month 
fall  semester  ending  prior  to  Christmas 
holidays,  a  one-month  winter  term,  and  a 
four-month  spring  semester.  During  the 
one-month  term,  the  student  takes  only 
one  course,  and  the  professor  teaches 
one  course.  Thus,  there  is  opportunity  for 
concentrated  work,  innovative  teaching, 
and  intensive  study. 

The  impact  of  the  institution  is  apparent. 
Each  year  students  from  more  than 
twenty-five  states  and  several  foreign 
countries  study  at  Elon.  Teachers, 
doctors,  ministers,  lawyers,  and  people  in 
other  professions  who  are  Elon  alumni 
serve  in  almost  every  part  of  the  country. 
Their  contributions  as  responsible, 
productive  citizens  are  especially 
noteworthy. 

Although  Elon  takes  justifiable  pride  in 
its  many  significant  accomplishments,  it 
recognizes  a  pressing  need  for  continuing 
study  and  re-evaluation  of  its  objectives 
and  requirements. 

Having  experienced  remarkable 
accomplishment  the  College  is  continuing 
its  development  to  help  meet  its  stated 
objectives.  The  future  of  industry, 
government,  education,  and  religion 
depends  on  highly  educated  leadership, 
and  Elon  College  will  continue  to  strive 
to  provide  this  type  of  education.

STUDY  COMMITTEE  RESULTS 

During  this  past  academic  year, 
students  and  faculty  members  worked 
together  to  study  the  total  curriculum 
of  the   College,  including  the  grad- 
uation requirements,  the  major 
requirements,  and  the  course  offerings 
within  each  department.   As  a  result 
of  this  study,  changes  in  general 
education  requirements  have  been 
approved,  the  requirements   for  the 
completion  of  majors  have  changed, 
and  course  offerings  have  been  revised. 
All  of  these  changes  will  result  in 
allowing  each  student  more  flexibility 
in  his  four-year  program  and  in 
pursuing  further  his  particular  area  of 
interest.   Included  in  the  curriculum 
revisions  are  the  addition  of  some  new 
courses  which  will  be  of  particular 
interest  to  students. 


Geology   101.     Basic   Concepts   in 
Geology  —  4  semester  hours. 
A  topics  approach  which  includes  the 
nature   and   origin   of  rocks   and 
minerals  :  origins  of  mountains  ;  soil 
development;   evolution   of   the    land- 
scape.    3    class   hours.   3    laboratory 
hours. 

Mathematics    113.     Topics   and 
Applications  of  Finite  Mathematics  — 

3  semester  hours.    A  course  designed 
as    a   service    course    to    other    depart- 
ments and  to  fulfill  partially  the 
general   mathematics-science   require- 
ment of  the  College.   Topics  have  been 
chosen  which  lend  themselves  most 
easily  to  applications   in  other  dis- 
ciplines.   Topics  covered  include 
progressions,  matrices  and  deter- 
minants, linear  systems,  permutations, 
combinations,   probability,   and   the 
binomial  expansion.

BUDGET  PAYMENT  PLANS 

A  deferred  credit  program  designed 
by  Education  Funds,  Inc.,  of  Chicago, 
Illinois,    enables    parents    to    meet 
college  costs  in  monthly  installments. 
The  parent  may  establish  a  line  of 
credit  upon  which  he  draws  for  tuition, 
room  and  board,  fees,  and  any  other 
educational   expenses.     This    line   of 
credit  may  cover  from  one  to  four 
years  of  education  and  can  be 
completely  protected  by  life  and 
disability  insurance,  offered  at  group 
rates.    Insurance,  if  elected,  becomes 
effective  as  soon  as  a  line  of  credit 
is  established.   However,  no  repayment 
is  required  until  EFI's  disbursement 
exceeds  one  full  payment.    For 
additional  information,   write   either 
the   College   business  office   or   EFI 
Management    Corporation,    36    S.

Also,  a  convenient  monthly  payment 
plan   is  being  offered   through   EFI

commences  April  1,  and  cost  is  $20.

RENOVATION 


Whitley   Memorial  Auditorium  has 
undergone  a    complete  renovation 
during  the  summer  months.    For 
almost  fifty  years  Whitley  has  pro- 
vided   the    College    and    community    a 
place  for  assemblies,  meetings, 
concerts,  and  other  cultural  events.    It 
was  the  only  meeting  place  for  Elon 
College  Community  Church  for  many 
years.    The  renovation   has  restored 
much  of  the  original  beauty  and 
elegance  of  this  proud  campus  land- 
mark which  was  built  after  the  fire  of 
1923.    Until  this  time,  no  major 
improvements  had  been  made  in  the 
building  since  its  initial  construction. 


The    renovation,    which    was   made 
possible   through   the   recently  com- 
pleted   E4    Fund  Campaign,  has 
brought    to    Whitley    Memorial 
Auditorium  a  new  look  with   fresh 
plaster  and  paint,  modern  wiring 
throughout  the  building,    up-graded 
sound    amplification,    improved   light- 
ing for  the   house  and   stage  areas, 
music  studios,  and  faculty  offices.    The 
new    look    also   features    beautifully 
carpeted   aisles   and   a   predominantly 
gold  master  curtain    on    which  the 
college   colors  are    blended    with    a 
symbolic   "E." 

Individual,  theatre-type,    cushioned 
seats  have  been  installed  on  the  main 
level  and  in  the  balcony.    The  color 
scheme  of  the  tiled  floor  complements 
the  burnished    gold    walls    and  the 
natural  wood  tones  of  the  auditorium. 

Our  president,  Dr.  J.  E.  Danieley,  has 

said :  "We  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to 
those  who  made  the  building  possible 
in  the  20' s  and  again  to   those  who 
have    made   this  renovation  possible- 
through  gifts  to  the  E4  Fund."    Our 
gratitude  will  surely  be  aroused  again 
and  again    as   we    gather  in   this 
revitalized   social,   cultural,   and 
religious  center  of  our  campus.

Elon  College  was  one  of  fifteen  senior 
colleges  participating  in  a  Statewide 
Institute    for   Undergraduate    Cur- 
ricular   Reform,    held   at    Cullowhee. 
North  Carolina,   on  the   campus  of 
Western    Carolina   University.     The 
Institute   was    formally   opened   by 
Governor   Robert    Scott  who  hailed   it 
as  "an  exciting  venture"  and  declared 
that  "no  state  has  ever  taken  a  com- 
parable  step."    Prominent   American 
academicians   served   as    discussion 
leaders   and  consultants  during  the 
three   weeks  of  intensive  examination 
of  problems,  innovations  and  redefini- 
tions of  educational  programs.    Five 
representatives,    including   students, 
faculty  and  administrators,  from  each 
of  the   fifteen  colleges   attended  the 
Curricular   Institute   at    Cullowhee. 


Those  attending  from  Elon  were  Dr. 
Robert  Delp,  Mrs.  Janie  Brown,  Mr. 
Bill  Griggs,  Dean  Fletcher  Moore, 
and  Dr.  Theo  Strum. 

During  the  next  two  summers,  similar 
institutes   will  be  held   for  the   re- 
maining senior   colleges   in  North 
Carolina. 

Following   the    three   weeks    at 
Cullowhee,    an    eighteen    member 
committee,    named   the    Presidential 
Commission,    under  the    direction  of 
Dr.  Robert  Delp,  spent  four  weeks  of 
study  of  the  Elon  College  curriculum. 
This  committee  was  composed  of  the 
following    faculty    and    students: 
Professors  Wesley  Alexander,  Eloise 
Baynes,  Allen   Sanders,  Dr.   George 
Troxler,  Dr.    Robert    Blake,   Dr. 
Raghavendra   Rao,  Dr.  Ben  Williams.

He  received  his  master's  degree  from 
the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
where  he  was  a  graduate  assistant 
teaching  freshmen,  after  which  he 
went  to  Columbia  University  to  receive 
his  doctor's  degree  in  education.    At 
Columbia  he  was  a  research  assistant 
in  the  Department  of  School  Admin- 
istration and  a  recipient  of  the 
President's  Scholarship. 

Dr.  Young  studied  further  at 
Appalachian  State  Teachers  College, 
East  Carolina  College,  and  the 
University  of  Virginia,  and  did 
additional  study   in  planning   and 
business  systems. 

He   served   for    six   months   on   active 
duty  in  the  Army  in  1958. 

Other  than  his  positions  in  Burlington, 
Lynchburg  and  in  Richmond,  he  was  a 
teacher  at  Micaville  High  School  for 
one  year,  principal  at  Enfield  for  two 
years,  and  assistant  superintendent  of 
Halifax  County  Schools  for  three  years 
before  joining  the  Burlington  system. 

While  in  Burlington,  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Kiwanis  Club  and  the  Com- 
munity Council,  served  in  various 
capacities  with  United  Fund,  and  was 
named  to  "Outstanding  Young  Men 
of  America."    He  also  was  on  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Alamance 
County  Mental  Health  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, president  of  the  county's 
Community  Action  Program,  and  was 


an  adult  Sunday  School  teacher  and 
senior  deacon  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church. 

In  Lynchburg,  he  was  on  the  city's 
Beautif  ication  Commission,  was  a 
director  of  the  city's  Sheltered 
Workshop,  a  director  in  Junior 
Achievement,  a  Rotarian,  and  a 
deacon  in  the  Peakland  Baptist 
Church. 

In  Richmond,  Dr.  Young  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Administration  of 
the  River  Road  Baptist  Church. 

As  chairman  of  the  Governor's  Task 
Force  on  the  reorganization  of 
finances  for  public  education  in 


Virginia,  the  1972  Virginia  General 
Assembly  adopted  initial  recom- 
mendations which  resulted  in  a  $30 
million  initial  increase  in  support  for 
public  education  in  the  less  wealthy 
school  districts  of  Virginia. 

The  Task  Force's  1974-76  biennial 
budget,  which  approached  $1  billion, 
was  presented  to  the  State  Board  of 
Education  in  July,  enabling  Dr.  Young 
to  complete  his  responsibilities  in  this 
area  before  coming  to  North  Carolina 
to  assume  the  office  of  President  of 
Elon  College  on  August  1. 

The  community  is  proud  to  welcome 
Dr.  J.  Fred  Young  as  the  seventh 
president  of  Elon  College.

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Introduction 

Aims  and  Objectives 

The  Charter  of  Elon  College  states, 
"The  objects  of  the  corporation  are  to 
provide  equipment  and  facilities 
necessary  to  the  well-being  and 
success  of  a  college  offering  Christian 
training  and  instruction  in  the  liberal 
arts,  sciences  and/or  any  specific  field 
of  higher  education  and  learning  that 
may  appear  expedient  or  useful ..." 

As  a  church-related  college,  Elon 
College  believes  that  it  is  its 
responsibility  to  promote  the  church 
vocations  as  well  as  to  offer  instruction 
designed  to  provide  a  thorough  and 
sound  pre-theological  education. 

Historically  the  College  has  played  a 
significant  role  in  teacher  education.  A 
program  of  instruction  and  experiences 


designed  to  prepare  teachers  for 
elementary  and  secondary  schools 
continues  to  be  a  major  objective  of  the 
College. 

Elon  College  senses  a  definite 
responsibility  to  the  community  in 
which  it  is  located  and  seeks  to  provide 
cultural  and  educational  opportunities 
for  the  citizens  of  the  area. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  charter,  it  is  the  aim  of  Elon  College 
to  help  each  student  to  acquire: 

1 .  A  philosophy  of  life  which  is  founded 
upon  and  motivated  by  the  beliefs 
and  spiritual  values  of  the  historic 
Christian  Church,  and  which  will  be 
reflected  throughout  his  life  in  terms 
of  high  ethical  standards, 
wholesome  attitudes,  and  significant 
religious  insights  and  devotion. 

2.  An  understanding  of  his 
responsibilities  and  rights  as  a 
citizen  in  a  democratic  culture,  a 
recognition  of  the  intrinsic  worth  of 
other  individuals,  and  an  intelligent 
awareness  of  world  cultures, 
conditions,  events,  and  issues. 

3.  A  love  of  learning  sufficient  to 
promote  his  continued  intellectual 
and  cultural  growth  which  comes 
out  of  sharing  in  an  invigorating 
intellectual  and  cultural  climate 
during  his  college  career. 

4.  A  basic  knowledge  in  the 
humanities,  natural  sciences,  and 
social  sciences,  and  an  appreciation 
of  the  mutual  relationships  existing 
among  these  areas. 

5.  An  understanding  of  the  content  and 
an  achievement  of  competence  in 
the  procedures  of  at  least  one  field 
of  knowledge  as  preparation 
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sufficient  for  graduate  or 
professional  study. 

6.  The  ability  to  think  critically, 
logically,  and  creatively,  and  to 
communicate  effectively  by  means 
of  the  written  and  spoken  language. 

7.  A  sensibility  to  esthetic  values 
through  experience  and  study  in  the 
fine  arts  and  through  opportunity  to 
develop  competence  and 
excellence  in  the  performing  arts. 

8.  A  knowledge  of  the  principles  of 
health  and  physical  fitness,  and 
skills  useful  for  participation  in 
wholesome  recreational  activities. 


9.  A  recognition  of  his  abilities  and 
aptitudes  through  counseling  and 
guidance  in  the  choice  of  an 
appropriate  vocation. 

Faculty 

Faculty  members  of  Elon  College  are 
dedicated  teachers,  chosen  because  of 
their  academic  preparation,  individual 
initiative,  and  potential  for 
development.  The  educational 
background  of  the  faculty  is 
represented  by  undergraduate  and 
graduate  degrees  from  many 
outstanding  institutions.  Elon  has  a 
good  faculty  which  is  devoted  to  its 
task. 
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History 

Eton  College  was  chartered  on 
March  11,  1889,  "to  afford  instruction 
in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences."  Its 
establishment  was  the  result  of 
determination  on  the  part  of  the 
Christian  Church  to  have  a  school 
which  would  prepare  young  people  for 
leadership  in  the  churches. 

The  Christian  Church  was  formed  in 
1794  by  the  Reverend  James  O'Kelly 
and  a  group  of  dissenters  from  the 
Methodist  Church  who  organized  the 
first  democratically  governed  church  to 
arise  on  American  soil  and  named  it 
"Christian,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  party 
and  sectarian  names." 

Two  schools  were  forerunners  of  Elon 
College:  The  Graham  College 
established  in  1851  as  Graham 
Institute,  at  Graham,  North  Carolina; 
and  the  Suffolk  Collegiate  Institute, 
established  in  1872  at  Suffolk,  Virginia. 
The  Southern  Christian  Convention,  in 
an  extraordinary  session  in  Graham, 
North  Carolina,  in  1888  voted  to 
establish  a  college.  The  name  "Elon", 
the  Hebrew  word  for  oak,  was  selected 
for  the  institution,  which  opened  its 
doors  in  1890  with  108  students. 

In  1931,  the  Christian  Church  merged 
with  the  Congregational  Churches  to 
form  the  Congregational  Christian 
denomination.  The  Congregational 
Christian  Churches  merged  with  the 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  in 
1957  to  form  the  United  Church  of 
Christ.  The  Southern  Convention  of 
Congregational  Christian  Churches 
supported  the  College  until  the 
formation  of  the  Southern  Conference 
of  the  United  Church  of  Christ  in  1965. 
Elon  is  presently  affiliated  with  this 
Conference. 


In  recent  years  great  strides  have  been 
made  by  the  College  to  improve  the 
physical  plant  in  order  to  provide 
additional  facilities;  to  enrich  and 
strengthen  its  academic  program;  and 
to  give  increased  emphasis  and 
meaning  to  its  role  as  a  Christian 
college  that  Elon  College  may  give 
even  greater  opportunities  and  render 
greater  service  to  the  young  men  and 
women  who  seek  to  further  their 
education  at  the  College. 

Campus  and  Buildings 

The  Elon  campus  is  beautiful, 
spacious,  and  rich  in  stalwart  native 
oak  trees.  Shrubbery,  concrete  and 
brick  walks,  driveways,  and  a  massive 
brick  wall,  enclosing  twenty-five  acres 
of  the  campus,  contribute  to  its 
attractive  appearance. 

The  campus  is  designed  and  equipped 
to  serve  its  living  and  learning 
community.  Buildings  housing  the 
classrooms  and  laboratories  have  been 
extensively  renovated  and  new 
equipment  and  furniture  have  been 
provided.  The  McEwen  Dining  Hall, 
William  S.  Long  Student  Center,  Iris 
Holt  McEwen  Library,  Harper  Center, 
and  nine  dormitories  have  been 
completed  since  1956.  Completed  in 
1970  were  a  new  office-classroom 
building,  and  a  new  physical  education 
facility,  which  includes  an  olympic-size 
swimming  pool.  The  present  living  and 
dining  facilities  serve  a  resident  student 
body  of  approximately  1 ,000. 
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Travel  Information 

Visitors  to  the  College  are  welcome 
at  all  times.  The  administrative  offices 
are  open  Monday  through  Friday  from 
8  A.M.  until  5  P.M.  The  admissions 
office  hours  on  Saturday  are  from  8:00 
A.M.  until  12:00  noon.  Administrative 
officers  and  members  of  the  faculty  are 
available  at  other  times  by  appointment 
made  in  advance. 

Elon  College  is  in  the  town  of  Elon 
College,  N.C.,  a  community  adjacent  to 
Burlington,  17  miles  east  of 


Miami  • 


Greensboro,  and  64  miles  west  of 
Raleigh.  It  is  on  the  North  Carolina 
division  of  the  Southern  Railway  and  is 
accessible  to  air  line  services  at 
Greensboro.  It  is  also  served  by  the 
Carolina  Coach  Company,  which 
affords  bus  services  to  all  parts  of  the 
country,  and  by  Burlington  city  buses, 
which  pass  the  campus  each  hour.  The 
telegraph  address  is  Burlington  and  the 
College  is  served  by  the  Burlington 
telephone  exchange.  The  number  is 
584-9711,  Area  Code  919. 
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Scholastic  Sessions 

The  College's  regular  session  is 
divided  into  a  4-1-4  calendar.  The  fall 
semester  is  a  four-month  term,  ending 
prior  to  Christmas  holidays,  followed  by 
a  one-month  winter  term  and  a  four- 
month  spring  term.  It  also  offers 
evening  classes  on  a  regular  basis  and 
a  summer  school  session  of  two  terms 
of  five  weeks  each. 

Evening  Classes 

In  1948  adult  education  classes  were 
initiated,  primarily  for  teachers  in  the 
Elon  College  area.  Four  years  later 
courses  for  veterans  were  begun,  and 
in  1954  the  College  established 
evening  classes  on  a  regular  basis, 
offering  the  regular  liberal  arts 
program.  Classes  are  scheduled  in 
accordance  with  student  demand. 

Summer  School 

The  Summer  School  offers  courses 
for  regular  students  and  for  recent  high 
school  graduates  who  wish  to 
accelerate  completion  of  the  four-year 
college  program,  and  professional 
training  for  public  school  teachers  who 
wish  further  study  for  purposes  of 
certification  or  toward  the  bachelor's 
degree. 

The  Summer  School  is  an  integral  part 
of  the  instructional  program  of  the 
College,  and  courses  are  carefully 
selected  from  those  taught  in  the 
regular  academic  sessions.  Instruction 
is  by  regular  members  of  the  faculty. 

There  are  two  summer  terms  of  five 
weeks  each,  and  students  may  attend 
either  one  term  or  both  terms.  Six 
semester  hours  are  considered  a  full 
course  load  for  each. 


In  general,  admission  and  degree 
requirements,  administrative 
regulations,  student  self-government 
and  honor  system,  although  subject  to 
some  modification  in  the  summer,  are 
basically  the  same  for  the  Summer 
School  as  for  the  regular  sessions. 

Special  Summer  Programs 

Elon  College  Music  Festival 

Instrumental  Methods  are  taught  junior 
and  senior  high  school  students  and 
band  directors.  The  Festival  is  held 
annually  in  June. 

Programs  for  In-Service  Elementary 
Teachers 

A  two  weeks'  session  in  Mathematics 
and  a  two  weeks'  session  in 
Communication  Skills  are  offered  these 
teachers. 

All-Sports  Camps 

Basketball,  football,  tennis,  and 
swimming  camps  are  held  for 
elementary,  junior,  and  senior  high 
school  students. 
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Admission 
Admission  Procedures 

Students  desiring  to  enter  Elon 
should  write  to  the  Director  of 
Admissions  for  an  application  form.  A 
full  statement  of  the  student's  high 
school  record  and  the  recommendation 
of  the  principal  or  the  guidance  director 
is  obtained  by  the  College.  Admission 
to  the  College  is  based  on  (a)  the  high 
school  record  with  emphasis  on  the 
student's  rank  in  class  or  previous 
college  work  in  the  case  of  transfer 
students,  (b)  the  recommendations,  (c) 
scores  on  tests  administered  by  the 
high  school,  and  (d)  scores  on  the 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  of  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board.  The 
College  recommends  personal 
interviews  with  the  Director  of 
Admissions. 


A  student  applying  for  admission  for 
the  fall  semester  should  have  his 
completed  application  submitted  to  the 
College  by  March  1.  A  student  applying 
for  admission  for  the  spring  semester 
should  have  his  completed  application 
submitted  by  December  1 .  The 
completed  application  should  be 
returned  to  the  Admissions  Office, 
accompanied  by  an  application  fee  of 
ten  dollars,  which  is  not  refundable. 
Upon  notice  of  acceptance,  a  deposit 
of  fifty  dollars  is  due.  In  order  to 
reserve  a  dormitory  room,  a  student 
pays  a  room  reservation  fee  of 
seventy-five  dollars.  Acceptance  fees 
and  total  room  reservation  fees  are  not 
refundable  for  the  fall  semester  after 
May  1 ,  and  for  the  spring  semester 
after  December  15  except  upon  a 
doctor's  certificate  of  inability  to  enter. 
After  May  1 ,  $25  of  the  fall  room 
deposit  is  refundable  to  August  1 . 
Acceptance  and  room  reservation  fees 
are  applied  to  the  student's  account 
when  he  enters  school.

Entrance  Requirements 

For  admission  to  Elon  College  as  a 
candidate  for  a  degree,  the  applicant 
must  be  a  graduate  of  an  accredited 
four-year  high  school  and  must  satisfy 
the  Committee  on  Admissions  and 
Credits  as  to  his  intellectual,  physical, 
emotional,  social,  and  moral  fitness  to 
undertake  the  academic  work  at  the 
College. 

Admission  to  freshman  status  and 
degree  candidacy  requires  secondary 
school  work  in  the  following  subject 
matter  areas  and  no  fewer  than  the 
following  number  of  units  in  these 
areas:  English,  4;  one  foreign 
language,  2;  mathematics,  2;  history,  1; 
and  science,  1.  Two  units  in  algebra  or 
one  each  in  algebra  and  plane 
geometry  satisfy  the  mathematics 
requirement.  Additional  units  will  be 
accepted  from  the  following  areas,  with 
the  number  in  a  given  area  not  more 
than  that  indicated:  Bible,  2;  economics 
or  social  science,  1;  English,  4;  French, 
2;  German,  2;  history,  4;  Latin,  4; 
mathematics,  4;  music,  1;  science,  4; 
Spanish,  2;  vocational  subjects,  3. 

No  credit  toward  the  foreign  language 
requirement  is  allowed  for  fewer  than  2 
units  of  a  foreign  language. 

Entrance  Examinations 

Applicants  for  admission  to  Elon 
College  are  required  to  submit  their 
scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test 
of  the  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board. 

The  Scholastic  Aptitude  and 
Achievement  tests  are  given  at  testing 
centers  throughout  the  United  States 
and,  upon  sufficient  notice,  in  foreign 
countries  on  designated  dates  in 


November,  December,  January, 
March,  May,  and  July.  Advanced 
Placement  tests  are  given  at  the 
testing  centers  in  May. 

The  Scholastic  Aptitude  test  is 
scheduled  for  morning,  and  it  is 
recommended  that  applicants  wishing 
to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  summer 
or  fall  semester  take  the  test  in 
November  or  December,  preferably  in 
November. 

The  applicant  should  have  test  results 
sent  directly  to  the  College. 

The  student  should  write  directly  to  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board, 
P.O.  Box  592,  Princeton,  N.J.,  for  the 
Bulletin  of  Information,  which  contains 
an  application  blank,  lists  of  testing 
centers  and  dates,  and  rules  on 
applications,  fees,  reports,  and  the 
conduct  of  testing. 

Acceptance  On  Condition 

Students  who  have  been  graduated 
from  a  secondary  school  but  do  not 
meet  the  requirements  in  subject 
matter  areas  and  units  may  be 
accepted  on  condition.  The  maximum 
deficiency  is  two  units  and  must  be 
removed  at  Elon  before  the  beginning 
of  the  sophomore  year.  Students 
entering  with  a  deficiency  may  not  be 
able  to  complete  degree  requirements 
in  eight  regular  semesters. 

Special  Students 

The  College  admits  a  limited  number 
of  special  students.  These  include: 

1 .  Those  who  wish  only  private 

instruction  in  the  Department  of  Fine 
Arts.  They  are  admitted  if  instructors 
are  able  to  schedule  lessons  for 
them. 
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2.  Persons  21  years  of  age  or  older 
who  are  not  high  school  graduates 
or  candidates  for  a  degree  but  wish 
to  take  class  work.  Such  applicants 
are  accepted  on  the  basis  of 
maturity,  seriousness  of  purpose, 
and  background  sufficient  to  do  the 
class  work  desired.  Techniques  for 
measuring  these  criteria  are 
determined  by  departmental 
chairmen,  who  report  their  findings 
and  recommendations  to  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  and 
Credits. 

3.  College  graduates  who  are 
interested  in  study  at  the  College. 
They  are  admitted  if  they  fulfill  the 
requirements  for  admission  to  the 
desired  courses. 

Advanced  Placement 

Applicants  for  admission  to  freshman 
status  may  be  placed  in  advanced 
classes  in  fields  in  which  they  have 
demonstrated  superior  ability  and 
understanding.  This  is  done  by  the 
Dean  of  the  College  upon 
recommendation  of  the  departmental 
chairmen. 

Elon  participates  in  the  Advanced 
Placement  program  of  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board.  Through 
satisfactory  achievement  in  Advanced 
Placement  tests,  freshmen  may 
receive  a  limited  amount  of  credit  or 
advanced  placement  in  the  following 
fields:  biology,  chemistry,  English, 
history,  Latin,  mathematics,  and 
physics. 

Applicants  who  seek  advanced 
placement  should  submit  an 
application  form,  write  the  Dean  of  the 
College  at  an  early  date  that  they  wish 
advanced  placement,  and  arrange  with 


the  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board  for  the  Advanced  Placement 
tests. 

Credit  by  Examination 

Elon  participates  in  the  College 
Level  Examination  Program  of  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 
Credit  may  be  obtained  in  the  following 
fields:  Accounting,  Biology,  Chemistry, 
Economics,  English,  History, 
Mathematics,  and  Psychology.  Credit 
by  departmental  examinations  may 
also  be  obtained. 

Applicants  who  seek  credit  by 
examination  should  write  to  the  Dean 
of  Instruction  for  further  details. 

Admission  Requirements  for 
Transfer  Students 

A  student  wishing  to  transfer  to  Elon 
College  must  be  able  to  meet 
admission  requirements  in  effect  at  the 
time  of  his  application  and  to  provide 
proof  of  his  eligibility  to  return  to  the 
institution  from  which  he  is  transferring. 

Transferable  Credits 

Credit  is  given  for  satisfactory  work 
in  accredited  institutions  insofar  as  it 
parallels  the  work  offered  at  Elon. 
However,  no  transfer  credit  is  allowed 
for  a  course  in  which  the  grade  is 
below  that  of  "C",  except  in  direct 
transfer. 

Direct  Transfer 

Graduates  of  accredited  junior 
colleges  may  obtain  direct  transfer  of 
credits.

General  Costs 

Elon  College  invests  in  its 
educational  program  for  the  student 
approximately  the  same  amount  that 
he  is  asked  to  pay  for  his  college 
education.  This  is  possible  because  of 
endowment  funds  and  other  sources  of 
revenue. 


Of  the  estimated  $100  for  books,  the 
student  needs  about  $60  for  purchases 
from  the  bookstore  at  the  opening  of 
the  fall  semester. 

Student  Government  Association  fee  is 
required  of  all  full-time  students  during 
registration.  The  fee  covers  activities  of 
that  organization. 


The  cost  of  attending  Elon  is 
reasonable.  A  resident  student's 
tuition,  room  and  board,  for  the 
scholastic  year  amount  from  $2029  to 
$2179.  For  a  non-resident  student,  the 
cost  of  a  year's  tuition  is  $1280.  The 
student  taking  the  evening  classes 
pays  $40  per  semester  hour.  The

special  courses  and  special  laboratory 
work,  which  depend  upon  the  course  of 
study  undertaken,  nor  personal 
expenses,  which  vary  with  the 
individual  student.

Costs  Covered  By  Tuition 

Included  in  the  tuition  fees  are  costs 
of  registration,  use  of  the  library, 
recreation  facilities,  student 
publications,  health  service,  post  office 
box,  laboratory  fees,  and  12  to  15 
semester  hours  of  work,  inclusive, 
each  semester.  No  charge  is  made  for 
band  or  choir.  Full-time  students  (those 
who  pay  full  fees)  are  covered  by 
accident  and  health  insurance  which 
becomes  effective  two  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  college  year  and 
continues  through  two  days  after 
school  closes. 
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Budget  Payment  Plans 

The  Insured  Tution  Payment  Plan  of 
Boston,  well-known  in  the  educational 
field  offers  two  convenient  payment 
programs  for  parents  who  desire  to 
budget  the  annual  cost  in  monthly 
installments.  Both  programs  include 
insurance  protection  which  covers  the 
balance  of  the  cost  of  the  entire 
educational  program  in  the  event  of  the 
death  or  disability  of  the  insured 
parent. 

There  is  a  Prepayment  program 
which  you  begin  before  the  first 
payment  is  due  at  the  School  and  end 
before  graduation.  You  pay  as  you  go. 
Consequently,  there  is  no  interest 
charge. 

There  is  also  an  Extended 
Repayment  Plan.  This  program  takes 
advantage  of  low  cost  loan  facilities.  It 
reduces  the  monthly  payments  and 
spreads  the  cost  out  over  a  longer 
period  of  time. 

The  earlier  you  start  a  program,  the 
smaller  your  payments  and  the  longer 
the  term  of  your  insurance  protection.

The  College  will  be  happy  to  render 
any  possible  assistance. 

Application,  Acceptance, 
and  Room  Reservation  Fees 

Each  prospective  student  pays  an 
application  fee  of  $10  when  his 
application  for  admission  is  submitted. 
This  fee  is  not  refundable  under  any 
condition. 

All  Dormitory  Students.  To 

complete  acceptance  and  to  reserve  a 
dormitory  room,  a  deposit  of  $125  is 
due  within  the  time  specified  in  the 
letter  of  acceptance.  This  deposit  is 
credited  to  the  student's  account.  The 
full  amount  is  refundable  up  to  May  1 , 
1972,  with  written  notification  of 
withdrawal.  After  May  1,  $25  is 
refundable  to  August  1,  1972.  A 
forfeited  deposit  can  only  be  refunded 
upon  a  doctor's  statement  of 
applicant's  inability  to  enroll. 

If  a  dormitory  student  decides  to 
commute,  the  Admissions  Office  must 
be  notified  before  May  1 ,  in  order  to  get 
full  credit  for  the  room  deposit. 

All  Commuter  Students.  To 

complete  acceptance,  a  deposit  of  $50 
is  due  within  the  time  specified  in  the 
letter  of  acceptance.  It  is  not 
refundable  after  May  1,  1972,  except 
upon  a  doctor's  statement  of 
applicant's  inability  to  enroll. 
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Business  Education  Course 

When  a  student  takes  the  entire  one- 
year  Business  Education  course,  which 
includes  English,  accounting,  shorthand, 
typewriting,  office  machines,  and  office 
management,  the  cost  is  the  same  as  for 
any  other  full-time  load.

A  student's  transcript  may  be  withheld  if  his  financial  obligations  to  the  College  have  not  been  fulfilled. 
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Refunds 

1 .  Courses  dropped  after  6  class  hours 
are  payable  in  full. 

2.  Evening  courses  dropped  within  two 
weeks  after  classes  begin  are 
subject  to  a  rebate  of  50  percent  of 
the  cost  involved.  All  courses  are 
payable  in  full  after  two  weeks  of 
classes.  The  student  who  withdraws 
from  school  in  the  allowed  two-week 
period  is  eligible  for  a  prorated 
refund. 

3.  Tuition  and  fees  are  refunded  on  a 
pro  rata  basis  in  case  of  withdrawal 
from  the  College  or  course  during 
the  first  6  class  hours  of  the 
semester,  provided  the  student 
receives  permission  from  the  Dean 
of  Students  and  checks  out  through 
the  Business  Office  at  time  of 
withdrawal.  Refunds  after  the  first 
six  class  hours  are  made  on  a  pro 
rata  basis  when  a  student  withdraws 
from  college  because  of  illness  and 
presents  a  statement  from  the 
attending  physician.  Any  part  of  a 
week  will  be  considered  as  a  full 
week  for  the  purpose  of  charging 
tuition  and  fees. 

4.  Charges  for  room  and  board  are 
made  for  the  semester  for  which  the 
student  enrolls,  and  refunds  are 
made  on  a  pro  rata  basis  for  board 
only,  provided  the  student  receives 
permission  from  the  Dean  of 
Students  and  checks  out  through 
the  Business  Office  at  time  of 
withdrawal.  No  reduction  in  board 
charges  is  made  for  absences  of 
less  than  two  full  consecutive 
weeks.  When  a  student  is  permitted 
to  withdraw  and  adjustments  are 
involved  for  board,  any  part  of  a 
week  will  be  considered  as  a  full 
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week  for  purposes  of  board 
charges. 

5.  Refunds  for  private  lessons  in  music 
and  art  are  made  on  a  pro  rata 
basis  only  when  the  student 
withdraws  from  college  because  of 
illness  and  presents  a  statement 
from  the  attending  physician. 

6.  In  the  event  that  a  student  does  not 
fulfill  graduation  requirements,  he  is 
entitled  to  a  refund  of  $15.00  of  the 
graduation  fee.  A  student  who  does 
not  fulfill  requirements  for  a 
secretarial  certificate  is  entitled  to  a 
refund  of  $3.25  of  the  certificate  fee. 

The  College  reserves  the  right  to 
change  any  and  all  fees. 

Financial  Aid 

Entering  freshmen  may  gain 
consideration  for  all  types  of  financial 
assistance  by  obtaining  Parents' 
Confidential  Statement  or  Student's 
Confidential  Statement  forms  for 
financial  independent  students  from 
their  high  schools,  completing  the 
forms  and  submitting  them  to  the 
College  Scholarship  Service  in 
Princeton,  New  Jersey,  preferably 
before  February  1  of  the  year  of 
expected  fall  enrollment.  The  Financial 
Aid  Office  at  Elon  College  receives 
from  College  Scholarship  Service  a 
copy  of  the  Parents'  Confidential 
Statement  or  the  Student's  Confidential 
Statement  and  a  financial  need 
analysis  report  for  each  applicant. 
These  data  aid  in  determining  the 
amount  of  assistance  to  be  offered  by 
the  College. 

Upperclassmen  ordinarily  must  apply 
for  financial  assistance  each  year.  The 
renewal  of  financial  aid  is  contingent 
upon  satisfactory  work  in  college.  One 
application  enables  the  student  to  be 


considered  for  all  the  available  types  of 
financial  assistance  for  which  he  is 
eligible,  including  scholarships,  loans 
and  work  assignments.  Each  recipient 
must  have  a  satisfactory  record  of 
achievement  and  citizenship. 

In  order  that  it  may  help  as  many 
deserving  students  as  possible,  the 
College  generally  makes  only  one 
award  of  any  kind  to  an  individual. 


Student  Employment 

College  Work-Study.  Students  from 
low-income  families  who  need  a  job  to 
help  pay  for  college  expenses  are 
potentially  eligible  for  employment  by 
their  colleges  under  federally 
supported  Work-Study  Programs. 
Students  may  work  up  to  15  hours 
weekly  while  attending  classes  full 
time.  During  the  summer  or  other 
vacation  periods,  students  may  work 
full  time.  To  work  under  this  program,  a 
student  must  be  in  good  standing  and 
enrolled  on  a  full-time  basis. 


Student  Self-Help  Program.  This 
program  is  maintained  by  the  College 
to  provide  students  part-time 
employment  on  campus  to  help  defray 
their  college  expenses. 


Off-Campus  Employment.  The 

College  strives  to  help  as  many 
students  as  possible  find  part-time 
employment  in  the  surrounding 
community. 
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Student  Life 

Student  Personnel  Services 

Counseling  Services.  The  College 
maintains  a  counseling  staff,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Dean  of  Instruction,  to 
assist  students  in  vocational  and 
educational  guidance.  Psychological 
testing  and  vocational  information  are 
available  through  this  office.  Students 
desiring  assistance  are  urged  to 
consult  members  of  the  counseling 
staff. 

Advisory  Program.  Members  of  the 
counseling  staff  serve  as  academic 
advisers  for  each  freshman  and  will 
continue  to  serve  as  advisers  for  these 
students  until  they  become 
sophomores.  At  that  time,  these 


students  will  be  assigned  advisers  from 
their  major  department.  Transfer 
students  are  assigned  advisers  from 
their  major  department.  The  advisers 
assist  their  advisees  with  registration 
and  meet  with  them  periodically  during 
the  year  for  counseling. 

Placement  Services.  The 

Placement  Office,  which  assists 
seniors  and  alumni  in  finding 
employment  after  graduation,  is  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Director  of 
Financial  Aid  and  Placement.  Campus 
interviews  are  arranged  with  visiting 
representatives  of  industry,  business, 
and  educational  and  governmental 
agencies.  Credentials  of  students 
registering  with  the  office  are  made 
available  to  interested  employers  on  a 
confidential  basis.  No  charge  is  made 
for  this  service,  except  for  official 
copies  of  the  student's  college 
transcript. 

Health  Services.  The  medical  fee, 
which  is  included  in  the  general  fee, 
covers  all  emergency,  dispensary,  and 
routine  nursing  services,  and  treatment 
by  the  College  physician.  This  fee  does 
not  cover  cases  in  which  a  physician, 
other  than  the  College  physician,  is 
called. 

For  each  school  year,  effective  two 
days  before,  and  terminating  two  days 
after,  a  plan  of  students'  accident  and 
health  insurance  is  provided.  The  cost 
is  included  in  the  regular  college  fees. 

Campus  Living.  Dormitories  are 
modern  and  attractive.  Each  room  is 
furnished  with  single  beds,  bureaus, 
desks,  and  chairs.  The  student  brings 
pillow,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  blankets, 
bed  spreads,  towels  and  such  other 
articles  as  a  waste  basket,  rugs,  and 
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lamps.  Dormitories  are  opened  at  2:00 
p.m.  the  day  before  registration  each 
term.  They  will  be  closed  during 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  Spring,  and 
Summer  vacations.  Rooms  will  be 
vacated  and  dormitories  will  be  locked 
no  later  than  6:00  p.m.  on  the  day 
classes  end  before  these  vacation 
periods.  All  students  are  required  to 
room  in  the  dormitories  unless  they  are 
living  with  their  parents,  relatives,  or 
spouses  with  this  exception:  if  a 
student  is  to  be  twenty-one  prior  to 
September  1  of  the  academic  year, 
and  if  permission  is  obtained  from  the 
Dean  of  Students  prior  to  the  preceding 
March  1 ,  the  student  will  be  permitted 
to  live  off  campus.  The  College  will 
assume  no  responsibility  for  location  or 
approval  of  off  campus  facilities  and 
will  not  serve  as  an  intermediary  in  any 
way  between  the  student  and  his 
landlord. 

Students  have  access  to  laundry 
facilities  in  the  dormitories.  A 
commercial  laundry  and  dry  cleaners 
are  adjacent  to  the  campus. 

Meals  are  served  in  the  College  dining 
hall,  which  is  opened  for  the  evening 
meal  before  the  first  day  of  registration 
and  is  closed  after  the  evening  meal  of 
the  last  day  of  final  examinations.  For 
vacation  periods,  it  is  closed  after  the 
evening  meal  of  the  last  day  of  classes 
and  is  opened  with  the  evening  meal 
the  day  before  classes  are  resumed. 

Freshman  Orientation 

All  Freshmen  are  invited  to  the 
campus  for  a  two-day  orientation 
program.  Discussions,  lectures  and 
assemblies  are  held  to  assist  the 
student  in  preparing  for  the  beginning 
of  his  college  life. 


Student  Government 

Students  of  Elon  College  govern 
themselves  through  a  well  established 
program  which  has  the  full  support  and 
cooperation  of  the  faculty  and 
administration. 

General  student  affairs  are  handled 
through  the  Student  Senate,  composed 
of  members  elected  by  the  student 
body.  The  heart  of  Student 
Government  is  the  Honor  System, 
initiated  by  the  student  body  and 
approved  by  the  faculty  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  College.  The  system 
is  a  code  of  student  living,  under  which 
it  is  assumed  that  each  student  is  a 
lady  or  gentleman  and  will  act  as  one. 
Its  essential  principle  is  that  the 
handling  of  offenses  is  a  matter  of 
student  direction.  Consideration  of 
breaches  against  the  Honor  Code  is  a 
function  of  the  Honor  Court,  which  may 
recommend  that  a  student  found  guilty 
of  a  dishonorable  offense,  such  as 
lying,  cheating,  or  stealing,  be  required 
to  withdraw  from  the  College 
immediately. 

Each  student  who  enrolls  at  Elon 
accepts  the  obligations  of  the  Honor 
System  and  should  recognize  the  full 
responsibility  of  the  Honor  Court  for 
handling  offenses  under  the  code. 


Religious  Life 

Elon  College  is  a  church-related 
institution  and  is  concerned  with  its 
obligation  to  maintain  a  Christian 
academic  community.  Each  student  is 
required  to  take  two  courses  in  religion 
as  partial  fulfillment  of  study  for  the 
bachelor's  degree.  Majors  are  offered 
in  religion,  philosophy,  and  religious 
education. 
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The  College  provides  the  services  of  a 
campus  minister  and  a  chaplain. 
Religious  chapel  is  held  weekly,  giving 
a  student  the  opportunity  to  attend 
chapel  at  a  time  when  classes  are  not 
scheduled. 

A  student  is  encouraged  to  attend  the 
religious  activities  of  his  church.  The 
Elon  College  Community  Church,  just 
off  the  campus,  is  the  College  church, 
which  is  open  to  all  students  for 
worship.  Some  students  and  faculty 
teach  in  the  local  church  or  sing  in  the 
choir.  Most  denominations  have 
churches  within  a  few  miles  of  the 
campus. 

Denominational  groups  meet  regularly 
for  Bible  study,  group  discussions, 
service  projects,  and  social  activities. 
All  students  are  invited  to  participate  in 
the  fellowship. 

A  ministerial  association  for  all 
students  preparing  for  full-time  church 
vocations  meets  weekly.  This  group 
sponsors  devotions,  provides 
assistance  to  local  churches,  sends 
deputation  teams  to  local  churches, 
and  gives  direction  in  various  areas  of 
church  vocations. 


Cultural  Life 

Each  year  a  variety  of  programs  is 
offered  for  the  cultural  and  intellectual 
enrichment  of  the  campus. 

The  Lyceum  Series  brings  outstanding 
artists  and  performers  to  the  campus 
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during  the  year. 


The  Liberal  Arts  Forum,  sponsored  by 
the  Student  Government  Association, 
schedules  a  number  of  lectures  and 
presents  an  annual  Spring 
Symposium. 


A  number  of  distinguished  scholars 
appear  on  campus  under  the  Visiting 
Scholars  Program  of  the  Piedmont 
University  Center,  an  inter-institutional 
effort  dedicated  to  the  enrichment  of 
the  offerings  of  the  member 
institutions. 

There  are  also  recitals  in  Whitley 
Memorial  Auditorium  by  members  of 
the  Music  Department  faculty  and 
advanced  students  in  music.  Each  year 
before  the  beginning  of  the  Christmas 
holidays,  the  Elon  Choir  presents 
Handel's  oratorio,  Messiah. 

Social  Clubs 

There  are  four  social  clubs  for  men 
students  and  four  for  women. 
Fraternities  include  Tau  Kappa  Epsilon, 
lota  Tau  Kappa,  Kappa  Psi  Nu,  and 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon;  sororities  are  Delta 
Zeta,  Zeta  Tau  Alpha,  Sigma  Sigma 
Sigma,  and  Phi  Mu. 
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Honor  Societies 

Alpha  Chi.  The  objective  of  this 
national  scholastic  society  is  the 
stimulation,  development,  and 
recognition  of  scholarship  and  those 
elements  of  character  that  make 
scholarship  effective  for  good.  To  be 
eligible  for  membership,  a  student  must 
be  a  junior  or  senior,  must  be  of  good 
standing,  and  must  have  distinguished 
himself  by  academic  accomplishments 
of  a  high  order. 

Pi  Gamma  Mu.  The  North  Carolina 
Alpha  chapter  of  Pi  Gamma  Mu, 
National  Social  Science  Honor  Society, 
was  chartered  in  1929  and  is  one  of 
four  in  North  Carolina.  Pi  Gamma  Mu  is 
a  member  of  the  Association  of  College 
Honor  Societies.  Students  and  faculty 
members  who  attain  distinction  in  the 
social  sciences  at  Elon  are  eligible  for 
nomination  to  membership. 
Nominations  usually  are  made  twice  a 
year. 


Sigma  Mu  Sigma.  Men  students 
who  have  shown  evidence  of  campus 
leadership  and  are  willing  to  subscribe 
to  the  principles  of  American 
democracy,  constitutional  government, 
and  the  improvement  of  college  morale 
and  campus  activities  are  eligible  for 
membership  in  this  national  fraternity.  It 
is  governed  by  Masonic  principles. 


Who's  Who 

A  committee  composed  of  members 
of  the  faculty,  administration,  and 
student  body  each  year  elects  students 
to  be  listed  in  the  national  publication 
Who's  Who  in  American  Colleges  and 
Universities.  Selection  is  made  on  the 
basis  of  scholarship,  participation  and 
leadership  in  academic  and 
extracurricular  activities,  citizenship 
and  service  to  the  College,  and 
promise  of  future  usefulness. 


Service  Organizations 

Alpha  Phi  Omega.  This  is  a  national 
Collegiate  Service  Fraternity  which 
presents  a  program  of  leadership, 
friendship  and  service.  Members  must 
qualify  through  service  to  the  campus 
and  continue  this  service  as  long  as 
they  remain  in  the  chapter. 

Circle  K.  This  is  a  service 
organization  for  college  students 
sponsored  by  Kiwanis  International. 


Athletics 

Intramurals.  The  purpose  of  the 
intramural  program  is  to  give  all 
students  an  opportunity  for  healthful 
activity  and  recreation.  Men  play  touch 
football,  soccer,  basketball,  volleyball, 
tennis,  table  tennis,  shuffleboard, 
softball,  horseshoes,  bowling,  and 
badminton,  and  have  track  and  field 
events.  Women  participate  in 
volleyball,  tennis,  table  tennis, 
basketball,  softball,  archery, 
shuffleboard,  and  badminton. 

Names  and  winning  teams  and 
individuals  are  inscribed  on  permanent 
trophies;  individual  awards  are  given  in 
shuffleboard,  tennis,  and  other  sports. 
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The  Intramural  Council,  composed  of 
representatives  of  all  social  clubs, 
dormitories,  and  the  day  student  group, 
is  an  advisory  group  for  the  Director  of 
Physical  Education  and  his  staff  and 
works  to  promote  the  program. 

The  Women's  Athletic  Association  is 
the  advisory  and  promotional  group  for 
intramural  athletics  for  women.  It  is 
supervised  by  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education  for  Women. 

Intercollegiate.  As  a  member  of  the 
Carolinas  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Conference  and  the  National 
Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics, 
Elon  has  teams  which  compete  with 
teams  from  other  colleges  in  football, 
basketball,  wrestling,  baseball,  tennis, 
golf,  and  track. 
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Student  Organizations 

Class  Organizations.  Each  class 
has  its  own  organization  and  elects  its 
officers  and  representatives  to  the 
Student  Government  each  year. 

Mathatians.  Students  who  plan  to 
enter  the  Christian  ministry,  religious 
education,  social  service  or  medical 
missions  form  the  Mathatians,  which 
meets  each  week  for  group 
discussions  to  discuss  special 
problems  in  connection  with  church 
vocations  and  to  plan  and  take  part  in 
service  and  field  projects. 

Elon  Band.  The  Elon  College  Band 
is  composed  of  three  units:  the 
Marching  Band;  the  Concert  Band;  and 


the  stage  band,  the  Emanons  of  Elon. 
One  credit  hour  a  semester  is  given  for 
participation  in  the  marching  band.  Two 
of  the  credit  hours  may  be  substituted 
for  the  requirement  in  physical 
education.  Membership  in  the  band  is 
open  to  all  members  of  the  student 
body. 

"E"  Men's  Club.  The  "E"  Men's 
Club  is  the  varsity  athletic  organization. 
All  students  who  have  been  awarded 
an  "E"  for  participation  in 
intercollegiate  athletics  are  members. 

The  Elon  Choir.  The  Elon  Choir,  the 
student  mixed  chorus,  presents 
concerts  of  sacred  and  secular  music 
at  the  College  and  in  various 
communities  in  North  Carolina  and 
other  states  and  sing  for  College 
convocations  and  vesper  services. 
Membership,  which  gives  one  credit 
hour  a  semester,  is  open  to  all 
students. 

Elon  College  Community 
Orchestra.  The  College-Community 
Orchestra  is  made  up  of  students  and 
townspeople  who  enjoy  active 
participation  in  a  symphonic-type 
musical  organization.  Weekly 
rehearsals  are  held,  with  full-length 
concerts  given  in  the  fall  and  spring 
and  other  appearances  at  such 
occasions  as  the  annual  presentation 
of  Handel's  Messiah.  One  credit  hour  a 
semester  is  granted  student 
participants. 

Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Management.  This  is  a  club  open  to  all 
students  in  Business  Administration  or 
related  fields.  Its  purposes  are  to 
sponsor  programs  for  the  betterment  of 
all  students  and  to  promote  the 
business,  social,  and  economic  welfare 
of  the  individual  members  of  this 
organization. 
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Departmental  Groups.  In  addition 
to  the  above-named  organizations 
there  are  the  following  departmental 
groups:  The  Business  Education  Club, 
the  French  Club,  the  German  Club,  the 
Ionian  Society,  the  Physical  Education 
Majors  Club,  the  Spanish  Club,  and  the 
Student  National  Education 
Association.  These  clubs  are  active  in 
promoting  the  interests  of  their 
respective  departments. 


Publications 

Elon  Colonnades.  This  is  the 
College  literary  magazine.  It  is  written 
and  printed  at  least  once  each  year  by 
students  interested  in  creative 
expression,  both  verse  and  prose. 

Communicator.  The  College 
publishes  a  weekly  newsletter 
containing  information  of  general 
interest  to  members  of  the  student 
body  and  faculty.  The  Publication  is 
prepared  by  the  College  News  Bureau 
which  is  located  in  the  Classroom- 
Office  Building. 

Phi  Psi  Cli.  The  College  Annual  is 
edited  by  members  of  the  student 
body.  Its  name  commemorates  the 
three  former  literary  societies.  The  Phi 
Psi  Cli  office  is  located  in  the  William  S. 
Long  Student  Center. 

Traditional  Events 

Faculty  Reception.  A  reception  for 
the  freshman  class  is  held  at  the 
President's  home  at  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year. 

Founders  Day.  A  convocation 
honoring  the  founders  of  Elon  College 
is  held  in  the  spring  of  each  year. 

Homecoming.  Homecoming  takes 
place  in  the  fall,  bringing  back  to  the 
campus  many  former  students. 
Entertainment  includes  a  parade,  a 
football  game,  and  the  homecoming 
dance.  Students  take  great  pride  in 
decorating  the  campus  for  the 
occasion.  Awards  are  made  for  the 
best  decorations. 

Parents  Day.  At  some  time  during 
the  year  parents  are  invited  to  visit  the 
campus  and  participate  in  several 
events  planned  especially  for  them. 
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General  Regulations 
Registration 

Students  must  register  on  certain 
designated  days  in  September, 
January,  and  February.  Registration 
information  is  made  available  to  all 
students. 


Physical  Examination 

Every  new  student  is  required  to 
have  a  physical  examination  prior  to 
registration  and  must  show  evidence  of 
having  taken  polio  shots.  Through  the 


cooperation  of  the  Alamance  County 
Tuberculosis  Association,  every 
student  is  given  a  free  chest  X-ray. 

Classification 

Classifications  are  made  at  the 
beginning  of  the  college  year  in 
September. 

A  sophomore  must  have  removed  all 
entrance  conditions  and  completed  24 
hours  of  work  toward  a  degree. 

A  junior  must  have  completed  54 
semester  hours  and  a  senior  84 
semester  hours  of  work  toward  a 
degree. 
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Schedule  of  Studies 

Twelve  hours  of  college  work  are 
considered  the  normal  student  load  for 
freshmen.  The  normal  student  load  for 
upperclassmen  is  considered  to  be 
fifteen  hours  of  college  work. 

During  the  one-month  winter  term, 
three  hours  of  college  work  are  the 
normal  load  for  all  students. 


Auditing  Courses 

Those  who  wish  to  attend  certain 
courses  regularly  without  doing  the 
assigned  preparation  or  receiving 
credit  may  do  so  with  the  approval  of 
the  Registrar.  The  cost  is  $25.00  for 
each  course. 


Change  of  Course 

Registration  is  for  an  entire  course, 
and  a  student  who  begins  a  course 
must  continue  it  except  in  unusual 
circumstances.  Continuous  subjects 
must  be  pursued  to  completion  to  earn 
credit  toward  a  degree.  Unless  the 
student  and  his  adviser  consider  it 
essential,  a  student  should  not  change 
his  schedule  after  registration.  No 
course  may  be  entered  after  10 
percent  of  its  scheduled  class  meeting 
have  been  held. 


Dropping  Courses 

There  is  no  cut-off  date  for  official 
withdrawal  from  classes  up  to  the 
beginning  of  examination  period  at  the 
end  of  the  semester.  However,  a 
course  dropped  with  official  permission 
of  the  Registrar  will  be  graded  WP 
(passing  at  time  of  withdrawal)  or  WF 
(failing  at  time  of  withdrawal).  A  course 


dropped  without  official  permission  of 
the  Registrar  is  automatically  graded 
WF. 


Probation 

At  least  "C"  average  (grade  point 
average  of  2.00)  is  necessary  to  satisfy 
the  College's  academic  requirements. 
Records  of  students  whose  grades  fall 
below  this  average  in  any  term  are 
reviewed  by  the  Committee  on 
Academic  Standing,  which  may 
suspend,  warn,  or  place  these  students 
on  probation. 

Those  on  academic  probation  are 
expected  to  make  a  term  average  of 
"C"  in  their  first  probationary  semester 
and  a  cumulative  average  of  "C"  in  two 
probationary  semesters,  except  that 
beginning  students  who,  despite 
academic  difficulties,  prove  themselves 
capable  of  doing  college  work  are  not 
required  to  achieve  the  cumulative  "C" 
average. 

The  committee  removes  from  probation 
those  who  make  satisfactory  progress 
and  asks  those  who  do  not  show 
adequate  improvement  to  discontinue 
their  studies.  One  academic  term  must 
elapse  before  students  dropped  for 
failure  to  maintain  normal  academic 
progress  are  eligible  for  reinstatement. 
Requests  for  reinstatement  are  sent  to 
the  Director  of  Admissions.  A  student 
who  is  suspended  a  second  time  for 
academic  reasons  is  normally  not 
readmitted  to  the  college  for  further 
study. 

When  a  student  is  suspended,  placed 
or  continued  on  probation,  removed 
from  probation,  or  warned,  he  and  his 
parents  receive  official  notification. 
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Continuance  in  College 

Maintenance  of  a  satisfactory  grade 
of  scholarship  and  evidence  of  the 
ability  to  appreciate  and  to  cooperate 
with  the  ideals  and  standards  of  the 
College  are  necessary  for  continuance 
at  Elon. 

Dismissal 

The  College  reserves  the  right  to 
suspend  or  dismiss  any  student  when  it 
believes  such  action  is  in  the  best 


interest  of  the  College  and/or  the 
student.  This  may  be  done  by  the 
Administrative  Cabinet  of  the  College 
in  executive  session  without  the 
necessity  of  stating  specific  charges  or 
reasons. 

Withdrawal 

A  student  who  withdraws  is  expected 
to  confer  with  his  adviser  and  clear 
through  the  offices  of  the  Dean  of 
Students,  the  Dean  of  Instruction,  and 
the  Business  Manager. 
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Absences  From  Class 

Since  students  must  attend  classes 
regularly  in  order  to  derive  maximum 
benefit  from  their  courses,  the  College 
strictly  and  fairly  enforces  rules 
governing  classes,  and  students  are 
responsible  for  knowing  the  attendance 
regulations.  The  following  is  the 
general  plan  of  the  attendance 
regulations: 

A  student  who  has  excessive 
absences  in  any  class  is  reported  by 
the  faculty  member  to  the  Dean  of 
Instruction.  Members  of  the  counseling 
staff  will  confer  with  the  student.  If  the 
absences  are  not  excusable,  the 
student  will  be  warned,  and  his  parents 
and  his  faculty  adviser  will  be  apprised 
of  the  situation.  If  unwarranted 
absences  continue,  the  Dean  of 
Instruction  may  recommend  to  the 
Absence  Committee  that  the  student 
be  suspended  from  the  class  or  from 
the  College. 

Further  details  of  the  attendance 
regulations  are  available  in 
mimeographed  form  and  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of 
Students  or  the  Office  of  the  Registrar. 


Attendance  at  Religious  and 
Cultural  Events 

All  students  are  encouraged  to 
attend  religious  activities  of  the  College 
and  programs  for  cultural  and 
intellectual  enrichment  offered  on  the 
campus.  Students  who  attend  these 
events  may  receive  academic  credit. 
Attendance  at  a  minimum  of  20  such 
events  per  year  will  earn  one  semester 
hour's  credit. 


Students  attending  these  programs  are 
expected  to  dress  appropriately  and  to 
conduct  themselves  as  ladies  and 
gentlemen. 

A  schedule  of  religious  and  cultural 
events  is  published  weekly. 


Academic  Reports 

Students  are  graded  at  mid- 
semester  as  well  as  at  the  end  of  each 
semester.  Mid-Semester  grades  serve 
as  progress  reports  and  are  not 
entered  on  students'  permanent 
records. 


Dean's  List 

The  purpose  of  the  Dean's  List  is  to 
recognize  and  encourage  excellence  in 
academic  work.  A  student  who  has  an 
average  of  "B"  or  above  in  a  minimum 
of  12  semester  hours  in  any  semester 
is  placed  on  the  Dean's  List  for  the 
following  semester. 


Absence  From  Tests  and 
Examinations 

Students  who  miss  scheduled  tests 
and  examinations  without  excusable 
reasons  may  not  make  up  such 
assignments.  Authorization  to  make  up 
tests  missed  for  excusable  reasons  is 
obtained  from  the  Office  of  the 
Registrar.  Authorization  to  make  up 
final  examinations  missed  for 
excusable  reasons  is  obtained  from  the 
Office  of  the  Dean  of  Instruction. 
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Grading  System  and  Quality 
Points 

Graduation  is  dependent  upon 
quality  as  well  as  upon  quantity  of  work 
done.  A  student  earns  quality  points  as 
well  as  semester  hours  if  his  level  of 
performance  does  not  fall  below  that  of 
"D." 

Letter  grades  are  used.  They  are 
interpreted  in  the  table  below,  with  the 
quality  points  for  each  hour  of  credit 
shown  at  right.

The  minimum  passing  grade  is  "D."  A 
grade  of  "F"  indicates  failure.  The 
grade  "I"  is  changed  to  "F"  if  work  is 
not  completed  satisfactorily  within  one 
calendar  year  of  the  time  the  grades 
are  given. 

Grades  of  "A,"  "B,"  "C,"  "D,"  and  "F" 
are  permanent  grades  and  may  not  be 
changed  except  in  case  of  error.  After 
an  instructor  has  certified  a  grade  to 
the  Registrar,  he  may  change  it  before 
the  end  of  the  next  regular  grading 
period.  The  change  must  be  made  in 
writing  and  have  the  written  approval  of 
the  department  chairman. 
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Work  at  Other  Institutions 

Students  who  plan  to  take  courses  at 
other  institutions  during  summer 
sessions  or  by  correspondence  must 
have  the  prior  written  permission  of  the 
Registrar.  He  will  give  such  permission 
for  work  only  in  fully  accredited 
institutions  after  receiving  a  written 
statement  from  the  chairman  of  the 
department  in  which  the  student  is 
majoring.  Credit  is  allowed  only  for 
courses  of  college  level  which  also  are 
allowed  toward  graduation  by  the 
institution  conducting  the  summer 
school.  After  completion  of  such 
courses,  the  student  presents  an 
official  transcript  of  his  record  to  the 
Registrar.  The  maximum  credit 
permitted  for  correspondence 
instruction  is  twelve  semester  hours. 


Requirements  for 
Graduation 

Degree  Requirements 

Elon  College  offers  three  degrees, 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science 
in  Music  Education  and  Radiologic 
Technology,  and  Associate  in  Arts  in 
Secretarial  Science. 

Requirements  for  the  Associate  degree 
are  listed  under  Special  Programs. 

Basic  requirements  for  the  Bachelor's 
degrees  are  a  minimum  of  126 
semester  hours  of  credit.  Each  student 
must  have  twice  as  many  quality  points 
as  credit  hours  attempted. 

There  are  a  number  of  specific 
requirements.  These  are: 

1 .  Satisfactory  work  in  one  major 
subject. 
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2.  Completion  of  general  education 
distribution  as  follows: 

A.  Humanities 24  s.h. 

(1)  Religion 6  s.h. 

(2)  Language  and 

Literature 12  s.h. 

choose  from  English, 
French,  German,  Latin, 
Spanish,  Greek 

(3)  Other  Humanities  ....6  s.h. 
choose  from  art, 
humanities,  music, 
philosophy,  public 
speaking,  religion 

B.  Social  Sciences   12  s.h. 

choose  from  anthropology, 
economics,  geography,  history, 
political  science,  psychology, 
sociology 

C.  Mathematics  and 

Natural  Sciences  10  s.h. 

choose  from  biology,  chemistry, 

geology,  mathematics,  natural 

sciences,  physics 
All  candidates  for  secondary  school 
certification  must  have  at  least  one 
semester  of  laboratory  science  and 
at  least  one  semester  of 
Mathematics;  the  third  semester 
may  be  either  in  Mathematics  or 
science.  Candidates  for  elementary 
school  certification  must  take 
Mathematics  1 1 5  and  1 1 6  and 
Natural  Science  171,  172. 

D.  Physical  Education 2  s.h. 

choose  from  activities  courses 

3.  One  full  academic  year  of  study  at 
Elon,  including  the  last  term  before 
graduation. 

4.  Participation  in  commencement 
exercises. 


Students  who  have  not  had  two  years 
of  one  foreign  language  in  high  school 
must  make  up  this  deficiency  by  taking 


the  first  year  of  a  language  without 
credit.  Those  who  have  had  two  years 
of  one  foreign  language  in  high  school 
may  not  take  an  elementary  course  in 
the  same  language  for  credit.  Those 
who  have  had  two  high  school  units  in 
one  foreign  language  may  undertake  a 
second  language  with  credit. 

Physical  Education  must  be  taken 
during  the  first  year.  Students  who 
have  had  one  year  of  active  duty  in 
military  service  will  receive  credit  for 
the  Physical  Education  requirement  (or 
the  outstanding  balance  of  this 
requirement)  by  bringing  copy  of  their 
DD-214  Form  to  the  Registrar's  Office 
for  verification.  One  or  two  semesters 
of  marching  band  may  be  substituted 
for  one  or  two  semesters  of  Physical 
Education. 

A  student  has  the  privilege  of 
graduating  under  the  provisions  of  the 
catalog  under  which  he  enters, 
provided  that  he  completes  his  course 
of  study  within  5  years.  After  the 
interval  of  5  years  his  credits  will  be 
subject  to  review  by  a  faculty 
committee. 

It  is  the  student's  responsibility  to  be 
familiar  with  the  above  requirements 
for  graduation. 

The  Major 

No  later  than  the  beginning  of  the 
junior  year,  each  candidate  for  a 
Bachelor's  degree  must  select  a  major 
from  one  of  the  following  areas: 
Accounting,  Biology,  Business 
Administration,  Business  Education, 
Chemistry,  Economics,  Elementary 
Education,  English,  French,  History, 
Mathematics,  Music,  Philosophy, 
Physical  Education,  Physics,  Political 
Science,  Religion,  Religious  Education, 
Social  Science,  and  Spanish. 
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Students  who  select  Radiologic 
Technology  as  a  major  must  begin  the 
required  courses  in  the  freshman  year. 

Before  the  beginning  of  the  junior  year, 
the  student  must  complete  at  least  6 
semester  hours  of  "B"  quality  work  in 
the  field  he  chooses  for  his  major; 
otherwise  he  must  have  special 
permission  from  the  head  of  the 
department  before  he  is  accepted  as  a 
major.  More  than  one  major  may  be 
elected.  An  average  grade  of  "C"  in  the 
major  field  is  required  for  graduation. 

All  students  are  encouraged  to  take  6 
semester  hours  in  American  history,  6 
in  European  history,  and  3  in  public 
speaking.  Those  who  plan  graduate 
work  leading  to  the  Ph.D.  degree 
should  take  both  French  and  German. 

No  more  than  12  semester  hours  in  art 
and  applied  music  may  be  credited 
toward  the  Bachelor's  degree. 


Graduation  With  Honors 

Candidates  for  graduation  with  an 
average  of  3.87  or  more  quality  points 
for  each  credit  hour  are  graduated 
summa  cum  laude;  those  with  3.67  or 
above,  magna  cum  laude;  and  those 
with  3.33  or  above,  cum  laude.  The 
average  for  honors  is  computed  on  all 
work  attempted  in  college  whether  at 
Elon  or  another  institution. 
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Department  of  Business 
Administration,  Business 
Education  and  Accounting 

The  curriculums  of  this  Department 
include  the  following  areas  of  study: 
Accounting,  Business  Administration, 
and  Business  Education.  Each  of  these 
areas  of  study  allows  the  student  to 
develop  a  competency  in  a  special  field 
of  interest  within  a  liberal  arts 
framework  and  prepares  him  to  meet 
the  changing  complexities  of  life  and 
leadership  in  the  business  community. 
The  basic  curriculum  required  of  all 
undergraduates  of  the  College 
introduces  the  student  to  the 
humanities,  social  sciences,  physical 
and  biological  sciences,  and  the  fine 
arts. 

The  increased  scope  of  government 
and  business  activities  has  greatly 
extended  the  field  of  accounting  and 
has  created  an  unprecedented  demand 
for  accountants  both  in  government 
and  in  industry.  This  curriculum  has 
been  designed  to  meet  that  demand. 

The  business  administration  curriculum 
offers  the  student  an  opportunity  to 
study  all  phases  of  business  operation. 
It  is  particularly  suited  for  (1)  those 
students  who  are  planning  to  operate 
their  own  businesses  and  are  seeking 
a  broad  business  background, 
(2)  those  who  are  preparing  for 
positions  in  large  organizations  with 
training  programs  in  which 
specialization  is  taught  after 
employment,  and  (3)  those  who  desire 
a  general  business  background  at  the 
undergraduate  level  prior  to  taking 
more  specialized  graduate  work.  It 
meets  the  requirements  for  advanced 
study  in  professional  schools  of  law, 
merchandising,  economics,  or  public 
administration. 


Teachers  of  business  subjects  at  the 
secondary  level  are  prepared  in 
teacher  training,  which  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  for 
teaching  certification.  A  semester  of 
practice  teaching  is  part  of  the 
program. 

A  great  deal  of  day-to-day 
responsibility  in  large  offices  is  in  the 
hands  of  secretarial  assistants  and 
private  secretaries  to  top  executives. 
Those  students  in  the  business 
education  curriculum  who  do  not 
choose  to  become  certified  for  teaching 
may  take  an  alternate  set  of  courses 
qualifying  them  to  become  office 
administrators. 

Programs  offering  certification  in  the 
business  skill  subjects  are  available  in 
a  one-year  course  of  study.  The 
Associate  in  Arts  degree  is  offered 
upon  satisfactory  completion  of  the  two 
year  program  in  secretarial  science. 
These  prepare  students  to  become 
qualified  as  general  office  secretaries. 
If  students  who  complete  these 
programs  elect  to  re-apply  and 
continue  in  one  of  the  four-year 
programs,  the  majority  of  the  previous 
coursework  is  credited  toward  the 
degree  in  Business  Education. 

The  Department  is  located  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  Alamance  Building.  Modern 
calculating  machines  including  an 
electronic  desk  computer,  electric 
typewriters,  dictating  equipment,  and 
copying  machines  are  available  in  the 
laboratories.  Data  processing 
equipment  is  available  on  a  limited 
basis  in  cooperation  with  the  College's 
data  processing  department.  The 
laboratories  are  open  extra  hours  on 
certain  evenings  with  senior  student 
assistants  on  duty. 
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Department  of  Economics 

The  economics  major  is  designed  to 
provide  training  for  careers  in  three 
professional  areas:  government, 
education,  and  business.  It  also 
accommodates  the  student  who, 
though  not  particularly  interested  in 
strictly  professional  training,  desires  a 
general  acquaintance  with  social  and 
economic  organization. 

The  quantitative  training  available  for 
the  economics  major,  especially  in 
statistics  courses  and  economics 
seminars,  will  generally  equip  the 
student  to  cope  with  modern  business 
managerial  problems.  For  those 
economics  majors  interested  in 
employment  in  government  and 
education,  it  is  desirable  to 
contemplate  at  least  one  year  of 
graduate  work. 

Equipment,  such  as  office  machines 
and  calculators,  is  available.  This 
enables  the  economics  major  to  work 
with  and  to  solve  practical  statistical 
and  economic  problems. 


Department  of  Education 
and  Psychology 

The  primary  purposes  of  the 
Department  of  Education  and 
Psychology  are  to  provide  preparation 
in  educational  and  psychological 
foundations  and  to  supervise  student 
teaching  experiences  for  those 
students  desiring  to  become 
elementary  or  secondary  public  school 
teachers.  The  Department  directs 
these  students  through  a  Teacher 
Education  Program  approved  by  the 
North  Carolina  State  Department  of 
Public  Instruction.  Students  seeking 
early  childhood  or  intermediate 


certification  major  in  Elementary 
Education,  while  those  seeking 
secondary  school  certification  major  in 
a  subject  area.  In  addition,  the 
Department  offers  courses  in 
Education  and  Psychology  which  are 
available  to  all  students. 

The  Department  has  a  well  equipped 
curriculum  laboratory  which  contains  a 
wide  selection  of  professional  books, 
public  school  textbooks,  workbooks, 
standardized  tests,  audio-visual 
equipment  and  materials,  and  other 
materials  used  in  public  schools. 

Faculty  members  in  the  Department 
who  teach  methods  courses  and  who 
supervise  student  teachers  have  had 
experience  in  teaching  and  in 
administration  in  the  public  schools. 
Members  of  the  Department  serve  on  a 
Teacher  Education  Committee  which 
functions  as  a  study  group  for  the 
Teacher  Education  curriculum  and  as  a 
screening  committee  for  candidates  for 
a  Teacher  Education  Program. 


Department  of  English 

The  purposes  of  the  Department  of 
English  are  to  help  the  student  develop 
a  clear,  forceful,  and  natural  style  of 
writing;  to  introduce  the  student  to  the 
major  literary  types;  to  help  him  relate 
literature  and  the  arts  in  general  to  life 
as  he  knows  it;  and,  finally,  to  lead  him 
to  a  love  of  literature  and  the  arts  by 
increasing  his  capacities  for  critical 
evaluation. 

The  Department  includes  two 
programs  of  study:  one  program  leads 
to  the  A.B.  degree  with  certification  for 
teaching  in  the  secondary  schools;  the 
other  program  emphasizes  the  liberal 
arts  and  culminates  in  the  A.B.  degree. 
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persons  with  a  knowledge  of  this 
subject. 

Through  a  dedicated  staff  the 
department  meets  the  needs  of  a 
variety  of  students.  Special  interests  of 
these  staff  members  include  algebra, 
number  theory,  and  combinatorial 
analysis. 

The  curriculum  is  designed  to 
complement  other  departments 
requiring  particular  courses  in 
mathematics.  Working  in  conjunction 
with  the  Department  of  Education,  the 
Department  of  Mathematics  offers 
courses  required  of  those  students  who 
seek  teaching  certification  at  either  the 
elementary  or  secondary  school  level. 

A  special  topics  course  offered  during 
the  winter  term  affords  the  senior 
mathematics  major  an  opportunity  to 
explore  new  areas  of  mathematics  or 
to  study  in  depth  some  of  the  topics 
which  are  lightly  touched  upon  in  the 
regular  courses. 


Department  of  Natural 
Sciences 

The  Department  of  Natural  Sciences 
aims  to  serve  the  entire  student  body. 
The  Department  offers  programs  for 
majors  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
Degree  in  biology,  chemistry,  and 
physics.  For  persons  not  majoring  in 
the  natural  sciences,  specially 
designed  courses  are  offered  in  which 
a  study  of  fundamental  principles  is 
combined  with  considerations  of  the 
effects  of  science  upon  society.  These 
special  courses,  as  well  as  other 
course  offerings  in  the  natural 
sciences,  may  be  taken  to  satisfy 


general  education  requirements  for 
graduation. 

The  Department  is  housed  in  the  Duke 
Science  Building,  with  facilities  for 
physics  being  located  on  the  first  floor, 
those  for  biology  on  the  second  floor, 
and  those  for  chemistry  and  geology 
on  the  third  floor.  Duke  Science 
Building  was  renovated  in  1966;  at  that 
time  the  entire  Department  was  almost 
completely  supplied  with  new 
equipment  and  instrumentation. 

Graduates  in  biology,  chemistry,  and 
physics  are  prepared  to  pursue 
graduate  study,  to  enter  related 
industrial  and  medical  fields,  or,  when 
appropriate  professional  education 
courses  are  taken,  to  teach  in 
secondary  school. 


Departments  of  Philosophy 
and  Religion 

The  Departments  of  Philosophy  and 
Religion  combine  the  concerns  of  the 
humanities  as  a  broad  educational 
discipline  with  the  more  practical  need 
for  trained  and  effective  leaders  in  the 
Christian  Church  and  the  world 
community.  Development  of  critical 
thinking  and  objective  evaluation  is 
stressed  in  presenting  the  content  of 
Western  Christian  and  philosophical 
traditions  and  world  religions. 

Questions  involving  relationships 
among  various  fields  of  knowledge  are 
explored  with  a  view  to  making 
educational  experiences  meaningful 
and  relevant.  Special  effort  is  made  to 
help  the  individual  student  to  develop  a 
well  examined  philosophy  of  life. 
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The  Religion  Department  offers  the 
following  majors:  religion,  and  religious 
education,  and  students  in  the 
Philosophy  Department  major  in 
philosophy.  Each  of  these  is  designed 
to  prepare  the  student  for  graduate 
studies  in  the  special  area  of  his 
choice.  Graduating  majors  pursue  such 
varied  careers  as  law,  medicine, 
counseling,  personnel  and  social  work, 
teaching,  and  church-related 
vocations. 

In  addition  to  his  special  academic 
training,  each  member  of  the  teaching 
staff  has  had  practical  experience 
serving  in  religious  and  social 
institutions.  This  experience  enables 
him  to  promote  the  combined 
objectives  of  the  department  and  to 
assist  students  in  making  their 
vocational  choices. 

By  means  of  seminars  and  supervised 
field  work,  students  are  introduced  to 
some  of  the  activities,  situations,  and 
problems  with  which  they  will  be 
dealing  in  pursuing  their  chosen 
vocations. 


Department  of  Physical 
Education 

A  major  purpose  of  the  Department 
of  Physical  Education  is  to  organize 
and  administer  the  programs  of 
physical  education  and  intramural 
sports  open  to  all  students.  In  addition, 
it  administers  those  curricula  designed 
for  students  who  wish  to  become 
teachers  of  health  and  physical 
education,  to  coach  athletic  teams,  and 
to  become  directors  of  intramural  and 
interscholastic  athletic  programs. 


Physical  education  courses  are 
required  of  all  students  as  a  part  of  the 
general  education  requirements  of  the 
College.  These  courses  provide  the 
student  with  basic  rules  and  skills  of  a 
number  of  games  and  activities,  and 
emphasize  proper  health  habits  and 
attitudes. 

The  major  in  physical  education 
receives  training  and  instruction  in 
theory,  methods,  organization,  and 
administration  of  games,  recreational 
activities,  and  athletic  programs. 
Emphasis  is  also  placed  upon  the 
principles  of  hygiene,  the  study  of 
human  anatomy  and  physiology  as 
related  to  exercise  and  personal  health 
problems,  and  the  physical  growth  and 
development  of  the  human  organism. 

The  Alumni  Memorial  Gymnasium 
seats  4250  for  basketball  games,  and  it 
has  25,000  square  feet  of  floor  space 
for  offices,  classrooms,  dressing  and 
shower  rooms  for  both  men  and 
women,  laundry  room,  storage  room, 
and  a  playing  area  large  enough  for 
three  intramural  basketball  games  to 
be  played  at  the  same  time. 

An  annex  to  the  gymnasium  provides 
additional  facilities  for  physical 
education.  Included  in  the  annex  are 
an  olympic-size  indoor  swimming  pool, 
additional  classrooms,  offices,  physical 
education  basketball  court,  weight 
training  room,  handball  court  and  a 
wrestling  room. 

Outdoor  athletic  fields  have  adequate 
space  for  football,  baseball,  soccer, 
and  track. 
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Department  of  Social 
Sciences 

The  Department  of  Social  Sciences 
offers  a  variety  of  liberal  arts  studies 
designed  to  provide  a  broader 
intellectual  and  cultural  background  for 
all  students.  For  interested  students, 
majors  in  history  and  political  science, 
and  courses  leading  to  secondary 
school  certification  in  history  and  the 
social  sciences  are  available. 
Geography  and  sociology  are  related 
subject  areas.  Classroom  lectures,  field 
trips,  visiting  scholars,  visual  aids, 
symposia,  and  small  discussion  groups 
are  utilized  in  the  instructional  program. 
Classes  are  conducted  in  well 
equipped  classrooms  and  in  a  seminar 
room  especially  designed  and 
furnished  for  the  Department. 

As  an  innovation  in  teaching  procedure 
whereby  the  students  receive  individual 
attention  and  assistance,  the 
Department  has  instituted  a  lecture- 
seminar  approach  in  some  classes.  In 
these  classes,  two  hours  each  week 
are  given  over  to  lectures.  For  the  third 
hour  the  large  group  is  divided  into 
small  discussion  seminars  led  by  an 
assistant  under  the  supervision  of  the 
instructor. 

Advanced  students  are  encouraged  to 
do  independent  study  and  research  in 
special  courses  planned  for  the 
intensive  study  of  selected  topics  and 
historical  periods.  During  the  winter 
term,  qualified  students  are  given  the 
opportunity  for  study  in  England. 
Courses  offered  abroad  permit  the 
student  to  visit,  examine,  and  assess 
the  political,  economic,  and  social 
processes  of  modern  Britain  and  how 
they  came  to  be. 

Graduate  majors  from  this  department 
are  prepared  for  a  variety  of  fields  of 
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employment  as  well  as  for  further 
studies  in  graduate  schools. 

Department  of  Radiologic 
Technology 

Elon  College,  in  affiliation  with  the 
Duke  University  Medical  Center,  offers 
a  B.S.  degree  program  in  Radiologic 
Technology.  The  first  two  academic 
years  are  spent  at  Elon  College  and  24 
months  are  spent  in  the  Department  of 
Radiology  at  the  Duke  University 
Medical  School.  At  Elon  College,  the 
student  pursues  a  program  in  the 
liberal  arts,  and  at  Duke  University, 
completes  a  program  in  Diagnostic 
Radiography  and  Clinical  Experience. 
Upon  completion  of  the  program,  the 
B.S.  degree  will  be  conferred  by  the 
American  Registry  of  Radiologic 
Technologists. 

Department  of  Home 
Economics 

Home  Economics  courses  are 
planned  toward  meeting  the  needs  of 
any  student  who  is  concerned  with  the 
improvement  of  contemporary  family 
living. 

Clothing  selection  and  construction, 
housing  and  home  furnishings,  food 
preparation  and  service,  family 
relations,  and  child  development  are 
areas  in  which  the  student  may  focus 
his  study. 

This  non-major  department  offers 
electives  to  all  students  interested  in  an 
opportunity  to  survey  the  cultural  and 
practical  values  which  can  be  derived 
from  homemaking-education  courses. 

The  Home  Economics  Department, 
housed  on  the  third  floor  of  Alamance 
Building,  consists  of  a  lecture  room,  a 
foods  laboratory,  a  clothing  laboratory, 
and  a  living-dining  room.

To  make  possible  ever-widening  and 
enriching  opportunities  in  higher 
education,  Elon  College  has  created 
effective  academic  programs,  attracted 
a  good  faculty,  and  established  a 
sound  basis  for  financial  operations. 


The  College  operates  on  the  4-1-4 
calendar,  which  provides  a  four-month 
fall  semesterending  priorto  Christmas 
holidays,  a  one-month  winter  term,  and 
a  four-month  spring  semester.  During 
the  one-month  term,  the  student  takes 
only  one  course,  and  the  professor 
teaches  one  course.  Thus,  there  is 
opportunity  for  concentrated  work, 
innovative  teaching,  and  intensive 
study. 


Although  Elon  takes  justifiable  pride  in 
its  many  significant  accomplishments, 
it  recognizes  a  pressing  need  for 
continuing  study  and  re-evaluation  of 
its  objectives  and  requirements. 


The  impact  of  the  institution  is  apparent. 
Each  year  students  from  more  than 
twenty-five  states  and  several  foreign 
countries  study  at  Eton.  Teachers, 
doctors,  ministers,  lawyers,  and  people 
in  other  professions  who  are  Elon  alumni 
serve  in  almost  every  part  of  the  country. 
Their  contributions  as  responsible, 
productive  citizens  are  especially 
noteworthy. 


Having  experienced  remarkable 
accomplishment  the  College  is  continuing 
its  development  to  help  meet  its  stated 
objectives.  The  future  of  industry, 
government,  education,  and  religion 
depends  on  highly  educated  leadership, 
and  Elon  College  will  continue  to  strive 
to  provide  this  type  of  education. 


Aims  and  Objectives 

The  Charter  of  Elon  College  states, 
"The  objects  of  the  corporation  are  to 
provide  equipment  and  facilities 
necessary  to  the  well-being  and  success 
of  a  college  offering  Christian  training 
and  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts, 
sciences  and/or  any  specific  field  of 
highereducation  and  learning  that  may 
appear  expedient  or  useful.  .  ." 

As  a  church-related  college,  Elon  College 
believes  that  it  is  its  responsibility 
to  promote  the  church  vocations  as  well 
as  to  offer  instruction  designed  to  provide 


a  thorough  and  sound  pre-theological 
education. 

Historically  the  College  has  played  a 
significant  role  in  teachereducation.  A 
program  of  instruction  and  experiences 
designed  to  prepare  teachers  for 
elementary  and  secondary  schools 
continues  to  be  a  major  objective  of 
the  College. 

Elon  College  senses  a  definite 
responsibility  to  the  community  in  which 
it  is  located  and  seeks  to  provide  cultu ral 
and  educational  opportunities  for  the 
citizens  of  the  area. 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
charter,  it  is  the  aim  of  Elon  College 
to  give  each  studentthe  opportunity  to 
acquire: 

1.  A  philosophy  of  life  which  is  founded 
upon  and  motivated  by  the  beliefs 
and  spiritual  values  of  the  historic 
Christian  Church,  and  which  will  be 
reflected  throughout  his  life  in  terms 
of  high  ethical  standards,  wholesome 
attitudes,  and  significant  religious 
insights  and  devotion. 

2.  An  understanding  of  his 
responsibilities  and  rights  as  a 
citizen  in  a  democratic  culture,  a 
recognition  of  the  intrinsic  worth  of 
other  individuals,  and  an  intelligent 
awareness  of  world  cultures, 
conditions,  events,  and  issues. 

3.  A  love  of  learning  sufficient  to 
promote  his  continued  intellectual 
and  cultural  growth  which  comes 
out  of  sharing  in  an  invigorating 
intellectual  and  cultural  climate 
during  his  college  career. 
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4.  A  basic  knowledge  in  the  humanities, 
natural  sciences,  and  social  sciences, 
and  an  appreciation  of  the  mutual 
relationships  existing  among  these 
areas. 

5.  An  understanding  of  the  contentand 
an  achievement  of  competence  in  the 
procedures  of  at  least  one  field  of 
knowledge  as  preparation  sufficient 
for  graduate  or  professional  study. 

6.  The  ability  to  think  critically, 
logically,  and  creatively,  and  to 
communicate  effectively  by  means 
of  the  written  and  spoken  language. 

7.  Asensibilitytoestheticvaluesthrough 
experience  and  study  in  the  fine  arts 
and  through  opportunity  to  develop 
competence  and  excellence  in  the 
performing  arts. 

8.  A  knowlege  of  the  principles  of  health 
and  physical  fitness,  and  skills  useful 
for  participation  in  wholesome 
recreational  activities. 

9.  A  recognition  of  his  abilities  and 
aptitudes  through  counseling  and 
guidance  in  the  choice  of  an 
appropriate  vocation. 


History 

Elon  College  was  chartered  on  March 
11,  1889,  "to  afford  instruction  in  the 
liberal  arts  and  sciences."  Its 
establishment  was  the  result  of 
determination  on  the  part  of  the 
Christian  Church  to  have  a  school  which 
would  prepare  young  people  for 
leadership  in  the  churches. 

The  Christian  Church  was  formed  in 
1794  by  the  Reverend  James  O'Kelly  and 
a  group  of  d  issenters  from  the  Method  ist 
Church  who  organized  the  first 
democratically  governed  church  to 
arise  on  American  soil  and  named  it 
"Christian, to  theexclusion  of  all  party 
and  sectarian  names." 

Two  schools  were  forerunners  of  Elon 
College:  The  Graham  College  established 
in  1851  as  Graham  Institute,  at  Graham, 
North  Carolina;  and  the  Suffolk 
Collegiate  Institute,  established  in  1 872 
at  Suffolk,  Virginia.  The  Southern 
Christian  Convention,  in  an  extraordinary 
session  in  Graham,  North  Carolina,  in 
1888  voted  to  establish  a  college.  The 
name  "Elon",  the  Hebrew  word  for  oak, 
was  selected  for  the  institution,  which 
opened  its  doors  in  1890  with  108 
students. 


Faculty 

Faculty  members  of  Elon  College  are 
ded  icated  teachers,  chosen  because  of 
their  academic  preparation,  individual 
initiative,  and  potential  fordevelopment. 
The  educational  background  of  the 
faculty  is  represented  by  undergraduate 
and  graduate  degrees  from  many 
outstanding  institutions.  Elon  hasa good 
faculty  which  is  devoted  to  its  task. 


In  1931,  the  Christian  Church  merged 
with  the  Congregational  Churches  to 
form  the  Congregational  Christian 
denomination.  The  Congregational 
Christian  Churches  merged  with  the 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  in 
1957  to  form  the  United  Church  of  Christ. 
The  Southern  Convention  of 
Congregational  Christian  Churches 
supported  the  College  until  the  formation 
of  the  Southern  Conference  of  the  United 
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Church  of  Christ  in  1965.  Elon  is 
presently  affiliated  with  this  Conference. 

In  recent  years  great  strides  have  been 
made  by  the  College  to  improve  the 
physical  plant  in  order  to  provide 
additional  facilities;  to  enrich  and 
strengthen  itsacademic  program;  and  to 
give  increased  emphasis  and  meaning 
to  its  role  as  a  Christian  college  that 
Elon  College  may  give  even  greater 
opportunities  and  render  greater  service 
to  the  young  men  and  women  who  seek 
to  furthertheireducation  at  the  College. 


Campus  and  Buildings 

The  Elon  campus  is  beautiful,  spacious, 
and  rich  in  stalwart  native  oak  trees. 
Shrubbery,  concrete  and  brick  walks, 
driveways,  and  a  massive  brick  wall, 
enclosing  twenty-five  acres  of  the 
campus,  contribute  to  its  attractive 
appearance. 

The  campus  is  designed  and  equipped 
to  serve  its  living  and  learning 
community.  Buildings  housing  the 
classrooms  and  laboratories  have  been 
extensively  renovated  and  new 
equipment  and  furniture  have  been 
provided.  The  McEwen  Dining  Hall, 
William  S.  Long  Student  Center,  Iris 
Holt  McEwen  Library,  Harper  Center, 
and  nine  dormitories  have  been 
constructed  since  1956.  Completed  in 
1970  were  a  new  office-classroom 
building,  and  a  new  physical  education 
facility,  which  includes  an  olym pic-size 
swimming  pool.  The  present  living  and 
dining  facilities  serve  a  resident  student 
body  of  approximately  1,000. 

Alamance  Building  houses 
administrative  offices,  classrooms,  and 
the  prayer  room.  Citizens  of  Alamance 
County  contributed  the  money  to  build 
this  structure  after  the  old  administration 
building  was  destroyed  byfirein  1923. 
The  Alamance  Building  was  extensively 
renovated  in  the  summer  of  1967. 

Carlton  Building,  renovated  in  the 
summer  of  1973,  was  the  gift  of  three 
trustees  of  the  College,  P.  J.  Carlton, 
H.  A.  Carlton  and  L.  E.  Carlton,  and 
their  sister,  Mrs.  J.  Dolph  Long.  This 
structure  houses  the  music  and  art 
departments,  classrooms,  a  rehearsal 
hall,  and  faculty  offices. 
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Travel  Information 

Visitors  to  the  College  are  welcome 
at  all  times.  The  administrative  offices 
are  open  Monday  through  Friday  from 
8  A.M.  until  5  P.M.  The  admissions  office 
hours  on  Saturday  are  from  8:00  A.M. 
until  12:00  noon.  Administrative  officers 
and  membersof  the  faculty  are  available 
at  othertimes  by  appointment  made  in 
advance. 
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Elon  College  is  in  the  town  of  Elon 
College,  N.  C.acommunityadjacentto 
Burlington,  1 7  miles  east  of  Greensboro, 
and  64  miles  west  of  Raleigh.  It  is  on  the 
North  Carolinadivision  of  the  Southern 
Railway  and  is  accessible  to  air  line 
services  at  Greensboro.  It  is  also  served 
bytheCarolinaCoach  Company,  which 
affords  bus servicesto  all  partsofthe 
country,  and  by  Burlington  city  buses, 
which  passthecampuseach  hour. The 
telegraph  address  is  Burlington  and  the 
College  is  served  by  the  Burlington 
telephone  exchange.  The  number  is 
584-9711,  Area  Code  919. 
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Scholastic  Sessions 

The  College's  regular  session  is  divided 
into  a  4-1  -4  calendar.  The  fall  semester 
is  a  four-month  term,  ending  prior  to 
Christmas  holidays,  followed  by  a  one- 
month  winter  term  and  a  four-month 
spring  term.  During  the  one-month  term 
opportunities  are  offered  fortravel  and 
study  abroad.  Evening  classes  are  also 
offered  on  a  regular  basis  and  a  summer 
school  session  of  two  terms  of  five  weeks 
each. 


There  are  two  summer  terms  of  five 
weeks  each,  and  students  may  attend 
either  one  term  or  both  terms.  Six 
semester  hours  are  considered  a  full 
course  load  for  each. 

In  general,  admission  and  degree 
requirements,  administrative  regulations, 
student  self-government  and  honor 
system,  although  subject  to  some 
modification  in  the  summer,  are  basically 
the  same  for  the  Summer  School  as 
for  the  regular  sessions. 


Evening  Classes 

Evening  classes  are  scheduled  in 
accordance  with  student  demand. 


Summer  School 

The  Summer  School  is  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  thefollowing  persons: 
(1)  students  currently  enrolled  at  Elon 
or  other  colleges  who  wish  to  accelerate 
completion  of  degree  requirements,  (2) 
new  students  who  wish  to  beg  in  col  lege 
work  priorto  the  fall  term,  (3)  students 
whodesireto  makeupdeficienciesor 
improve  their  academic  standing,  (4) 
teachers  in  service  who  wish  to  keep 
abreast  of  current  educational 
developments  or  renew  certificates,  and 
(5)  members  of  the  community  who 
desire  further  educational  fulfillment. 


Special  Summer  Programs 

Elon  College  Music  Festival 

Instrumental  Methods  are  taught  junior 
and  senior  high  school  students  and 
band  directors.  The  Festival  is  held 
annually  in  June. 

Programs  for  In-Service  Elementary 
Teachers 

A  two  weeks'  session  in  Mathematics 
and  a  two  weeks'  session  in 
Communication  Skills  are  offered  these 
teachers. 

All-Sports  Camps 

Basketball,  football,  tennis,  and 
swimming  camps  are  held  for 
elementary,  junior,  and  senior  high 
school  students. 


TheSummerSchool  is  an  integral  part 
of  the  instructional  program  of  the 
College,  and  courses  are  carefully 
selected  fromthosetaughtin  the  regular 
academic  sessions.  Instruction  is  by 
regular  members  of  the  faculty.  The 
classes  are  held  in  air  conditioned 
classrooms. 
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of  the  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board.  The  Col  lege  recommends  personal 
interviews  with  the  Director  of 
Admissions. 

A  student  applying  for  admission  for  the 
fallsemestershould  have  his  completed 
application  submitted  to  the  College  by 
March  1.  A  student  applying  for 
admission  for  the  spring  semester  should 
have  his  completed  application  submitted 
by  December  1 .  The  completed 
application  should  be  returned  to  the 
Admissions  Office,  accompanied  by  an 
application  fee  of  ten  dollars,  which 
is  not  refundable.  Upon  notice  of 
acceptance,  a  deposit  of  fifty  dollars  is 
due.  In  order  to  reserve  a  dormitory 
room,  a  student  pays  a  room  reservation 
fee  of  seventy-five  dollars.  Acceptance 
fees  and  total  room  reservation  fees 
are  not  refundable  forthe  fall  semester 
after  May  1 ,  and  for  the  spring  semester 
after  December  1 5  except  upon  a  doctor's 
certificate  of  inability  to  enter.  After 
May  1,  $25  of  the  fall  room  deposit  is 
refundable  to  August  1 .  Acceptance  and 
room  reservation  fees  are  applied  to  the 
student's  account  when  he  enters  school. 


Admission  Procedures 

Students  desiring  to  enter  Elon  should 
write  to  the  Director  of  Admissions  for 
an  application  form.  A  full  statement 
of  the  student's  high  school  record  and 
the  recommendation  of  the  principal 
or  the  guidance  director  is  obtained  by 
the  College.  Admission  to  the  College  is 
based  on  (a)  the  high  school  record  with 
emphasis  on  the  student's  rank  in  class 
or  previous  college  work  in  the  case  of 
transfer  students,  (b)  the 
recommendations,  (c)  scores  on  tests 
administered  by  the  high  school,  and  (d) 
scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test 


Entrance  Requirements 

For  admission  to  Elon  College  as  a 
candidate  for  a  degree,  the  applicant 
must  be  a  graduate  of  an  accredited 
four-year  high  school  and  must  satisfy 
the  Committee  on  Admissions  and 
Credits  as  to  his  intellectual,  physical, 
emotional,  social,  and  moral  fitness  to 
undertake  the  academic  work  at  the 
College. 

Admission  to  freshman  status  and  degree 
candidacy  requires  secondary  school 
work  in  the  following  subject  matter 
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areas  and  no  fewer  than  the  following 
number  of  units  in  these  areas:  English, 
4;oneforeign  language,  2;  mathematics, 
2;  history,  1 ;  and  science,  1.  Two  units 
inalgebraoroneeach  in  algebra  and 
plane  geometry  satisfy  the  mathematics 
requirement.  Additional  units  will  be 
accepted  from  the  following  areas,  with 
the  number  in  a  given  area  not  more  than 
that  indicated:  Bible,  2;  economics  or 
social  science,  1 ;  English,  4;  French,  2; 
German,  2;  history,  4;  Latin,  4; 
mathematics,  4;  music,  1;  science,  4; 
Spanish,  2;  vocational  subjects,  3. 

No  credit  toward  the  foreign  language 
requirement  isallowedforfewerthan  2 
units  of  a  foreign  language. 


Entrance  Examinations 

Applicants  for  admission  to  Elon 
College  are  required  to  submit  their 


scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test 
of  the  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board. 

The  Scholastic  Aptitude  and  Achievement 
tests  are  given  at  testing  centers 
throughoutthe  United  States  and,  upon 
sufficient  notice,  in  foreign  countrieson 
designated  dates  in  November, 
December,  January,  March,  May,  and 
July.  Advanced  Placement  tests  are  given 
at  the  testing  centers  in  May. 

The  Scholastic  Aptitudetest  is  scheduled 
for  morning,  and  it  is  recommended 
that  applicants  wishing  to  enter  at  the 
beginning  of  the  summer  or  fall  semester 
take  the  test  in  NovemberorDecember, 
preferably  in  November. 

The  applicant  should  have  test  results 
sent  directly  to  the  College. 

The  student  should  write  directly  to  the 
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College  Entrance  Examination  Board, 
P.O.  Box  592,  Princeton,  N.  J.,  for  the 
Bulletin  of  Information,  which  contains 
an  application  blank,  lists  of  testing 
centers  and  dates,  and  rules  on 
applications,  fees,  reports,  and  the 
conduct  of  testing. 

Acceptance  On  Condition 

Students  who  have  been  graduated 
from  a  secondary  school  but  do  not  meet 
the  requirements  in  subject  matter  areas 
and  units  may  be  accepted  on  condition. 
The  maximum  deficiency  is  two  units  and 
must  be  removed  at  Elon  before  the 
beginning  of  the  sophomore  year. 
Students  entering  with  a  deficiency  may 
not  be  able  to  complete  degree 
requirements  in  eight  regular  semesters. 

Special  Students 

TheCollegeadmitsalimited  number 
of  special  students.  These  include: 

1.  Those  who  wish  only  private 
instruction  inthe  Department  of  Fine 
Arts.  They  are  admitted  if  instructors 
are  ableto  schedule  lessons  forthem. 

2.  Persons21  yearsof ageorolderwho 
are  not  high  school  graduates  or 
cand  idates  f  or  a  deg  ree  but  wish  to 
take  class  work.  Such  applicants  are 
accepted  on  the  basis  of  maturity, 
seriousness  of  purpose,  and 
background  sufficientto  do  the  class 
work  desired.  Techniques  for 
measuring  these  criteria  are 
determined  by  departmental 
chairmen,  who  report  their  findings 
and  recommendations  to  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  and  Credits. 


3.  Collegegraduates  who  are  interested 
in  study  at  the  College.  They  are 
admitted  if  they  fulfill  the 
requirements  for  admission  to  the 
desired  courses. 

Advanced  Placement 

Applicants  for  admission  to  freshman 
status  may  be  placed  in  advanced  classes 
in  fields  in  which  they  have  demonstrated 
superior  ability  and  understanding.  This 
is  done  by  the  Dean  of  Instruction  upon 
recommendation  of  the  departmental 
chairmen. 

Elon  participates  in  the  Advanced 
Placement  Program  of  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board.  Through 
satisfactory  achievement  in  Advanced 
Placement  tests,  freshmen  may  receive 
a  limited  amount  of  credit  or  advanced 
placement  in  the  following  fields: 
biology,  chemistry,  English,  history, 
Latin,  mathematics,  and  physics. 
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Applicants  who  seek  advanced  placement 
should  submit  an  application  form,  write 
the  Dean  of  Instruction  at  an  early  date 
indicating  their  desire  for  advanced 
placement,  and  arrange  with  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board  for  the 
Advanced  Placement  tests. 

Credit  by  Examination 

Elon  participates  in  theCollege  Level 
Examination  Program  of  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board.  Credit  may 
be  obtained  for  the  following  courses, 
provided  the  student  scores  at  least  the 
50th  percentile  on  the  examination: 

History  111,  112,  211,  212;  Biology 
111-112;  Mathematics  121 ;  Chemistry 
111-112;  Psychology  211  Accounting 
211-212;  Economics 221, 222;  English 
211,  212. 

Credit  by  departmental  examinations 
may  also  be  obtained. 

The  maximum  number  of  hours  which 
can  be  received  through  credit  by 
examination  is  26. 

Applicants  who  seek  credit  by 
examination  may  receive furtherdetails 
from  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Instruction .

Details  concerning  the  procedure  for 
engaging  in  independentstudy maybe 
obtained  from  the  office  of  the  Dean  of 
Instruction. 

Admission  Requirements  for 
Transfer  Students 

Astudentwishingtotransferto  Elon 
College  must  be  able  to  meet  admission 
requirements  in  effect  at  the  time  of  his 
application  and  to  provide  proof  of  his 
eligibility  to  return  to  the  institution  from 
which  he  is  transferring. 

Transferable  Credits 

Cred  it  is  given  for  satisfactory  work  in 
accredited  institutions  insofar  as  it 
parallels  the  work  offered  at  Elon. 
However,  no  transfer  credit  is  allowed  for 
a  course  in  which  the  grade  is  below 
that  of  "C",  except  in  direct  transfer. 

Direct  Transfer 

Graduates  of  accredited  junior  col  leges 
may  obtain  direct  transfer  of  credits. 


Credit  /  No  Credit  Courses 

Students  are  allowed  the  opportunity 
to  take  two  one-semester  courses  outside 
the  requirements  for  their  major  on  a 
credit-no  credit  (Pass/Fail)  basis. 

Independent  Study 

Students  are  permitted  to  engage  in 
independent  study  of  catalog  courses, 
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estimated  cost  of  books  is  $75  to  $1 00 
for  the  scholastic  year. 

Of  the  estimated  $100  for  books,  the 
student  needs  about  $60  for  purchases 
from  the  bookstore  at  the  opening  of  the 
fall  semester. 

Student  Government  Association  fee  is 
required  of  all  full-time  students  during 
registration.  The  fee  covers  activities  of 
that  organization. 

These  estimates  do  not  include  fees  for 
special  courses  and  special  laboratory 
work,  which  depend  upon  the  course  of 
study  undertaken,  norpersonal  expenses, 
which  vary  with  the  individual  student. 
Forthe  student  who  must  earn  money 
toward  his  college  expenses,  there  are  a 
number  of  opportunities  for  work.  The 
proceeds  must  be  applied  to  these 
expenses. 


Room  Rent 


General  Costs 

Elon  College  invests  in  its  educational 
program  for  the  student  approximately 
the  same  amount  that  he  is  asked  to  pay 
for  his  college  education.  This  is  possible 
becauseof  endowmentfundsand  other 
sources  of  revenue. 

The  cost  of  attending  Elon  is  reasonable. 
A  resident  student's  tuition,  room  and 
board  forthe  scholastic  year  range  from 
$2029  to  $2179.  For  a  non-resident 
student,  the  cost  of  a  year's  tuition  is 
$1280.  The  student  taking  the  evening 
classes  pays  $40  per  semester  hour.  The 


The  cost  of  dormitory  accommodations 
varies  slightly  according  to  the  dormitory 
and  room  selected. 

Students  changing  rooms  without 
permission  of  the  proper  dean  are 
charged  for  both  rooms.  Student-owned 
furniture  is  not  permitted  in  the 
dormitories. 


Board  Costs 

The  cost  of  board  is  subjectto  change 
without  notice.  Double  charge  is  made  for 
special  diets.  All  dormitory  students  are 
required  to  board  intheCollegedining 
hall.

Budget  Payment  Plans 

The  Insured  Tuition  Payment  Plan  of 
Boston,  well-known  in  the  educational 


field,  offers  two  convenient  payment 
programs  for  persons  who  desire  to 
budget  the  annual  cost  in  monthly 
installments.  Both  programs  include 
insurance  protection  which  covers  the 
balance  of  the  cost  of  the  entire 
educational  program  intheeventofthe 
death  ordisability  of  the  insured  parent. 

There  is  a  Prepayment  program  which 
you  begin  before  the  first  payment  is 
due  at  the  College  and  end  before 
graduation.  You  pay  as  you  go. 
Consequently,  there  is  no  interest  charge. 

There  is  also  an  Extended  Repayment 
Plan.  This  prog  ram  takes  advantage  of 
low  cost  loan  facilities.  It  reduces  the 
monthly  payments  and  spreads  the  cost 
out  over  a  longer  period  of  time. 
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The  earlier  you  start  a  program,  the 
smaller  your  payments  and  the  longer 
the  term  of  your  insurance  protection.

If  a  dormitory  student  decides  to 
commute,  the  Admissions  Office  must  be 
notified  before  May  1,  in  orderto  get  full 
credit  for  the  room  deposit. 

All  Commuter  Students.  To  complete 
acceptance,  a  deposit  of  $50  is  due 
within thetimespecified  intheletterof 
acceptance.  It  is  not  refundable  after 
May  1,  1974,  except  upon  a  doctor's 
statement  of  applicant's  inability  to 
enroll. 


Business  Education  Course 

When  a  student  takes  the  entire  one- 
year  Business  Education  course,  which 
includes  English,  accounting,  shorthand , 
typewriting,  office  machines,  and  office 
management,  the  cost  is  the  same  as  for 
any  other  full-time  load. 


Application,  Acceptance,  and 
Room  Reservation  Fees 

Each  prospective  student  pays  an 
application  fee  of  $10  when  his 
application  for  admission  is  submitted. 
This  fee  is  not  refundable  under  any 
condition. 

All  Dormitory  Students.  To  complete 
acceptance  and  to  reserve  a  dormitory 
room,  a  deposit  of  $125  is  due 
within  the  time  specified  in  the  letter  of 
acceptance.  This  deposit  is  credited  to  the 
student's  account.  The  full  amount  is 
refundable  up  to  May  1,  1974,  with 
written  notification  of  withdrawal.  After 
May  1,  $25  is  refundable  to  August  1, 
1974.  A  forfeited  deposit  can  only  be 
refunded  upon  a  doctor's  statement  of 
applicant's  inability  to  enroll. 


Refunds 

1.  Coursesdroppedafter6class hours 
are  payable  in  full.

3.  Tuition  and  fees  are  refunded  on  a 
pro  rata  basis  in  case  of  withdrawal 
from  the  College  or  course  during 
the  first  6  class  hours  of  the  semester, 
provided  the  student  receives 
permission  from  the  Dean  of  Students 
and  checksoutthroughthe  Business 
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Special  Fees

4.  Charges forroom  and  board  are  made 
forthesemesterforwhichthestudent 
enrolls,  and  refunds  are  made  on  a 
pro  rata  basis  for  board  only,  provided 
the  student  receives  permission  from 
the  Dean  of  Students  and  checks  out 
through  the  Business  Office  attimeof 
withdrawal.  No  reduction  in  board 
charges  is  made  for  absences  of  less 
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than  two  full  consecutive  weeks. 
When  a  student  is  permitted  to 
withdraw  and  adjustments  are 
involved  for  board,  any  part  of  a 
week  will  be  considered  asafullweek 
for  purposes  of  board  charges. 

5.  Refunds  for  private  lessons  in  music 
and  art  are  made  on  a  pro  rata  basis 
only  when  the  student  withdraws 
from  college  because  of  illness  and 
presents  a  statement  from  the 
attending  physician. 

6.  In  the  event  that  a  student  does  not 
fulfill  graduation  requirements,  he  is 
entitled  toarefund  of  $15.00of  the 
graduation  fee.  Astudent  who  does 
not  fulfill  requirements  for  a 
secretarial  certificate  is  entitled  to  a 
refund  of  $3. 25of  the  certificate  fee. 

TheCollegereservestherightto  change 
any  and  all  fees. 


Financial  Aid 

Entering  freshmen  may  gain 
consideration  for  all  types  of  financial 
assistance  by  obtaining  Parents' 
Confidential  Statement  or  Student's 
Financial  Statement  forms  for 
financially  independent  students  from 
theirhigh  schools,  completing  theforms 
and  submitting  them  to  the  College 
Scholarship  Service,  preferably  before 
February  1  of  the  year  of  expected  fall 
enrollment.  The  Financial  Aid  Office  at 
Elon  College  receives  from  College 
Scholarship  Service  a  copy  of  the 
Parents'  Confidential  Statement  or  the 
Student's  Financial  Statement  and  a 
financial  need  analysis  report  for  each 
applicant. Thesedata aid  in  determining 


the  amount  of  assistance  to  be  offered 
by  the  College. 

Upperclassmen  ordinarily  must  apply  for 
financial  assistance  each  year.  The 
renewal  of  financial  aid  is  contingent 
upon  satisfactory  work  in  college.  One 
application  enables  the  student  to  be 
considered  for  all  the  available  types  of 
financial  assistance  for  which  he  is 
eligible,  including  scholarships,  loans 
and  work  assignments.  Each  recipient 
must  have  a  satisfactory  record  of 
achievement  and  citizenship. 

In  order  that  it  may  help  as  many 
deserving  students  as  possible,  the 
College  generally  makes  only  one  award 
of  any  kind  to  an  individual. 
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Student  Employment 

College  Work-Study.  Students  from 
low-income  families  who  need  ajobto 
help  pay  for  college  expenses  are 
potentially  eligible  for  employment  by 
their  col  leges  under  federally  supported 
Work-Study  Programs.  Students  may 
work  up  to  15  hours  weekly  while 
attending  classes  full  time.  During  the 
summer  or  other  vacation  periods, 
students  may  work  full  time.  To  work 
under  this  prog  ram,  a  student  must  be  in 
good  standing  and  enrolled  on  a  full- 
time  basis. 

Student  Self-Help  Program.  This 
program  is  maintained  by  the  College  to 
provide  students  part-time  employment 
on  campusto  helpdefray  theircollege 
expenses. 

Off-Campus  Employment.  The  College 
strives  to  help  as  many  students  as 
possible  find  part-time  employment  in 
the  surrounding  community. 
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Student  Personnel  Services 

Counseling  Services.  The  College 
maintainsacounseling  staff,  underthe 
direction  of  the  Dean  of  Instruction,  to 
assist  students  in  vocational  and 
educational  guidance.  Psychological 
testing  and  vocational  information  are 
available  through  this  office.  Students 
desiring  assistance  are  urged  to  consult 
members  of  the  counseling  staff. 

Advisory  Program.  Members  of  the 
counseling  staff  serve  as  academic 
advisers  for  each  freshman  and  will 
continue  to  serve  as  advisers  for  these 


students  until  they  become  sophomores. 
At  that  time,  these  students  will  be 
assigned  advisers  from  their  major 
department.  Transfer  students  are 
assigned  advisers  from  their  major 
department.  The  advisers  assist  their 
advisees  with  registration  and  meet  with 
them  periodically  during  the  year  for 
counseling. 

Placement  Services.  The  Placement 
Office,  which  assists  seniors  and  alumni 
in  finding  employment  after  graduation, 
is  underthesupervision  of  the  Director 
of  Placement.  Campus  interviews  are 
arranged  with  visiting  representatives 
of  industry,  business,  education  and 
government.  Credentials  of  students 
registering  with  the  office  are  made 
available  to  interested  employers  on  a 
confidential  basis.  No  charge  is  made 
for  this  service,  except  for  official  copies 
of  the  student's  college  transcript. 

Health  Services.  The  medical  fee, 
which  is  included  in  the  general  fee, 
covers  all  emergency,  dispensary,  and 
routine  nursing  services,  and  treatment 
by  the  College  physician.  This  fee  does 
not  cover  cases  in  which  a  physician, 
other  than  the  College  physician,  is 
called. 

For  each  school  year,  effective  two  days 
before,  and  terminating  two  days  after,  a 
plan  of  students'  accident  and  health 
insurance  is  provided.  The  cost  is 
included  in  the  regular  college  fees. 

Campus  Living.  Dormitories  are 
modern  and  attractive.  Each  room  is 
furnished  with  single  beds,  bureaus, 
desks,  and  chairs.  The  student  brings 
pillow,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  blankets, 
bed  spreads,  towels  and  such  other 
articles  as  a  waste  basket,  rugs,  and 
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lamps.  Dormitories  are  opened  at  2:00 
p.m.  the  day  before  registration  each 
term.  They  will  be  closed  during 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  Spring,  and 
Summer  vacations.  Rooms  will  be  vacated 
and  dormitories  will  be  locked  no  later 
than  6:00  p.m.  on  the  day  classes  end 
before  these  vacation  periods.  All 
students  are  required  to  room  in  the 
dormitories  unless  they  are  living  with 
their  parents,  relatives,  orspouses  with 
this  exception:  if  a  student  is  to  be 
twenty-one  priorto  September  1  of  the 
academic  year,  and  if  permission  is 
obtained  from  the  Dean  of  Students  prior 
to  the  preceding  March  15,  the  student 
will  be  permitted  to  live  off  campus.  The 
College  will  assume  no  responsibility  for 
location  or  approval  of  off  campus 
facilities  and  will  not  serve  as  an 
intermediary  in  any  way  between  the 
student  and  his  landlord. 

Students  have  access  to  laundry  facilities 
in  the  dormitories.  A  commercial  laundry 
and  dry  cleaners  is  adjacent  to  the 
campus. 


Student  Government 

Students  of  Elon  College  govern 
themselves  through  a  well-established 
program  which  has  the  full  support  and 
cooperation  of  the  faculty  and 
administration. 

General  student  affairs  are  handled 
through  the  Student  Senate,  composed 
of  members  elected  by  the  student  body. 
The  heart  of  Student  Government  isthe 
Honor  System,  initiated  by  the  student 
body  and  approved  by  the  faculty  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College.  The 
system  isacodeof  studentliving,  under 
which  it  is  assumed  that  each  student 
is  a  lady  or  gentleman  and  will  act  as 
one.  Its  essential  principle  is  that  the 
handling  of  offenses  is  a  matter  of 
student  direction.  Consideration  of 
breaches  against  the  Honor  Code  is  a 
function  of  the  Honor  Court,  which 
may  recommend  that  a  student  found 
guilty  of  a  dishonorable  offense,  such  as 
lying,  cheating,  orstealing,  be  required  to 
withdraw  from  the  Col  lege  immediately. 


Meals  are  served  in  theCollegedining 
halls,  which  are  opened  for  the  evening 
meal  before  the  first  day  of  registration 
and  closed  aftertheevening  meal  of  the 
last  day  of  final  examinations.  For 
vacation  periods,  they  are  closed  afterthe 
evening  mealof  the  last  day  of  classes 
and  opened  with  theevening  meal  the 
day  before  classes  are  resumed. 

Freshman  Orientation 

All  Freshmen  are  invited  to  the  campus 
for  a  two-day  orientation  program. 
Discussions,  lectures  and  assembliesare 
held  to  assist  thestudent  in  preparing 
for  the  beginning  of  his  college  life. 


Each  student  who  enrolls  at  Elon  accepts 
the  obligations  of  the  Honor  System  and 
should  recognizethefull  responsibility 
of  the  Honor  Court  for  handling  offenses 
under  the  code. 

Religious  Life 

Elon  College  is  a  church-related 
institution  and  is  concerned  with  its 
obligation  to  maintain  a  Christian 
academic  community.  Each  student  is 
required  to  take  two  courses  in  religion 
as  partial  fulfillment  of  study  for  the 
bachelor's  degree.  Majors  are  offered  in 
religion,  philosophy,  and  religious 
education. 
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The  College  provides  the  services  of  a 
campus  minister  and  a  chaplain. 
Religious  chapel  is  held  weekly,  giving 
a  student  the  opportunity  to  attend 
chapel  at  a  time  when  classes  are  not 
scheduled. 

A  student  is  encouraged  to  attend  the 
religious  activities  of  his  church.  The 
Elon  College  Community  Church,  just 
off  the  campus,  is  the  College  church, 
and  isopen  to  all  students forworship. 
Some  students  and  faculty  teach  in  the 
local  church  or  sing  in  the  choir.  Most 
denominations  have  churches  within  a 
few  miles  of  the  campus. 

Groups  meet  regularly  for  Bible  study, 
group  discussions,  service  projects,  and 
social  activities.  All  students  are  invited 
to  participate  in  the  fellowship. 

A  ministerial  association  for  all  students 
preparing  forfull-time  church  vocations 
meets  weekly.  This  group  sponsors 
devotions,  provides  assistance  to  local 
churches,  sends  deputation  teams  to 
local  churches,  and  gives  direction 
in  various  areas  of  church  vocations. 


Cultural  Life 

Each  year  a  variety  of  programs  is 
offered  forthe cultural  and  intellectual 
enrichment  of  the  campus. 

The  Lyceum  Series  brings  outstanding 
artists  and  performers  to  the  campus 
during  the  year. 

The  Liberal  Arts  Forum,  sponsored  by 
the  Student  Government  Association, 
schedules  a  number  of  lectures  and 
presents  an  annual  Spring  Symposium. 


A  number  of  distinguished  scholars 
appear  on  campus  under  the  Visiting 
Scholars  Program  of  the  Piedmont 
University  Center,  an  inter-institutional 
effort  dedicated  to  the  enrichment  of  the 
offerings  of  the  member  institutions. 

There  are  also  recitals  in  Whitley 
Memorial  Auditorium  by  members  of  the 
Music  Department  faculty  and 
advanced  students  in  music.  Each  year 
before  the  beginning  of  the  Christmas 
holidays,  the  Elon  Choir  presents 
Handel's  oratorio,  Messiah. 

Social  Clubs 

There  are  six  social  clubs  for  men 
students  and  three  for  women.  Fraternities 

include  Tau  Kappa  Epsilon,  lota  Tau 
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Kappa,  Kappa PsiNu,  KappaSigma, 
Lambda  Kappa,  and  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon; 
sororities  areZetaTau Alpha, Sigma 
Sigma  Sigma,  and  Phi  Mu. 

Honor  Societies 

Alpha  Chi.  The  objective  of  this 
national  scholastic  society  is  the 
stimulation,  development,  and 
recognition  of  scholarship  and  those 
elements  of  character  that  make 
scholarship  effective  for  good.  To  be 
eligible  for  membership,  a  student  must 
beajuniororsenior,  must beof  good 
standing,  and  must  have  distinguished 
himself  by  academic  accomplishments 
of  a  high  order. 

Pi  Gamma  Mu.  The  North  Carolina 
Alpha  chapter  of  Pi  Gamma  Mu, 
National  Social  Science  HonorSociety, 
waschartered  in  1929and  isoneof  four 
in  North  Carolina.  Pi  Gamma  Mu  is  a 
member  of  the  Association  of  College 
Honor  Societies.  Students  and  faculty 
members  who  attain  distinction  in  the 
social  sciences  at  Elon  are  eligible  for 
nomination  to  membership.  Nominations 
usually  are  made  twice  a  year. 


Service  Organizations 

Alpha  Phi  Omega.  This  is  a  national 
Collegiate  Service  Fraternity  which 
presents  a  program  of  leadership, 
friendship  and  service.  Members  must 
qualify  through  service  to  the  campus 
and  continue  this  service  as  long  as 
they  remain  in  the  chapter. 

Circle  K.  This  is  a  service  organization 
for  college  students  sponsored  by 
Kiwanis  International. 


Who's  Who 

A  committee  composed  of  members  of 
the  faculty,  administration,  and  student 
body  each  year  elects  students  to  be 
listed  in  the  national  publication  Who's 
Who  in  American  Colleges  and 
Universities.  Selection  is  made  on  the 
basis  of  scholarship,  participation  and 
leadership  in  academic  and 
extracurricular  activities,  citizenship  and 
serviceto  the  College,  and  promiseof 
future  usefulness. 

Athletics 

Intramurals.  The  purpose  of  the 
intramural  program  istogiveallstudents 
an  opportunity  for  healthful  activity  and 
recreation.  Men  play  touch  football, 
soccer,  basketball,  volleyball,  tennis, 
table  tennis,  shuffleboard,  softball, 
horseshoes,  bowling,  and  badminton, 
and  have  track  and  field  events.  Women 
participate  in  volleyball,  tennis,  table 
tennis,  basketball,  softball,  archery, 
shuffleboard,  and  badminton. 

Names  of  winning  teams  and 
individualsare  inscribed  on  permanent 
trophies;  individual  awards  are  given  in 
shuffleboard,  tennis,  and  other  sports. 

The  Intramural  Council,  composed  of 
representatives  of  all  social  clubs, 
dormitories,  and  the  commuter  student 
group,  is  an  advisory  group  for  the 
Directorof  Physical  Education  and  his 
staff  and  works  to  promote  the  program. 

The  Women's  Athletic  Association  is  the 
advisory  and  promotional  group  for 
intramural  athletics  for  women.  It  is 
supervised  by  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education  for  Women.

Intercollegiate.  A  member  of  the 
Carolinas  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Conference  and  the  National  Association 
of  Intercollegiate  Athletics,  Elon  has 
teamswhich  compete  with  teams  from 
other  colleges  in  football,  basketball, 
wrestling,  baseball,  tennis,  golf,  track, 
soccer,  women's  volleyball,  cross- 
country, swimming,  and  women's 
basketball. 

Student  Organizations 

Class  Organizations.  Each  class  has  its 
own  organization  and  elects  its  officers 
and  representatives  to  the  Student 
Government  each  year. 

Mathatians.  Students  who  plan  to 
enter  the  Christian  ministry,  religious 
education,  social  service  or  medical 
missions  form  the  Mathatians,  which 
meets  each  week  for  group  d  iscussions 
to  discuss  special  problems  in  connection 
with  church  vocations  and  to  plan  and 
take  part  in  service  and  field  projects. 

Elon  Band.  The  Elon  College  Band  is 
composed  of  three  units:  the  Marching 


Band ;  the  Concert  Band ;  and  the  stage 
band,  the  Emanons  of  Elon.  Two  of  the 
credit  hours  in  Marching  Band  may  be 
substituted  for  the  requirement  in 
physical  education.  Membership  in  the 
band  is  open  to  all  members  of  the 
student  body. 

"E"  Men's  Club.  The  "E"  Men's  Club 
is  the  varsity  athletic  organization.  All 
students  who  have  been  awarded  an  "E" 
for  participation  in  intercollegiate 
athletics  are  members. 

The  Elon  Choir.  The  Elon  Choir,  the 
student  mixed  chorus,  presents  concerts 
of  sacred  and  secular  music  at  the  College 
and  in  various  communities  in  North 
Carolinaand  other  states  and  singsfor 
College  convocations  and  vesper  services. 
Membership,  which  gives  one  credit 
hour  a  semester,  is  open  to  all  students. 

Elon  College  Community  Orchestra. 

The  College-Community  Orchestra  is 
made  up  of  students  and  townspeople 
who  enjoy  active  participation  in  a 
symphonic-type  musical  organization. 
Weekly  rehearsals  are  held,  with  full- 
length  concerts  given  in  the  fall  and 
spring  and  other  appearances  at  such 
occasions  as  the  annual  presentation 
of  Handel's  Messiah.  One  credit  houra 
semester  is  granted  student  participants. 

Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Management.  This  is  a  club  open  to  all 
students  in  Business  Administration  or 
related  fields.  Its  purposes  are  to 
sponsor  prog  rams  for  the  betterment  of 
all  students  and  to  promote  the  business, 
social,  and  economic  welfare  of  the 
individual  members  of  this  organization. 

Departmental  Groups.  In  addition  to 
the  above-named  organizations  there 
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arethe following  departmental  groups: 
the  Business  Education  Club,  the  French 
Club,  the  German  Club,  the  Ionian 
Society,  the  Physical  Education  Majors 
Club,  the  Spanish  Club,  and  the  Student 
National  Education  Association.  These 
clubs  are  active  in  promoting  the 
interests  of  their  respective  departments. 

Publications 

Elon  Colonnades.  This  is  the  College 
literary  magazine.  It  is  published  by 
students  interested  in  creative 
expression,  both  verse  and  prose. 

Communicator.  The  College  publishes 
a  weekly  newsletter  containing 
information  of  general  interest  to 
members  of  the  student  body  and  faculty. 
The  Publication  is  prepared  by  the 
College  News  Bureau  which  is  located 
in  the  Classroom-Office  Building. 

Phi  Psi  Cli.  The  College  Annual  is 
edited  by  members  of  the  student  body. 
Its  name  commemorates  the  three 
former  literary  societies.  The  Phi  Psi  Cli 
office  is  located  in  the  William  S.  Long 
Student  Center. 


Traditional  Events 

Alumni  Day.  This  day  is  one  of  the 

highlights  of  the  alumni  year  and  the 
time  for  class  reunions.  The  Alumni 
Association  honors  its  outstanding 
alumnus  of  the  year  at  the  Alumni 
Banquet.  Alumni  Day  is  scheduled 
normally  forthe  Saturday  preceding  the 
Spring  Graduation. 

Faculty  Reception.  A  reception  forthe 
freshman  class  is  held  at  the  President's 


home  at  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year. 

Founders  Day.  A  convocation  honoring 
the  founders  of  Elon  College  is  held  in 
the  spring  of  each  year. 

Homecoming.  Homecoming  takes 
place  in  the  fall,  bringing  back  to  the 
campus  many  former  students. 
Entertainment  includes  a  parade,  a 
football  game,  and  the  homecoming 
dance.  Students  take  great  pride  in 
decorating  the  campus  forthe  occasion. 
Awards  are  made  for  the  best 
decorations. 

Parents  Day.  At  some  time  during  the 
year  parents  are  invited  to  visit  the 
campus  and  participate  in  several  events 
planned  especially  for  them. 

Spring  Weekend.  Each  spring  the 
students  plan  a  weekend  of  social 
activities  centering  around  concerts  by 
well-known  music  groups. 
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Classification 

Classifications  are  made  at  the 
beginning  of  the  college  year  in 
September. 

A  sophomore  must  have  removed  all 
entrance  conditions  and  have 
completed  24  hours  of  work  toward  a 
degree. 

A  junior  must  have  completed  54 
semester  hours,  and  a  senior  84 
semester  hours  of  work  toward  a  degree. 

Schedule  of  Studies 

Twelve  hours  of  college  work  are 
considered  the  normal  student  load  for 
freshmen.  The  normal  student  load  for 
upperclassmen  is  considered  to  be 
fifteen  hours  of  college  work. 

During  the  one-month  winter  term, 
three  hours  of  college  work  are  the 
normal  load  for  all  students. 


Registration 

Students  must  register  on  certain 
designated  days  in  September,  January, 
and  February.  Registration  information 
is  made  available  to  all  students. 


Physical  Examination 

Every  new  student  is  required  to  have 
a  physical  examination  prior  to 
registration  and  must  show  evidence  of 
having  taken  polio  shots.  Through  the 
cooperation  of  the  Alamance  County 
Tuberculosis  Association,  every  student 
is  given  a  free  chest  X-ray. 


Auditing  Courses 

Those  who  wish  to  attend  certain 
courses  regularly  without  doing  the 
assigned  preparation  or  receiving  credit 
may  do  so  with  the  approval  of  the 
Registrar.  The  cost  is  $25.00  for  each 
course. 

Change  of  Course 

Registration  is  for  an  entire  course, 
and  astudentwho  beginsacourse  must 
continue  it  except  in  unusual 
circumstances.  Continuous  subjects  must 
be  pursued  to  completion  to  earn  credit 
toward  adegree.  Unless  the  studentand 
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his  adviser  consider  it  essential,  a 
student  should  not  change  his  schedule 
after  registration.  No  course  may  be 
entered  after  1 0  per  cent  of  its  scheduled 
class  meetings  have  been  held. 

Dropping  Courses 

There  is  no  cut-off  date  for  official 
withdrawal  from  classes  up  to  the 
beginning  of  examination  period  atthe 
end  of  the  semester;  however,  a  course 
dropped  with  official  permission  of  the 
Registrar  will  be  graded  WP  (passing  at 
time  of  withdrawal)  or  WF  (failing  at 
time  of  withdrawal).  A  course  dropped 
without  official  permission  of  the 
Registrar  is  automatically  graded  WF. 


Probation 

At  least  "C"  average  (grade  point 
average  of  2.00)  is  necessary  to  satisfy 
the  College's  academic  requirements. 
Records  of  students  whose  grades  fall 
below  this  average  in  any  term  are 
reviewed  by  the  Committee  on  Academic 
Standing,  which  may  suspend,  warn,  or 
place  these  students  on  probation. 

Those  on  academic  probation  are 
expected  to  make  a  term  average  of  "C" 
in  theirfirst  probationary  semesterand 
a  cumulative  average  of  "C"  in  two 
probationary  semesters,  except  that 
beginning  students  who  despite  their 
academic  difficulties  prove  themselves 
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capable  of  doing  col  lege  work,  are  not 
required  to  achieve  the  cumulative  "C" 
average. 

The  committee  removes  from  probation 
those  who  make  satisfactory  progress 
and  asks  those  who  do  not  show  adequate 
improvement  to  discontinue  their 
stud ies.  One  academic  term  must  elapse 
before  students  dropped  for  failure  to 
maintain  normal  academic  progress  are 
eligible  for  reinstatement.  Requests  for 
reinstatement  are  sent  to  the  Director  of 
Admissions.  Astudent  who  issuspended 
a  second  timeforacademic  reasons  is 
normally  not  readmitted  to  the  college 
for  further  study. 

When  astudent  issuspended,  placed  or 
continued  on  probation,  removed  from 
probation,  or  warned,  he  and  his  parents 
receive  official  notification. 

Continuance  in  College 

Maintenance  of  a  satisfactory  grade  of 
scholarship  and  evidence  of  the  ability 
to  appreciate  and  to  cooperate  with  the 
idealsand  standards  of  the  College  are 
necessary  for  continuance  at  Elon. 

Dismissal 

The  College  reserves  the  right  to 
suspend  or  dismiss  any  student  when 
it  believes  such  action  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  College  and/or  the 
student.  This  may  be  done  by  the 
Administrative  Cabinet  of  the  College 
in  executive  session  withoutthe  necessity 
of  stating  specific  charges  or  reasons. 

Withdrawal 

Astudent  who  withdraws  isexpected 
to  confer  with  his  adviser  and  clear 


through  the  offices  of  the  Dean  of 
Students,  the  Dean  of  Instruction,  and 
the  Business  Manager. 

Absences  From  Class 

Since  students  must  attend  classes 
regularly  in  order  to  derive  maximum 
benefit  from  their  courses,  the  College 
strictly  and  fairly  enforces  rules 
governing  classes,  and  students  are 
responsible  for  knowing  the  attendance 
regulations.  The  following  is  the  general 
plan  of  the  attendance  regulations: 

A  student  who  has  excessive  absences  in 
any  class  is  reported  by  the  faculty 
member  to  the  Dean  of  Instruction. 
Members  of  the  counseling  staff  will 
conferwiththestudent.  If  the  absences 
are  not  excusable,  the  student  will  be 
warned,  and  his  parents  and  hisfaculty 
adviserwill  be  apprised  of  thesituation. 
If  unwarranted  absences  continue,  the 
Dean  of  Instruction  may  recommend  to 
the  Absence  Committee  that  the  student 
be  suspended  from  the  class  or  from 
the  College. 

Further  details  of  the  attendance 
regulations  are  available  in 
mimeographed  form  and  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of 
Students  or  the  Office  of  the  Registrar. 
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Attendance  at  Religious  and 
Cultural  Events 

All  students  are  encouraged  to  attend 
religious  activities  of  the  College  and 
programs  for  cultural  and  intellectual 
enrichment  offered  on  the  campus. 
Students  who  attend  these  events  may 
receive  academic  credit.  Attendance  at 
a  minimum  of  20  such  events  per  year 
will  earn  one  semester  hour's  credit. 

Studentsattending  these  programs  are 
expected  to  dress  appropriately  and  to 


conduct  themselves  as  ladies  and 
gentlemen. 

A  schedule  of  religious  and  cultural 
events  is  published  weekly. 

Academic  Reports 

Students  are  graded  at  mid-semester 
as  well  as  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 
Mid-semestergrades  serve  as  progress 
reports  and  are  not  entered  on  students' 
permanent  records. 

Dean's  List 

The  purpose  of  the  Dean's  List  is  to 
recognize  and  encourage  excellence  in 
academicwork.  Astudentwho  hasan 
average  of  "B"  or  above  in  a  minimum 
of  1 2  semester  hours  in  any  semester  is 
placed  on  the  Dean's  List  for  the 
following  semester. 

Absence  From  Tests  and 
Examinations 

Students  who  miss  scheduled  tests 
and  examinations  without  excusable 
reasons  may  not  make  up  such 
assignments.  Authorization  to  make  up 
tests  missed  for  excusable  reasons  is 
obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Registrar. 
Authorization  to  make  up  final 
examinations  missed  for  excusable 
reasons  is  obtained  from  the  Office  of 
the  Dean  of  Instruction.

The  minimum  passing  grade  is  "D."  A 
grade  of  "F"  indicates  failure.  The 
grade  "I"  is  changed  to  "F"  if  work  is 
not  completed  satisfactorily  within  one 
calendar  year  of  the  time  the  grades 
are  given. 

Gradesof  "A,"  "B,"  "C,"  "D,"and  "F" 
are  permanent  grades  and  may  not  be 
changed  except  in  case  of  error.  After 
an  instructor  has  certified  a  grade  to  the 
Registrar,  he  may  change  it  before  the 
end  of  the  next  regulargrading  period. 
The  change  must  be  made  in  writing  and 
have  the  written  approval  of  the 
department  chairman. 


Work  at  Other  Institutions 

Students  who  plan  to  take  courses  at 
other  institutions  during  summer 
sessions  or  by  correspondence  must 
havethe  priorwritten  permission  of  the 
Registrar.  Hewillgivesuch  permission 
for  work  only  in  fully  accredited 
institutions  after  receiving  a  written 
statement  from  the  chairman  of  the 
department  in  which  the  student  is 
majoring.  Credit  is  allowed  only  for 
courses  of  college  level  which  also  are 
allowed  toward  graduation  by  the 
institution  conducting  the  summer 
school.  After  completion  of  such 
courses,  the  student  presents  an  official 
transcript  of  his  record  to  the  Registrar. 
The  maximum  credit  permitted  for 
correspondence  instruction  is  twelve 
semester  hours. 
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Degree  Requirements 

Elon  College  offers  three  degrees: 
Bachelorof  Arts,  Bachelorof  Science  in 
Music  Education  and  Medical 
Technology,  and  Associate  in  Arts  in 
Secretarial  Science. 

Requirements  forthe  Associate  degree 
are  listed  under  Special  Programs. 

Basic  requirements  for  the  bachelor's 
degrees  are  a  minimum  of  126  semester 
hours  of  credit.  Each  student  must  have 
twice  as  many  quality  points  as  credit 
hours  attempted.

All  candidates  for  secondary  school 
certification  must  have  at  least  one 
semester  of  laboratory  science  and  at 
least  one  semester  of  Mathematics;  the 
third  semester  may  be  either  in 
Mathematics  or  science.  Candidates  for 
elementary  school  certification  musttake 
Mathematics  1 1 5 and  1 1 6 and  Natural 
Science  171,  172.

Students  who  have  not  had  two  years 
of  oneforeign  language  in  high  school 
must  make  up  this  deficiency  by  taking 
the  first  year  of  a  language.  Those  who 
have  had  two  years  of  one  foreign 
language  in  high  school  may  nottakean 
elementary  course  in  the  same  language 
for  credit.  Those  who  have  had  two  high 
school  units  in  oneforeign  language  may 
undertake  a  second  language  with 
credit. 

Physical  Education  must  betaken  during 
the  first  year.  Students  who  have  had  one 
year  of  active  duty  in  military  service 
will  receive  credit  for  the  Physical 
Education  requirement  (or  the 
outstanding  balance  of  this  requirement) 
by  bringing  a  copy  of  their  DD-21 4  Form 
to  the  Registrar's  Office  for  verification. 
One  ortwo  semesters  of  marching  band 
may  be  substituted  for  one  or  two 
semesters  of  Physical  Education. 

A  student  has  the  privilege  of  graduating 
underthe provisionsofthecatalog  under 
which  he  enters,  provided  that  he 
completes  his  course  of  study  within 
five  years.  After  the  interval  of  five 
years  his  credits  will  be  subject  to 
review  by  a  faculty  committee. 

It  is  the  student's  responsibility  to  be 
familiar  with  the  above  requirements  for 
graduation. 

The  Major 

No  later  than  the  beginning  of  the 
junior  year,  each  candidate  for  a 
bachelor's  degree  must  select  a  major 
from  one  of  the  following  areas: 


Accounting,  Biology,  Business 
Administration,  Business  Education, 
Chemistry,  Economics,  Elementary 
Education,  English,  French,  History, 
Mathematics,  Medical  Technology, 
Music,  Music  Education,  Philosophy, 
Physical  Education,  Physics,  Political 
Science,  Religion,  Religious  Education, 
Social  Science,  and  Spanish. 

Students  who  select  Medical  Technology 
as  a  major  should  begin  the  required 
courses  in  the  freshman  year. 

Before  the  beginning  of  the  junior  year, 
the  student  must  complete  at  least  6 
semester  hours  of  "B"  quality  work  in 
the  field  he  chooses  for  his  major; 
otherwise  he  must  have  special 
permission  from  the  head  of  the 
department  before  he  is  accepted  as  a 
major.  More  than  one  major  may  be 
elected.  An  average  grade  of  "C"  in  the 
major  field  is  required  for  graduation. 

All  students  are  encouraged  to  take  6 
semester  hours  in  American  history,  6 
in  European  history,  and-3  in  public 
speaking. Thosewho  plan  graduate  work 
leading  to  the  Ph.D.  degree  should  take 
both  French  and  German. 

Graduation  With  Honors 

Candidates  for  graduation  with  an 
average, of  3.87  or  more  quality  points 
for  each  credit  hour  are  graduated 
summa  cum  laude;  those  with  3.67  or 
above,  magna  cum  laude;  and  those  with 
3.33  or  above,  cum  laude.  The  average 
for  honors  is  computed  on  all  work 
attempted  in  college  whetherat  Elonor 
another  institution.

Home  Economics 
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Department  of  Business 
Administration,  Business 
Education  and  Accounting 

The  curricula  of  this  Department 
include  the  following  areas  of  study: 
Accounting,  Business  Administration, 
and  Business  Education.  Each  of  these 
areas  of  study  allows  the  student  to 
develop  a  competency  in  aspecial  field 
of  interest  within  a  liberal  arts 
framework  and  prepares  him  to  meet  the 
changing  complexities  of  life  and 
leadership  in  the  business  community. 
The  basic  curriculum  required  of  all 
undergraduates  of  the  College 
introduces  the  student  to  the  humanities, 
social  sciences,  physical  and  biological 
sciences,  and  the  fine  arts. 

The  increased  scope  of  government  and 
business  activities  has  greatly  extended 
the  field  of  accounting  and  has  created 
an  unprecedented  demand  for 
accountants  both  in  government  and  in 
industry.  This  curriculum  has  been 
designed  to  meet  that  demand. 

The  business  administration  curriculum 
offers  the  student  an  opportunity  to  study 
all  phases  of  business  operation.  It  is 
particularly  suited  for  (1 )  those  students 
who  are  planning  to  operate  their  own 
businesses    and    are    seeking    a    broad 
business  background,  (2)  those  who  are 
preparing  for  positions  in  large 
organizations  with  training  programs  in 
which  specialization  is  taught  after 
employment,  and  (3)  those  who  desire  a 
general  business  background  at  the 
undergraduate  level  priorto  taking  more 
specialized  graduate  work.  It  meets  the 
requirements  for  advanced  study  in 
professional  schools  of  law, 
merchandising,  economics,  or  public 
administration. 


Teachers  of  business  subjects  at  the 
secondary  level  are  prepared  in  teacher 
education,  which  meets  the  requirements 
of  the  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  for  teaching 
certification.  A  semester  of  student 
teaching  is  part  of  the  program. 

A  great  deal  of  day-to-day  responsibility 
in  large  offices  is  in  the  hands  of 
secretarial  assistants  and  private 
secretaries  for  top  executives.  Those 
students  in  the  business  education 
curriculum  who  do  not  choose  to  become 
certified  for  teaching  may  take  an 
alternate  set  of  courses  qualifying  them 
to  become  office  administrators. 

Programs  offering  certification  in  the 
business  skill  subjects  are  available  in  a 
one-year  course  of  study.  The 
Associate  in  Arts  degree  is  offered  upon 
satisfactory  completion  of  the  two-year 
program  in  secretarial  science.  These 
prepare  students  to  become  qualified  as 
general  office  secretaries.  If  students  who 
complete  these  programs  elect  to 
re-apply  and  continue  in  one  of  the 
four-year  programs,  the  majority  of  the 
previous  coursework  is  credited  toward 
the  degree  in  Business  Education. 

The  Department  is  located  on  the  third 
floorof  the  Alamance  Building.  Modern 
calculating  machines  including  an 
electronic  desk  computer,  electric 
typewriters,  dictating  equipment,  and 
copying  machines  are  available  in  the 
laboratories.  Data  processing  equipment 
is  available  on  a  limited  basis  in 
cooperation  with  the  College's  data 
processing  department.  The  laboratories 
are  open  extra  hours  on  certain  evenings 
with  seniorstudentassistantson  duty. 
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Department  of  Economics 

The  economics  major  is  designed  to 
provide  training  for  careers  in  three 
professional  areas:  government, 
education,  and  business.  It  also 
accommodates  the  student  who,  though 
not  particularly  interested  in  strictly 
professional  training,  desires  a  general 
acquaintance  with  social  and  economic 
organization. 

The  quantitative  training  available  for 
the  economics  major,  especially  in 
statistics  courses  and  economics 
seminars,  will  generally  equip  the  student 
to  cope  with  modern  businessmanagerial 
problems.  For  those  economics  majors 
interested  in  employment  in  government 
and  education,  it  is  desirable  to 
contemplate  at  least  one  year  of 
graduate  work. 

Equipment,  such  as  office  machines 
and  calculators,  isavailable.Thisenables 
theeconomics  majorto  workwith  and  to 
solve  practical  statistical  and  economic 
problems. 


intermediate  certification  would  major  in 
Elementary  Education,  while  those 
seeking  secondary  school  certification 
would  major  in  a  subject  area.  In 
addition,  the  Department  offers 
courses  in  Education  and  Psychology 
which  are  available  to  all  students. 

The  Department  has  a  well-equipped 
curriculum  laboratory  which  containsa 
wide  selection  of  professional  books, 
public  school  textbooks,  workbooks, 
standardized  tests,  audio-visual 
equipment  and  materials,  and  other 
materials  used  in  public  schools. 

Faculty  members  in  the  Department 
who  teach  methods  courses  and  who 
supervise  student  teachers  have  had 
experience  in  teaching  and  in 
administration  in  the  public  schools. 
Members  of  the  Department  serve  on  a 
Teacher  Education  Committee  which 
functions  as  a  study  group  for  the 
Teacher  Education  curriculum  and  asa 
screening  committee  for  candidates  for  a 
Teacher  Education  Program. 


Department  of  Education 
and  Psychology 

The  primary  purposes  of  the 
Department  of  Education  and  Psychology 
are  to  provide  preparation  in  educational 
and  psychological  foundations  and  to 
supervise  student  teaching  experiences 
for  those  students  desiring  to  become 
elementary  or  secondary  public  school 
teachers.  The  Departmentdirects  these 
students  through  a  Teacher  Education 
Program  approved  by  the  North  Carolina 
State  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
Students  seeking  early  childhood  or 


Department  of  English 

The  purposes  of  the  Department  of 
English  are  to  help  the  student  develop 
a  clear,  forceful,  and  natural  style  of 
writing;  to  introduce  the  student  to  the 
majorliterary  types;  to  help  him  relate 
literature  and  the  arts  in  general  to  life 
as  he  knows  it;  and,  finally,  to  lead  him 
to  a  love  of  literature  and  the  arts  by 
increasing  his  capacities  for  critical 
evaluation. 

The  Department  includes  two  programs 
of  study:  one  program  leadstothe  A.B. 
degree  with  certification  forteaching  in 
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the  secondary  schools;  the  other  program 
emphasizes  the  liberal  arts  and 
culminates  in  the  A.B.  degree. 

The  Department  is  constantly  expanding 
its  library  holdingsand  isdeveloping  a 
useful  collection  of  recordings  of  literary 
works.  It  also  makes  use  of  microfilm 
equipment  housed  in  the  new  library  and 
audiovisual  aids  of  various  kinds. 

Mindful  of  the  need  to  keepabreastof 
positive  developments  in  the  art  of 
teaching,  the  Department  of  English  has 
instituted  courses  taught  by  team 
teachers  and  in  some  courses  has  begun 
to  adopt  an  inter-disciplinary  approach 
to  literature.  New  courses  in  literature 
have  been  developed  for  the  winter  term 
which  will  be  of  particular  interest  to  the 
advanced  student. 

The  Department  of  English  is  the  largest 
department  at  Elon  College,  and  it 
reaches  all  students  through  its  freshman 
and  sophomore  courses.  Extensive  study 
in  language  and  literature  prepares  the 
English  majorforteaching  orgraduate 
work. 


Department  of  Fine  Arts 

The  Department  of  Fine  Arts,  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  College,  exists 
within  theframework  of  the  liberal  arts 
program  of  the  College.  All  students  in 
the  College  are  offered  the  opportunity 
to  develop  appreciation,  knowledge,  and 
skills  in  the  visual  arts  and  music.  All 
courses  and  activities  in  these  areas  are 
open  to  any  full-time  student  without 
payment  of  special  fees. 

Elon  does  not  offer  a  major  in  art. 
However,  course  offerings  meet  the 
needs  of  students  who  wish  to  study  art 
as  a  means  of  enhancing  the  appreciation 
and  enjoyment  of  art  as  a  part  of  their 
general  cultural  development,  as  a 
foundation  which  could  serve  as  the  basis 
for  later  specialization,  or  as  an  avenue 
for  personal  self-expression.  Classroom 
and  stud  io  areas  for  art  study  are  located 
on  the  first  floor  of  Carlton  Building. 

The  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  with  a  major 
in  musicandaBachelorof  Sciencedegree 
in  music  education  are  available  to 
students  who  wish  to  make  music  their 
profession.  The  sequence  of  courses  and 
activities  leading  to  the  degree  may  be 
chosen  so  as  to  provide  specialized 
training  for  those  planning  careers  as 
performers,  teachers,  or  directors  of 
music  at  all  levels  in  the  public  schools, 
private  studio  teachers,  or  church 
organists  or  choirmasters,  or  those 
wishing  to  continue  their  professional 
education  in  graduateschool.  Instruction 
is  given  in  all  keyboard,  band,  and 
orchestral  instruments  and  voice,  with 
ensemble  experience  available  in  choir, 
band,  orchestra,  opera,  and  chamber 
groups. 
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Equipment  for  the  study  and  practice  of 
music  is  excellent.  There  are  three 
concert  grand  pianos  in  addition  to  studio 
and  practice  instruments;  a  45-rank 
auditorium  pipe  organ,  a  Dutch  pipe 
organ  (Grunewegen).and  athree  manual 
Tellers  pipe  organ  soon  to  be  installed ;  a 
two  manual  harpsichord;  an  electronic 
piano  laboratory  foreighteen  students; 
stereophonic  recording  and  sound 
reproducing  equipment;  and  an  excellent 
collection  of  books,  records,  and  scores. 
Included  among  the  latter  are  the 
complete  works  of  such  composers  as 
Bach,  Mozart,  Beethoven,  and  Schubert. 
Facilities  for  music  study  are  in  the 
Carlton  Building  and  in  Whitley  Building, 
where  the  College  auditorium  also  is 
located. 

Department  of  Foreign 
Languages 

The  purposes  of  the  Department  of 
Foreign  Languages  are  to  develop  an 
improved  understanding  of  the  nature 
and  function  of  language;  ability  to 
understand  and  communicate  with  those 
of  other  tongues;  understanding  and 
command  of  one's  native  tongue;  the 
broadening  of  one's  intellectual  horizons 
togetherwithadeepening  appreciation 
of  one's  own  heritage  through  the  study 
of  another's;  and  sharpened  perception 
of,  and  increased  insight  into,  the 
ideological  differences  between  peoples 
and  their  causes. 

The  Department  offers  courses  leading 
to  majors  in  French  and  Spanish,  with 
additional  study  available  in  German, 
Latin,  and  Greek. 

The  Department  of  Foreign  Languages 
is  housed  on  the  top  floor  of  the  Mooney 


Building.  There  is  a  28-place  I isten-and- 
respond  laboratory  with  tape  library  for 
aural-oral  work.  Four  classrooms  are 
supplemented  by  a  seminar  room  housing 
a  small  departmental  library  for  the 
convenience  of  staff  and  students. 

The  curriculum  of  the  Department  is 
designed  to  meet  several  needs,  including 
the  training  of  teachers  of  Romance 
Languagesandthe  preparation  of  those 
specializing  inotherfieldsforgraduate 
research  or  other  professional  useorfor 
travel. 


Department  of  Mathematics 

The  Department  of  Mathematics, 
housed  in  the  Duke  Science  Building, 
offers  a  sound  and  contemporary 
curriculum  in  mathematics.  Emphasis 
is  placed  upon  the  areas  of  algebra  and 
analysis,  with  attention  also  given  to 
geometry  and  numbertheory.  Whiledue 
consideration  is  given  to  applications  of 
mathematics,  a  special  effort  is  made  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  theoretical 
aspects  of  mathematics  through  a 
reasonable  amount  of  rigor  and 
abstraction. 

In  addition  to  the  required  courses  in 
mathematics  and  the  general  College 
requirements  for  graduation,  a  student 
majoring  in  mathematics  is  required  to 
take  courses  in  physics  and  is  encouraged 
to  elect  courses  in  other  natural  sciences, 
logic,  statistics,  economics,  and  further 
courses  in  mathematics.  Upon 
completion  of  his  major  the  student  is 
prepared  to  pursue  graduate  work  in 
mathematics  or  to  assume  one  of  the 
many  job  opportunities  available  in 
industry  for  persons  with  a  knowledge 
of  this  subject. 
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Through  a  dedicated  staff  thedepartment 
meets  the  needs  of  a  variety  of  students. 
Special  interests  of  these  staff  members 
include  algebra,  number  theory,  and 
combinatorial  analysis. 

The  curriculum  is  designed  to 
complement  other  departments  requiring 
particular  courses  in  mathematics. 
Working  in  conjunction  with  the 
Department  of  Education,  the 
Department  of  Mathematics  offers 
courses  required  of  those  students  who 
seek  teaching  certification  ateitherthe 
elementary  or  secondary  school  level. 

A  special  topics  course  offered  during 
the  winter  term  affords  the  senior 
mathematics  major  an  opportunity  to 
explore  new  areas  of  mathematics  or  to 
study  in  depth  some  of  the  topics  which 
are  lightly  touched  upon  in  the  regular 
courses. 

Department  of  Natural 
Sciences 

The  Department  of  Natural  Sciences 
aims  to  serve  the  entire  student  body. 
The  Department  offers  programs  for 
majors  leading  tothe  Bachelorof  Arts 
Degree  in  biology,  chemistry,  and 
physics.  For  persons  not  majoring  in  the 
natural  sciences,  specially  designed 
courses  are  offered  in  which  a  study  of 
fundamental  principles  is  combined 
with  considerations  of  the  effects  of 
science  upon  society.  These  special 
courses,  as  well  as  othercourse  offerings 
in  the  natural  sciences,  may  be  taken  to 
satisfy  general  education  requirements 
for  graduation. 

The  Department  is  housed  in  the  Duke 
Science  Building,  with  facilities  for  physics 


being  located  on  the  first  floor,  those  for 
biology  on  the  second  floor,  and  those 
for  chemistry  and  geology  on  the  third 
floor.  Duke  Science  Building  was 
renovated  in  1966;  atthattimetheentire 
Department  was  almost  completely 
supplied  with  new  equipment  and 
instrumentation. 

Graduates  in  biology,  chemistry,  and 
physics  are  prepared  to  pursue  graduate 
study,  to  enter  related  industrial  and 
medical  fields,  or,  when  appropriate 
professional  education  courses  are  taken, 
to  teach  in  secondary  school. 

Departments  of  Philosophy 
and  Religion 

The  Departments  of  Philosophy  and 
Religion  combine  the  concerns  of  the 
humanities  as  a  broad  educational 
discipline  with  the  more  practical  need 
fortrained  and  effective  leaders  in  the 
Christian  Church  and  the  world 
community.  Development  of  critical 
thinking  and  objective  evaluation  is 
stressed  in  presenting  the  content  of 
Western  Christian  and  philosophical 
traditions  and  world  religions. 

Questions  involving  relationshipsamong 
various  fields  of  knowledge  are 
explored  with  a  view  to  making 
educational  experiences  meaningful  and 
relevant.  Special  effort  is  made  to 
helpthe  individual  studenttodevelopa 
well  examined  philosophy  of  life. 

The  Religion  Department  offers  the 
majors  in  religion  and  religious 
education,  while  students  in  the 
Philosophy  Department  major  in 
philosophy.  Each  of  these  isdesigned  to 
prepare  the  student  for  graduate  studies 
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in  the  special  area  of  his  choice. 
Graduating  majors  pursue  such  varied 
careers  as  law,  medicine,  counseling, 
personnel  and  social  work,  teaching, 
and  church-related  vocations. 

In  addition  to  his  special  academic 
training,  each  member  of  the  teaching 
staff  has  had  practical  experience  serving 
in  religiousand  social  institutions. This 
experience  enables  him  to  promote  the 
combined  objectives  of  thedepartment 
and  to  assist  students  in  making  their 
vocational  choices. 

By  means  of  seminars  and  supervised 
field  work,  students  are  introduced  to 
some  of  the  activities,  situations,  and 
problems  with  which  they  will  be 
dealing  in  pursuing  their  chosen 
vocations. 


Department  of  Physical 
Education 

A  major  purpose  of  the  Department 
of  Physical  Education  isto  organize  and 
administer  the  programs  of  physical 
education  and  intramural  sports  open 
to  all  students.  In  addition,  it  administers 
those  curricula  designed  for  students  who 
wish  to  become  teachers  of  health  and 
physical  education,  to  coach  athletic 
teams,  and  to  become  directors  of 
intramural  and  interscholastic  athletic 
programs. 

Physical  education  courses  are  required 
of  all  students  as  a  part  of  the  general 
education  requirements  of  the  College. 
These  courses  provide  the  student  with 
basic  rules  and  skills  of  a  number  of 
games  and  activities,  and  emphasize 
proper  health  habits  and  attitudes. 


The  major  in  physical  education  receives 
training  and  instruction  in  theory, 
methods,  organization,  and 
administration  of  games,  recreational 
activities,  and  athletic  programs. 
Emphasis  is  also  placed  upon  the 
principles  of  hygiene,  the  study  of 
human  anatomy  and  physiology  as 
related  to  exercise  and  personal  health 
problems,  and  the  physical  growth  and 
development  of  the  human  organism. 

The  Alumni  Memorial  Gymnasium  seats 
4250  for  basketball  games,  and  it  has 
25,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  for 
offices,  classrooms,  dressing  and  shower 
roomsforboth  men  and  women,  laundry 
room,  storage  room,  and  a  playing  area 
large  enough  for  three  intramural 
basketball  games  to  be  played  at  the 
same  time. 

An  annex  to  the  gymnasium  provides 
additional  facilities  for  physical 
education.  Included  intheannexarean 
olympic-size  indoor  swimming  pool, 
additional  classrooms,  offices,  physical 
education  basketball  court,  weight 
training  room,  handball  court  and  a 
wrestling  room. 

Outdoor  athletic  fields  have  adequate 
space  for  football,  baseball, soccer, 
tennis,  and  track. 


Department  of  Social 
Sciences 

The  Department  of  Social  Sciences 
offers  a  variety  of  liberal  arts  studies 
designed  to  provide  a  broader  intellectual 
and  cultural  background  for  all 
students.  For  interested  students,  majors 
in  history  and  political  science,  and 
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courses  leading  to  secondary  school 
certification  in  history  and  the  social 
sciences  are  available.  Geography  and 
sociology  are  related  subject  areas. 
Classroom  lectures,  field  trips,  visiting 
scholars,  visual  aids,  symposia,  and  small 
discussion  groups  are  utilized  in  the 
instructional  program.  Classes  are 
conducted  in  well  equipped  classrooms 
and  in  a  seminar  room  especially 
designed  and  furnished  for  the 
Department. 

As  an  innovation  in  teaching  procedure 
whereby  the  students  receive  individual 
attention  and  assistance,  the  Department 
has  instituted  a  lecture-seminarapproach 
in  some  classes,  In  these  classes,  two 
hours  each  week  are  given  over  to 
lectures.  For  the  third  hour  the  large 
group  is  divided  into  small  discussion 
seminars  led  by  an  assistant  under  the 
supervision  of  the  instructor. 

Advanced  students  are  encouraged  to 
do  independent  study  and  research  in 
special  courses  planned  forthe  intensive 
study  of  selected  topics  and  historical 
periods.  During  the  winter  term, 
qualified  students  are  given  the 
opportunityforstudy  in  England. Courses 
offered  abroad  permit  the  student  to 
visit,  examine,  and  assessthe  political, 
economic,  and  social  processes  of  modern 
Britain  and  how  they  came  to  be. 

Graduate  majors  from  this  department 
are  prepared  for  a  variety  of  fields  of 
employment  as  well  as  for  further  studies 
in  graduate  schools. 


Allied  Health  Programs 

Elon  College  offers  a  B.S.  degree  in 
two  allied  health  degree  programs: 
Radiologic  Technology  and  Medical 
Technology.  Students  in  either  of  the 
programs  pursue  liberal  arts  and 
sciencesat  Elon  College  and  complete  the 
clinical  area  of  the  programs  at  hospitals 
and  medical  laboratories  with  which 
Elon  is  affiliated  for  this  purpose. 

Department  of  Home 
Economics 

Home  Economics  courses  are  planned 
toward  meeting  the  needs  of  any  student 
who  isconcerned  with  the  improvement 
of  contemporary  family  living. 

Clothing  selection  and  construction, 
housing  and  home  furnishings,  food 
preparation  and  service,  family 
relations,  and  child  development  are 
areas  in  which  the  student  may  focus 
his  study. 

This  non-major  department  offers 
electives  to  all  students  interested  in  an 
opportunity  to  survey  the  cultural  and 
practical  values  which  can  be  derived 
from  homemaking-education  courses. 

The  Home  Economics  Department, 
housed  on  the  third  floorof  Alamance 
Building,  consists  of  a  lecture  room,  a 
foods  laboratory,  a  clothing  laboratory, 
and  a  living-dining  room.

The  new  camera  will  take  one  per- 
son's picture  at  a  time,  thus  there  will 
be  no  waiting  for  a  minimum  number 
of  persons.  After  this  fall,  the  only  time 
that  a  new  ID  card  will  be  made  is  in 
the  event  that  one  becomes  lost. 

Students  will  have  their  new  ID  cards 
made  only  after  having  registration  in 
the  gym.  The  yellow  printed  schedule 
card  and/or  a  stamped  receipt  must  be 
presented  to  have  an  ID  card  made.  To 
qualify  for  an  ID  card,  a  student  must 
be  taking  at  least  12  semester  hours  of 
course  work. 

ID  cards  will  be  made  in  room  105 
of  the  Mooney  building  on  Tues- 
day, September  10,  from  9  a.m.  to 
12  noon  and  from  2  to  4:30  p.m.,  and 
again  on  Wednesday,  September  11, 
from  9  a.m.  to  12  noon  and  from  2  to 
4  p.m.  In  order  to  provide  smoother  and 
faster  service,  students  must  enter  the 
building  at  the  north  entrance  (Haggard 
Avenue  side)  and  leave  by  the  south  en- 
trance. 

Off-Campus  Housing 

Students  are  required  to  live  on  cam- 
pus with  the  following  exceptions:  (1) 
students  living  with  parents,  relatives, 
or  spouses;  (2)  a  student  may  live  off 
campus  if  he  is  to  be  21  prior  to  Sep- 
tember 1  of  the  academic  year,  and  if 
he  obtains  permission  from  the  Dean 


of  Students  no  later  than  the  preceding 
March  15.  The  College  will  assume  no 
responsibility  for  location  or  approval  of 
off  campus  facilities  and  will  in  no  way 
serve  as  an  intermediary  between  the 
student  and  his  landlord. 

Campus  Living 

Dormitories  are  modern  and  attrac- 
tive. Each  room  is  furnished  with  beds, 
bureaus,  desks  and  chairs.  The  stu- 
dent brings  pillows,  pillowcases, 
sheets,  blankets,  bedspreads,  towels 
and  other  articles,  such  as,  a  waste  bas- 
ket, rugs,  and  lamps.  Dormitories  are 
opened  the  day  registration  begins  and 
are  closed  the  day  after  the  spring  se- 
mester ends.  They  are  closed  during 
Christmas,  spring,  and  summer  vaca- 
tions. Students  who  are  unable  to  go 
home  during  vacation  periods  must 
make  arrangements  for  temporary  ac- 
commodations. 

Women's  Dormitory  Regulations 

The  dormitories  for  women  close  at 
11:30  p.m.  Monday  through  Thursday; 
1:30  a.m.  on  Friday  and  Saturday;  and 
12:00  midnight  on  Sunday. 

Permission  slips  signed  by  parents 
are  kept  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  As- 
sociate Dean  of  Students.  Only  those 
women  students  who  have  the  per- 
mission slips  filed  will  be  allowed  to 
leave  campus  overnight  except  for  regu- 
larly scheduled  holidays. 

More  complete  regulations  and 
policies  are  furnished  each  student  in 
the  Student  Handbook. 

Post  Office  Boxes 

Each  dormitory  student  is  required  to 
have  a  post  office  box  on  campus.  Post 
office  boxes  are  located  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  William  S.  Long  Student  Center 
and  the  Harper  Center  for  those  stu- 
dents living  in  the  Harper  Complex. 
Combinations  may  be  obtained  in  Ala- 
mance 106. 


4-1-4  Calendar 

The  4-1-4  Calendar  provides  for  a  fall 
semester  completed  by  December  19,  a 
winter  term  running  from  January  6 
through  January  31,  and  a  spring  se- 
mester with  examinations  ending  May 
22 — Commencement  May  25  (see  Col- 
lege Calendar,  page  2). 

Normal  class  load  for  freshmen  is 
12-14  hours  in  the  fall  and  spring  se- 
mesters; for  upperclassmen,  15  hours. 
Additional  hours  may  be  added  by  those 
whose  grade  point  average  justifies  the 
added  work. 

The  normal  load  during  the  winter 
term  is  one  3-hour  course.  The  faculty 
member  teaches  only  one  course.  This 
concentrated  term  provides  time  for  in- 
tensive study,  remedial  work,  and  re- 
peating of  courses  with  which  the  stu- 
dent has  had  difficulty  in  the  fall.

Regular  class  attendance  is  essential  if 
students  are  to  derive  maximum  benefit 
from  their  course. 

Any  student  who  has  excessive  ab- 
sences in  any  class  is  reported  by  the 
faculty  member  to  the  Counseling  Staff 
who  will  counsel  with  the  student.  If 
unwarranted  absences  continue  the 
Dean  of  the  College  may  recommend 
that  the  student  be  suspended  from  the 
class  or  from  the  College. 

Academic  Reports 

Students  are  graded  at  mid-semester 
as  well  as  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 
Mid-semester  grades  serve  as  progress 
reports  and  are  not  entered  on  students' 
permanent  records.  Parents  receive 
copies  of  these  reports. 

Dean's  List 

The  purpose  of  the  Dean's  List  is  to 
recognize  and  encourage  excellence  in 
academic  work.  A  student  who  has  an 
average  of  at  least  a  "B"  and  no  grade 


Probation 

At  least  a  "C"  average  (grade  point 
average  of  2.00)  is  necessary  to  satisfy 
the  College's  academic  requirements. 
Records  of  students  whose  grades  fall 
below  this  average  in  any  term  are  re- 
viewed by  the  committee  on  Academic 
Standing,  which  may  suspend,  or  place 
those  students  on  probation. 

Physical  Examination 

Each  new  or  readmitted  student  is  re- 
quired to  have  a  complete  physical  ex- 
amination before  coming  to  school  in 
September.  The  physician  should  com- 
plete the  form  furnished  by  the  College, 
including  evidence  that  the  student 
has  had  polio  vaccine,  and  the  student 
should  return  the  completed  medical 
form  to  the  Admissions  Office  no  later 
than  August  2.  New  or  readmitted  stu- 
dents will  not  be  permitted  to  complete 
registration  without  the  required  phy- 
sical examination. 


Health  Services 

The  College  provides  health  services 
which  cover  all  emergency,  dispensary, 
routine  nursing  services,  and  treatment 
by  the  College  physician.  An  accident 
and  health  insurance  plan  is  provided 
for  each  full-time  student  to  supplement 
coverage  provided  by  parents.  Coverage 
is  provided  up  to  48  hours  for  actual 
travel  time  while  enroute  between  home 
and  school  prior  to  opening  of  school 
and  after  close  of  school.

Its  essential  principle  is  that 
the  handling  of  offenses  is  a  matter  of 
student  direction.  Consideration  of 
breaches  against  the  Honor  Code  is  a 
function  of  the  Honor  Court,  which  may 
recommend  that  a  student  found  guilty 
of  lying,  cheating,  or  stealing  be  re- 
quired to  withdraw  from  the  College  im- 
mediately.

If  you  will  permit  me,  I  would  like  to 
tell  you  a  little  about  Elon  to  help  you  in 
making  that  important  decision  about 
which  college  is  the  right  one  for  you. 

Elon  may  be  that  college.  Since  we 
first  opened  our  doors  in  1890,  there 
have  been  thousands  of  young  people  who 
have  found  Elon  College  to  be  their 
college  and  who  have  helped  to  make 
Elon  College  the  type  of  institution  of 
higher  education  that  it  is  today. 


Elon  is  a  liberal  arts  college. 
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There  is  a  well-rounded  curriculum 
in    30  fields  of  study.    We  offer  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  the  Bachelor  of  Science, 
the  Bachelor  of  Applied  Arts,  the  Bachelor 
of  Applied  Science  and  the  Associate  in 
Arts  degrees.  Disciplines  include 
accounting,  economics,  business 
administration,  business  education, 
history,  social  science,  biology,  chemistry, 
physics,  music,  elementary  education, 
mathematics,  religion,  English,  political 
science,  music  education,  French, 
medical  technology,  philosophy,  physical 
education,  religious  education,  and 
Spanish. 

We  operate  on  the  4- 1  -4  calendar 
which  provides  for  an  exciting  Winter 
Term  program.  This  four-week  "mini- 
term"  in  January  and  February  offers 
students  opportunities  for  travel-study 
abroad,  independent  study,  and  the 
chance  to  concentrate  on  one  course  in  a 
short  period  of  time.  Some  of  these 
courses  include  an  experimental  study 
of  history,  music  and  literature  in 
England,  Ireland,  France  and  other 
European  countries. 


Elon  College  is  a  church 
related  college. 

The  college  was  founded  by  the 
Southern  Christian  Church,  now  the 
Southern  Conference  of  the  United 
Church  of  Christ,  in  1889.  We  offer 
majors  in  religion  and  religious 
education. 


Elon  College  is  a  senior  institution. 


Our  programs  are  geared  toward  a 
four-year  term  of  study  for  the  bachelor 
degrees  although  advanced  students  can 
finish  their  requirements  in  less  time  by 
taking  additional  work  during  summer 
sessions  and  by  successfully  passing 
equivalency  examinations  in  a  number 
of  courses. 


Elon  is  co-educational. 

Since  the  first  day  of  classes  in  1890, 
Elon  College  has  served  both  men  and 
women  students  from  all  over  the  nation 
and  various  parts  of  the  world.  Our 
student  body  of  approximately  2,000 
students  is  about  one-third  women  and 
two-thirds  men.  More  than  60  percent 
of  our  students  live  on  the  campus.  With 
over  100  faculty  members,  our  low 
student-faculty  ratio  allows  for  more 
individual  attention  to  the  student  on  the 
part  of  the  faculty. 


Our  faculty 

Our  faculty  members  are  very  talented 
people  who  are  dedicated  to  the  teaching 
profession  rather  than  to  research.  All  of 
them  hold  advanced  degrees  and  over  36 
percent  have  doctorate  degrees.  Their 
backgrounds  are  as  varied  as  the 
institutions  in  which  they  were  trained. 


College  isn't  all 
lectures,  labs  and 
homework. 


Extracurricular  activities  abound. 
The  Student  Government  Association 
offers  many  opportunities  for  involvement 
in  entertainment,  communications, 
cultural  events  and  self-government. 
These  include  such  things  as  the  year- 
book, student  newspaper,  literary 
magazine,  radio  station,  homecoming 

and  spring  weekend  committees,  the 
Student  Senate  and  Honor  Court,  and  the 
Liberal  Arts  Forum. 


Other  avenues  of 
involvement  include 
clubs  and 
organizations. 

Elon  has  five  social  fraternities  for 
men  and  three  sororities  for  women  in 
addition  to  several  service  fraternities 
and  clubs.  Departmental  organizations 
are  also  quite  active  and  add  another 
dimension  to  college  life. 

There  are  several  Bible  Study 
Groups,  a  Sunday  Morning  Discussion 
Group  and  several  organizations  devoted 
to  religious  and  spiritual  growth  and 
activities. 
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Eton's  music  program 
is  tops. 

Elon's  music  program  is  another 
outstanding  feature  and  extracurricular 
opportunity.  We  have  an  orchestra,  a 
choir,  a  quartet,  a  marching  band,  a 
concert  band  and  an  internationally 
recognized  jazz  ensemble,  the  Emanons. 
Though  most  of  the  members  of  these 
groups  are  music  majors,  non-majors 
are  also  invited  and  encouraged  to  join 
if  they  have  talents  in  this  direction. 
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Elon's  campus  is 
spacious,  yet  compact. 

The  95-acre  campus  provides  for 
six  academic  buildings,  a  95,000  volume 
library,  four  women's  dorms,  four  men's 
dorms,  two  cafeterias,  a  student  center 
and  a  gymnasium  and  physical  education 
facility.  There  are  four  athletic  fields  for 
intercollegiate  athletics  and  five  others 
for  intramural  athletics  and  physical 
education  instruction.  Five  hard-surface 
tennis  courts,  two  gyms  and  an  indoor 
swimming  pool  round  out  the  recreational 
facilities. 

The  well-kept  buildings  and  grounds 
are  a  real  source  of  pride  for  everyone 
associated  with  Elon.

If  you  think  you  might  get  lost  in  the 
hustle  and  bustle  of  college  life,  rest 
assured  that  you  will  have  the  assistance 
of  capable  counselors  whenever  you 
need  them.  These  people,  some  of  whom 
are  full-time  counselors  and  others  who 
are  teachers,  will  help  you  plan  your 
class  schedule  and  your  program  of 
study  as  well  as  lend  a  listening  ear  to 
any  problem  you  might  have. 
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And  maybe  you  need  money  for  college. 


Money  might  be  a  problem  during 
your  college  years  and  two  offices  are 
prepared  to  help  you  in  this  area.  The 
financial  aid  office  offers  assistance  to 
students  and  parents  who  need  help  in 
financing  an  education  and  the  placement 
office  helps  find  jobs  for  students  while 
in  college  and  career  opportunities  as 
they  near  graduation. 

We  might  add  here  that  Elon's  total 
cost  to  students  is  among  the  lowest  of 
any  private  institution  in  North 
Carolina.  We  pride  ourselves  in  being 
able  to  hold  down  costs  while  providing 
quality  education  with  modern  facilities 
and  equipment. 
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Elon  has 
intercollegiate 
athletics  for  men  and 

women. 

Another  exciting  part  of  higher 
education  is  intercollegiate  athletics. 
Elon  fields  teams  in  twelve  sports  for 
men  and  women  students.  More  than 
200  students  participated  on  one  or  more 
of  the  teams  last  year. 

In  the  fall,  spectators  and  athletes 
alike  enjoy  football,  soccer,  cross  country 
and  women's  volleyball.  In  the  winter, 
it's  basketball — men  and  women's 
brands — and  wrestling.  Spring  brings 
baseball,  golf,  track  and  field,  and 
tennis,  the  latter  for  both  sexes. 


If  we  could  brag  a  little,  we  would 
tell  you  that  Elon's  athletic  teams  won 
Carolinas  Conference  titles  in  football, 
baseball,  and  golf  last  year,  district  titles 
in  football,  wrestling  and  golf,  a  state 
championship  in  women's  basketball  and 
a  regular  season  championship  in  men' s 
basketball,  a  seventh  place  finish  in  the 
NAIA  national  golf  championship 
tournament  and  the  runner-up  spot  in 
the  NAIA  national  football  championship 
race  after  compiling  a  12-0  record 
through  the  playoffs.  In  all  sports  last 
year,  Elon  athletic  teams  won  over  75 
percent  of  all  contests. 
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Intramural  programs 
offered  too. 

Intramural  activities  involve  even  more 
students  in  even  more  sports.  Programs 
for  men  and  women  students  are  designed 
to  include  all  students  who  wish  to 
participate  in  as  many  different  sports 
as  there  is  interest.  The  College  has  a 
full-time  intramural  director  who  works 
closely  with  student  personnel  officers  in 
the  Dean  of  Students  office  to  offer  a 
wide  variety  of  recreational  and 
entertaining  programs  for  students. 
This  past  summer,  the  College  doubled 
the  playing  area  for  outdoor  recreation 
by  adding  three  more  playing  fields. 
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Here's  where  we  are. 


If  you  look  at  the  map,  you  will  see 
that  Elon  is  convenient  to  many  points  of 
interest  in  North  Carolina.  The  1-85  exit 
closest  to  us  bears  our  name.  We  are  easy 
to  get  to  and  from  by  automobile,  rail  or 
air  and  the  climate  includes  mild  winters 
and  warm  summers. 

Several  other  fine  institutions  of 
higher  education  are  within  an  hour  of 
our  campus  and  many  of  their  programs 


are  open  to  Elon  students.  We  are  about 
four  hours  from  the  sandy  shores  of  North 
Carolina's  beautiful  beaches  and  about 
three  hours  from  mountain  resorts  and  ski 
slopes. 

We  are  located  in  the  small  college 
town  of  Elon  College,  but  just  minutes 
from  the  urban  areas  of  Burlington  and 
Greensboro.

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But  there  is  more  to  becoming  an 
Elon  College  student  than  we  have 
reflected  here.  You  need  more 
information  and  we  have  it. 

Here  are  questions  that  are 
frequently  asked  by  prospective  students 
.  .  .  and  the  answers  pertaining  to 
Elon. 


What  is  the  campus  like? 

The  main  campus  consists  of  33  buildings  on  25  acres.  Brick  buildings,  grass  and 
oak  trees  create  a  quiet  academic  atmosphere.  The  best  way  to  find  out  is  to  visit  our 
campus. 

From  where  do  Elon  College  students  come? 

Students  come  from  28  states,  the  District  of  Columbia  and  5  foreign  countries. 
Seven  hundred,  ninety-five  of  the  2 ,005  students  are  commuters  from  surrounding 
areas. 

What  are  the  most  important  things  about  the  academic  life  at  Elon? 

A  new  college  student  must  learn  to  budget  his  time.  Keeping  up  with  assignments 
from  day  to  day  is  absolutely  essential.  Considered  as  a  whole,  each  student  must 
learn  to  use  time  wisely! 

With  a  degree  from  Elon,  what  can  I  do  from  that  point? 

Elon  has  programs  in  the  fields  of  pre-law,  pre-medical  and  dental,  pre-laboratory 
technology,  pre-ministerial  and  pre-nursing.  Professors  and  counselors  will  be  happy 
to  discuss  career  opportunities  in  other  areas  with  you. 

Where  can  I  do  my  laundry? 

There  are  washers  and  dryers  in  the  dorms  for  the  students'  use.  There  are  also 
several  dry  cleaners  in  the  area.  There  is  also  an  optional  linen  service  offered  on 
campus.  The  service  supplies  sheets,  blankets,  pillowcases,  and  towels.  You  will 
receive  more  information  about  this  in  the  pre-registration  packet. 

What  is  Elon's  ratio  of  students  and  teachers  in  the  classroom? 

For  every  18  students,  there  is  one  faculty  member. 

Can  a  freshman  have  a  car  on  campus? 

All  students  are  permitted  to  have  a  car  on  campus.  Cars  are  registered  during  the 
registration  period. 

What  is  the  4-1-4  system? 

Elon  is  set  up  on  the  semester  system.  Fall  semester  begins  in  September  and  exams 
are  scheduled  before  the  Christmas  break.  During  January  there  is  the  '  'mini-term" 
during  which  students  take  only  one  concentrated  course  and  professors  teach  only 
one  course.  This  "mini-term"  provides  opportunity  for  study  abroad  in  history, 
language  and  music  courses,  for  making  up  courses  and  for  concentrated  study  in 
areas  of  interest.  Spring  semester  begins  in  February  and  ends  with  exams  in  May. 
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How  many  courses  will  I  take? 

The  average  load  for  a  freshman  is  from  12-15  semester  hours.  This  is  basically 
equivalent  to  4  or  5  courses. 

What  is  a  semester  hour? 

A  semester  hour  is  a  credit  unit.  Most  courses  carry  a  three-hour  credit.  Classes 
with  labs  are  four-hour  courses.  Activity  courses  such  as  activity  physical  education 
courses,  choir,  band  and  college  programs  carry  only  one  semester  hour  credit. 
These  hours  accumulate  each  year.  Graduation  requires  126  hours  of  credit.  To 
gain  sophomore  status,  a  student  must  have  acquired  24  semester  hours. 

Do  I  have  to  go  to  class? 

Attendance  in  class  is  vital  to  the  student.  After  five  cuts  a  student 
is  usually  asked  to  come  to  the  Counseling  Office  for  a  conference. 

How  long  are  the  classes? 

Classes  (that  you  take)  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  last  55 
minutes.  Those  (taken  on)  Tuesday  and  Thursday  are  one  hour  and 
twenty  minutes.  It  works  out  so  that  for  each  three-semester  hour 
course,  the  student  is  in  class  for  3  hours  each  week. 

Am  I  required  to  attend  church  or  chapel? 

Even  though  Elon  is  a  church-related  institution,  there  are  no 
requirements  for  church  or  chapel  attendance. 

Are  there  any  Saturday  classes? 

No — classes  run  Monday  through  Friday. 

How  many  students  attend  Elon? 

Enrollment  in  the  fall  of  1973  was  2,005  with  approximately  1,200 
men  and  800  women. 

What  are  the  strongest  majors  at  Elon? 

In  terms  of  numbers  of  students,  business  administration  is  the  largest, 
followed  by  physical  education  and  elementary  education. 

Is  there  a  program  for  independent  study? 

Independent  studies  may  be  set  up  by  students  with  their  advisors 
in  their  departments.  These  approved  studies  receive  academic 
credit  upon  satisfactory  completion. 

Is  there  any  visitation  at  Elon? 

Men  may  visit  in  women's  dorms  on  Sunday  between  2:00-5:00  p.m. 
Women  students  are  not  permitted  in  men's  dorms. 

Is  there  a  curfew? 

Women  students  are  to  be  in  the  dorms  at  11:30  on  Monday- 
Thursday;  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  curfew  is  1:30  and  Sunday 
curfew  is  12:00.  Men  do  not  have  curfews. 
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Is  there  a  dress  code? 

Shoes  must  be  worn  in  classrooms,  dining  halls,  library,  and 
office  buildings. 

Are  parents  informed  of  my  grades? 

Parents  receive  mid-term  grade  reports  and  final  grades.  Mid-term 
grades  do  not  go  on  your  record  but  rather  serve  as  a  progress  report. 

Can  I  choose  my  own  roommate? 

If  you  have  a  roommate  preference,  all  efforts  will  be  made  to 
meet  that  request.  If  roommate  problems  should  happen  to  arise,  a 
suitable  solution  can  be  worked  out  with  the  Dean  of  Students. 

Where  and  when  do  I  sign  up  for  classes? 

You  will  receive  a  pre-registration  packet  containing  information  about 
classes  and  scheduling.  You  will  organize  and  send  in  a  tentative 
schedule.  This  will  be  finalized  during  registration  in  September. 

What  are  the  rules  concerning  alcohol  and  drugs  on  campus? 

College  policy  prohibits  the  possession  or  use  of  intoxicants  and 
(the  use  of)  illegal  drugs.

Payments  are  due  on  or  before  registration  for  each  semester. 

Must  the  full  amount  be  paid  at  once? 

No.  When  you  receive  your  letter  of  acceptance  an  acceptance  fee 
of  $50  and  a  room  deposit  of  $75.00  are  due.  These  deposits  are 
deductible  from  your  fall  payment.  (You  will  receive  a  bill  in  August). 

What  kind  of  financial  aid  is  available? 

There  are  two  basic  types  -  gift  and  self-help  aid.  Gift  aid  consists 
of  scholarships  and  grants  which  are  free  money  and  do  not  have 
to  be  repaid  -  these  include  North  Carolina  Scholarships,  institutional, 
academic,  and  music  scholarships  and  athletic  grants-in-aid.  Self-help 
money  involves  an  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  recipient.  National 
District  Student  Loans,  Guaranteed  Loans  and  North  Carolina  Teachers 
Scholarship  Loans  have  to  be  repaid  under  most  circumstances.  Under 
work  study  the  student  receives  a  monthly  stipend  for  work 
on  campus. 

How  does  one  apply  for  financial  aid? 

(a)  Complete  a  PCS  or  SFS  which  you  can  get  from  your  high 
school  counselor  and  mail  to  appropriate  place  named  on  cover. 

(b)  Request  an  Elon  Financial  Aid  application,  complete  and  return 
to  Elon. 
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What  is  a  PCS  and  SFS? 

(a)  If  you  are  a  dependent  student  (live  at  home,  your  parents 
claim  you  as  a  tax  deduction  or  contribute  more  than  $600.00  to 
your  support  per  year),  you  file  a  Parents  Confidential  Statement. 

(b)  If  you  are  an  independent  (completely  self-supporting  -  must  be 
documented  by  a  verified  statement),  you  file  a  Student  Financial 
Statement.  Being  married  does  not  necessarily  mean  you  are  an 
"independent." 

What  happens  if  you  do  not  qualify  for  financial  aid? 

All  is  not  lost.  You  may  participate  in  our  institutional  work  program 
and  there  is  a  budget  payment  plan  available  through  the  Richard 
C.  Knight  Agency — write  us  for  information.  In  addition,  you  may 
apply  through  your  local  bank  for  a  Federally  Insured  Student  Loan. 

Does  a  student  apply  for  a  special  kind  of  financial  aid? 

No.  One  application  covers  the  entire  program  except  for  Basic 
Educational  Opportunity  Grant,  and  Federally  Insured  Student  Loan. 
These  require  special  applications.  All  other  assistance  comes  in 
a  package  kind  of  award  which  will  probably  include  some  scholarship 
money,  some  loan  and  some  campus  work.

HONORS  PROGRAM 

The  Elon  College  Honors 
Program  provides  an  opportunity 
for  especially  able  and  highly 
motivated  students  to  enroll  in 
honors  courses  designed  to  be 
challenging  and  stimulating  to 
talented  students.  The  courses 
are  in  specific  disciplines  and, 
from  time  to  time, 
interdisciplinary.  To  be  eligible 
for  this  program,  the  student 
must  have  an  academic  record 
acceptable  to  the  Honors 
Program  Committee. 

INTERNSHIPS 

Through  its  internship 
program,  Elon  College  provides 
opportunities  for  the  student  to 
combine  his  academic  classroom 
studies  with  related  practical 
internship  experience  in  many 
major  fields.  The  student  gains 
insight  into  the  nature  of  the 
work  he  plans  to  make  his  career, 
and  this  training  gives  him 
greater  assurance  that  he  will  be 
employed  in  his  field.  Elon 
students  currently  gain 
internship  experience  in 
schools,  government,  social 
services  and  business. 

DOUBLE  MAJORS 

The  rapid  changes  in  business 
and  professional  fields  makes  it 
advisable  for  the  student  to 
consider  the  desirability  of 
majoring  in  two  fields  of  a 
similar  nature.  The  degree 
requirements  in  many  areas 
provide  enough  semester  hours 
of  electives  to  enable  the  student 
to  double  major.  Some  of  the 
more  popular  areas  are  physical 
education  and  community 
services,  music  and  religious 
education,  political  science  and 


community  services,  biology  or 
English  and  physical  education, 
and  accounting  and  business 
administration.  The  student 
should  discuss  these  possibilities 
with  his  faculty  adviser.

FEATURES 

Academic  Calendar  —  we  have  a 
4-1-4  calendar.  This  means  you'll 
have  a  regular  four-month 
semester  in  fall,  a  special 
one-month  term  in  winter,  and 


another  four-month  semester  in 
spring.  The  one-month  term 
allows  you  time  for  extensive 
study  in  one  area,  study  abroad, 
or  other  special  programs.  Two 
five-week  terms  of  summer 
school  and  evening  classes  are 
also  available. 

Independent  Study  —  At  Elon  you 
can  make  up  your  own  course 
from  catalog  courses,  special 
topics,  or  research  projects.  It's 
your  own  course  designed  by  you 
for  you  in  cooperation  with  a 
member  of  the  faculty. 
Credit  by  Examination  —  By 
passing  a  certain  test,  you  won't 
have  to  take  a  course  yet  you'll 
receive  full  credit  for  it.  The 
tests  we  use  are  the  College  Level 
Examination  Program  (CLEP) 
of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  and 
specialized  tests  given  by 
departments.  If  you  believe  you 
have  the  knowledge  to  pass  one 
of  these  tests,  then  take  it.  By 
passing,  you  can  save  time, 
money,  and  get  credit  for  up  to 
26  semester  hours  (a  little  over 
eight  courses) .  We  give  up  to  26 
credits  for  those  scoring  in  at 
least  the  50th  percentile  on  the 
CLEP  Examinations.  Tests  cover 
the  basic  courses  in  history, 
biology,  mathematics,  chemistry, 


psychology,  accounting, 
economics,  or  English.  For  more 
information,  contact  the  office 
of  our  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs. 
Pass/Fail  —  some  courses  are 
offered  on  an  optional  Pass/Fail 
basis  (no  letter  grades) . 
Study  Abroad  —  study-tours  are 
scheduled  as  desired  or  needed 
to  enhance  a  program  and  give 
students  an  opportunity  to  learn 
first-hand  from  other  countries 
and  cultures.  Tours  are 
traditionally  scheduled  for  the 
winter  "mini-term"  and 
summer  sessions. 
Advising  Program  —  because  of 
our  emphasis  on  total 
development  of  the  individual,  we 
have  instituted  a  comprehensive 
advising  program.  As  an  entering 
student,  you'll  be  assigned  a 
faculty  adviser.  When  you  select 
a  major,  you  will  switch  to  a 
faculty  adviser  in  that  field.  He 
can  help  you  with  your  academic 
and  personal  problems.  There's 
also  a  lot  of  informal  advising 
between  students  and  their 
favorite  faculty  members. 
Sometimes  a  problem  comes  up 
that's  a  little  bigger  than  a 
teacher  can  handle.  Then  you  can 
call  on  the  several  trained 
counselors  including  the 
campus  minister. 


GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  A 
BACHELOR'S  DEGREE 

These,  along  with  satisfactory  work  in  your  Major,  are  the 
general  degree  requirements.  These  may  vary  depending 
upon  your  major.  Note :  3  semester  hours  =  one  typical 
course.  For  instance:  12  semester  hours  (s.h.)  in 
Language  and  Literature  =  4  courses.

Federally  Insured  Student 
Loans  —  This  program  permits 
banks  and  other  lending 
institutions  to  lend  up  to  $2,000 
per  academic  year  to  students 
attending  college  at  7%  interest 
per  year  based  on  the  applicant's 
financial  need.  While  the  student 
is  enrolled  in  college  the  Federal 
government  pays  the  interest 
with  the  student  bearing  the 
interest  and  principal  in  planned 
payments  beginning  nine  months 
after  he  ceases  to  be  a  student. 
The  application  process  is 
initiated  at  your  local  lending 
institution. 

National  Direct  Student 
Loans  —  Established  and 
partially  funded  by  the  Federal 
Government,  the  National  Direct 
Student  Loan  Program  is 
designed  to  provide  long-term 
low  interest  loans  to  students 
showing  a  financial  need.  Up  to 
$5,000  may  be  borrowed  by  an 
undergraduate  student  with 
interest  beginning  to  accrue  at 
3  %  annually  nine  months  after 
the  borrower  ceases  to  be  a 
student.  Repayment  may  be 
extended  over  a  period  of  ten 
years  with  several  deferrment 
and  cancellation  benefits  available 
to  qualified  borrowers.

College  Work-Study  Program  -
